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The fighting that has been going on between the Moros 
and our soldiers for so long shows that if we had left the 
islands to the absolute control of the Filipinos in all like- 
lihood the Moros, as the most warlike of the island tribes, 
would have engaged in hostilities with the more peace- 
ful natives, those who might have sought to carry on a 
government, and in the end might have become the domi- 
nating power in the archipelago. Such a possibility may 
have & charm for the anti-imperialist, who is nothing if 
not fantastic, but if there were nothing else it would go 
a long way toward justifying the action of this govern- 
ment in holding authority in the islands after the battle 
of Manila Bay. The hostile element among the Moros 
are not a whit better or more entitled to consideration in 
the march of civilization than have been many of the 
tribes of Indians with which this government was com- 
pelled to deal sternly when ‘there came the necessity of 
opening up the West. It is fortunate there were no anti- 
imperialists, as we know them, in those days, or they 
might. have impressed upon Congress the necessity of al- 
lowing the bloodthirsty savages full sway in the country 
over which they had roamed for centuries, and our civili- 
zation might have to-day for its western edge the Missis- 
sippi river, while beyond might flourish the redskin, sus- 
taining with scalping knife and tomahawk the contention 
that he was not to make way for civilization, no matter 
how great the demand for natural resources which he 
kept from the use of mankind. But there were “philan- 
thropists” of the “anti-imperialist” breed even in the 
days of the Indian wars. When General Sheridan under- 
took to put down the Indians in the Northwest in 1868- 
69, he found that previously the beginning of winter had 
meant the end of military operations against the Indians. 
He deemed this a mistake, and that the Indian, being 
most helpless in winter, could then be most easily re- 


duced to subjection. Accordingly he struck at them in- 


winter and in a battle on the Washita broke up the winter 
camp of the Cheyennes, killed their chiefs, Black Kettle 
and Little Rock, and more than a hundred warriors. But 
best of all, the battle taught the redskins that winter was 
no longer a protection for them after a summer’s bloody 
raids on frontier settlements. As General Sheridan was 
preparing a second winter’s blow at the savages, the re- 
port of his Washita attack reached the East. In his 
“Story of the Soldier,” Brevet Brig. Gen. George A. For- 
syth, U.S.A., retired, says: “The humanitarians seemed 
to go wild over this report, and through the pulpit, the 
press, and Congress, without pausing a moment to inquire 
into the military necessity that demanded it nor the jus- 
tice that sanctioned it, they proceeded to assail General 
Sheridan, the Army, and the War Department.” General 
Sheridan, however, kept on with his winter operations, 
achieving the results he set out to obtain and demonstrat- 
ing that the soldiers in protecting the settlers were as 
much humanitarians as those who tried to protect the 
savages. 
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What would General Sheridan, to whom the only good 
Indian was a dead Indian, say if he were alive to con- 
template the riches of some of the redskins of the West? 
There has just been paid into the Indian agency at 
Muskogee, Indian Territory, the sum of $500,000, repre- 
senting a royalty for three months on oil pumped from 
the wells of Indian allottees. At this rate there will be 
$2,000,000 for the year, or twice as much as there was 
last year. The royalty represents about one-tenth of the 
oil sold, or a total of $20,000,000 worth for the year. 
This includes only leases on lands of Indians and does 
not take into account land that has been deeded which, 
says the Rochester Post Express, would probably increase 
the totals twenty-five per cent. The Indians of Okla- 


homa are better off than the majority of’ their white 
neighbors. They live in just as good style as the white 
people, and take just as much comfort out of life. They 
dwell in handsome wooden, brick or stone houses, enjoy 
the luxuries of life, send their children to school, go to 
the theater, give pink teas and progressive pedro parties 
(not bridge, as yet), and, in a word, comport themselves 
according to the most approved dictates of civilization. 
They are good citizens, law abiding and industrious. 


. This state of affairs is at once a vindication of the white 


man and the red man. How many “Indian philanthro- 
pists” have told us that all the Indian had learned from 
the pale face was vice and crime, and that our virtues 
would not sit well upon the children of the forest. Here 
in this picture in oil of peace and wealth we find a justi- 
fication for our attitude toward the Indian, which has 
always been that he must work or go under, that the law 
of the survival of the fittest operates in his case as well 
as with his white brother. It has taken much time, many 
tracts and many bullets to get this truth into the red 
man’s head, but, if he has learned the lesson at last, we 
may well accord to his belated illumination the benedic- 
tion of “better late than never.” 
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The finishing touches were put on the order for riding 
tests for field and general officers of the Army this week 
and the order will be forthcoming within a few days. 
The essential features of the test remain what they were 


as described some weeks ago. But there have been* 


changes to meet the varying conditions of the service and 
they seem to be good ones. For instance, it has been de- 
cided that officers in the Coast Artillery are to walk in- 
stead of ride. This is to be done not only to satisfy the 
logic of the case as well as the wishes of many officers, 
but also to avoid the not inconsiderable expense connect- 
ed with conducting a riding event for officers who have 
no mounts and may be located in distant posts where the 
best mode of riding is on tugboats rather than horses. 
In the riding tests last fall there were not a few officers 
who traveled hundreds of miles to take the prescribed 
ride, and the cost to the government was sufficient to seri- 
ously deplete the mileage fund to the serious inconven- 
ience of public business in a number of branches of the 
Service. To substitute a walking test for horsemanship 
is some distance from the original reason advanced by 
President Roosevelt for the necessity of riding tests. 
Nevertheless it will serve. The aim is to keep the Ser- 
vice on edge and to maintain its efficiency with a hair 
trigger consciousness of duty and responsibility. The 
walk is to be fifty miles in three days, which is not so 
bad, although to some it will be no doubt bad enough. 
There are officers not in the Coast Artillery who will wish 
they were, for the time being, when they come to take the 
ninety-mile ride. The dreaded ordeal of making a few 
miles each day under the conditions of a forced march 
with the officer running at the side of his steed and lead- 
ing him at a trot has been eliminated. Ride or walk, all 
this effort to brace up the physical condition of officers 
has worked out well. Officers are riding daily now who 
a few months back seldom took an interest in their 
horses or even thought of getting out into the air and 
sun. The officers who will take their test walking will 
have a grand, good time. Walking is not half so much 
in vogue as it should be for officers and professional men 
generally, Pattering from the breakfast table to the 
swivel chair over asphalt, and past palaces and sky- 
scrapers, is hardly to be dignified as walking. It is to 
get out on the long road that goes to meet the sun at 
daybreak and persists at nightfall until the moon comes 
over the hill and a quick supper and sound sleep follow 
as a reward fit for kings. Oh, there are lots of things 
in Army life worse by far than riding and walking. 
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The new pay bill will require a great deal of work in 
connection with its numerous changes in existing law. 
The Pay Department is already busy with circulars and 
orders required to get the new schedules into satisfactory 
working order. It will probably be a month before every- 
thing will be finished in this direction, but the office is 
equal to the important and agreeable task of putting the 
new pay bill into operation from the date of the approval 
of the act by the President, which was Monday, May 11. 
Thus there will be twenty-eight days this month for 
which pay will be allowed under the new schedule. The 
questions likely to come up in connection with the pay 
of enlisted men will be many. The period for which re- 
enlisted pay is to be allowed hereafter has been changed 
from five years to three to correspond to the period of 
enlistment. The old incongruity occurred because the 
period of enlistment was reduced to three years from 
five, while the pay law remained unchanged. The new 
law with regard to bounty for prompt re-enlistment will 
go far to build up pride in continuous service. There 
are to be orders to cover the conditions of the widows’ 
benefit in the case of officers. It is likely that boards of 
medical officers will be authorized to pass on each case 
and certify to the fact whether or not death was caused 
as set forth in the language of the new law. In the case 
of officers who provide their own mounts it is to be the 
practice to have the officers’ mounts inspected by com- 
petent boards who will certify whether the animals are 
fit for Army service or not. Without some such require- 
ment it is conceivable that at times and in certain parts 
of the world there might bea disposition to put in ani- 
mals that would be under rather than above standard. 
It is to Major General Ainsworth that the Army is chief- 
ly indebted for the appearance in the Army bill as finally 
passed of. the provision for re-enlisted pay, which was at 


one time in such serious jeopardy. The General is among 
those who have done yeoman service in securing increased 
pay. for the Army. 
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A general arbitration treaty between the United States 
and Japan was signed in Washington on May 5 as a re- 
sult of the joint labors of Secretary Root and Baron 
Takahira, the Japanese Ambassador to this country. 
This is the first arbitration compact ever entered into by 
America and the Mikado. The treaty provides for the 
settlement by arbitration of all disputes of a legal nature 


- or in regard to the construction of existing treaties be- 


tween the two nations, but questions of vital interest, 
the independence or the honor of the two contracting 
states and questions that concern the interests of a third 
state are not included. The treaty will be in force for 
five years. Secretary Root conducted the negotia- 
tions with his customary caution and the signing of 
the treaty was a surprise to officials and diplomats in 
Washington. This agreement is the first definite result 
of the resumption of treaty negotiations which, owing to 
the attacks on Japanese in San Francisco, were inter- 
rupted in 1906 just at the time when a treaty for the ex- 
clusion of Japanese coolie laborers from the United States 
was under consideration. The anti-Japanese agitation 
then prevailing on the Pacific coast led Japan to abandon 
negotiations. The present pact is similar to agreements 
which Secretary Root already had entered into with 
Great Britain, France, Norway, Spain, Portugal and 
Switzerland, and accords with Article 19 of the first 
Hague peace conference, which recommended that the 
Powers signatory to The Hague conference conclude 
agreements with a view to the settl¢ment by arbitration 
of all disputes which they consider possible to arbitrate. 
No class of men will welcome more heartily than the 
officers of our Army and Navy any treaty which tends to 
bring the United States and Japan into more cordial re- 
lations and to establish an enduring peace between the 
two countries. 
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As we have heretofore had occasion to show, no one 
ean justly claim credit for total abstinence who drinks 
tonics, prescribed by a physician, all of which contain 
alcohol, or the various decoctions of a similar nature ob- 
tained at the apothecary’s, and we have cited the case of 
one sincere temperance advocate who had an attack of 
delirium tremens from following this practice. It now 
appears from the government analyses of so-called tem- 
perance drinks sold in England that they contain from 
two to twelve and three-tenths per cent. of alcohol. The 
liquor laws of England take no account, for purposes of 
taxation, of beverages containing less than two per cent., 
but of 4,147 samples of supposedly innocent drinks exam- 
ined in the last four years, 3,098 exceeded that propor- 
tion. Ginger beers and herb beers were found to have 
the highest percentage of alcohol, some of them contain- 
ing as much as claret or Rhine wine. It was shown that 
a child who drank a pint of some of these teetotal bev- 
erages might thus unconsciously consume as much alco- 
hol as if he had taken half a pint of champagne. The 
presence of alcohol in these drinks is ascribed to fer- 
mentation. The position in which this discovery leaves 
those who favor “soft”, drinks because they object to alco- 
hol recalls that of the East Indian who starved to death 
when the microscope showed that the water he drank was 
filled with the animal life he was forbidden to destroy. 
We believe that if those who are so critical upon the sub- 
ject of the canteen were subjected to the Scriptural test, 
“He that is without sin among you, let him first cast a 
stone,” they, being convicted by their own consciences, 
“would go out one by one, beginning at the eldest even 
unto the last.” “ 
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The statement that Gen. W. T. Sherman once said, 
“War is Hell,” is one of the stock arguments of those 
who wish to make a telling point against military estab- 
lishments by showing that one of the principal exponents 
of the military art has turned state’s evidence against 
his profession. While it is quite possible that General 
Sherman’s thoughts may have been in accord with the 
sentiment ascribed to him, there is no evidence that they 
ever found expression in the exact language quoted. 
What General Sherman did say, in a letter addressed to 
the Mayor of Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 12, 1864, was “War is 
cruelty and you cannot refine it’ (Sherman’s Memoirs, 
Vol. 2, p. 126). The son of General Sherman, Mr. P. 
Tecumsch Sherman, in a letter to us on this subject, says 
with reference to his father: “He denied ever having 
said, ‘War is Hell’; and we have often tried to trace the 
story to its origin. He may have used those words in 
some one of his many unprepared speeches; but it is 
more probable that it is simply the popular version of 
the phrase used in his letter to the Mayor of Atlanta.” 
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During the discussion in the Senate this week on the 
Naval Appropriation Bill, Senator Hale said he had re- 
cently talked with Sir William White, formerly head of 
the British Admiralty, who stated that the United States 
has the finest fleet in the world, and that the excellency 
of our Navy is due to the fact that we waited to build 
ships while Great Britain spent hundreds of millions of 
dollars upon ships that have become obsolete. “ ‘The ships 
you have are the best of their kind,’ he told me,” said 
Senator, Hale, “but you will find just as we have found 
that the expense of a great navy only begins when you 
have built the ships,” siewig : ieley 
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Some of those who propose postals savings banks do 
not overlook the fact that the Army and Navy Depart- 
ments have for years been taking care of the money of 
the American soldiers and sailors with great success. While 
the system has not reached the importance of savings 
bank methods, still it has proved of the greatest value in 
encouraging habits of economy and thrift among men who 
are proverbially liberal to the point of prodigality. We 
suggested in a recent issue that the success of military 
pensions has doubtless led to the proposition for an old-age 
pension in civil life, such as they have adopted in France 
and are proposing to adopt in England. So perhaps the 
Army and Navy will point the way to governmental su- 
pervision of the people’s savings. Certain it is that the 
administration of savings banks in the United States 
is characterized by much iooseness, a statement that 
follows oft-made declarations by bankers. At the ses- 
sion of the Savings Bank section of the American Bank- 
ers’ Association at the national convention in 1906, it 
was stated in the report of one official who had been de- 
puted by the Association to examine into the methods of 
Western savings banks that so much looseness charac: 
terized their methods that he was surprised that they were 
able to do business at all. In New York, New England 
and as far west as Philadelphia the trustee system pre- 
vails, by which the trustees receive no salary nor divi- 
dends. In the West, however, the trustee bank largely 
makes way for the stockholders’ savings bank, in which 
the directors hold stock and get dividends. This wide 
difference in methods is perhaps one reason why there 
has arisen a demand for national savings banks that shall 
have the strength of the country behind them and that 
shall have no more idea of gain attached to them than 
is associated with the Department’s safeguarding of the 
savings of our men of the Navy and Army. In the report 
of the Paymaster General of the Army, dated Sept. 6, 
1906, the deposits by the enlisted men for the fiscal year 
were placed at $1,495,228.04. The total deposits from 
July 1, 1872, when the deposit law went into effect, till 
June 30, 1906, reached the gratifying figures of $27,- 
789,553.71. In the Navy the deposits with the Paymas- 
ter General, according to the annual report of 1906, were 
$636,980.50 and the repayments of savings $734,867.96. 
These deposits draw interest as in a bank, so it will be 
seen that Uncle Sam does a pretty respectable savings 
bank business already and has been for a generation. On 
May 4 Representative O'Connell, of Massachusetts, intro- 
duced a bill in the House providing for the compulsory 
saving of a part of the monthly salary of each enlisted 
man in the Army, Navy and Marine Corps. It provides 
that there shal] be deducted a sum equivalent to ten 
cents a day to be deposited with the Secretary of the 
Treasury to the credit of each of the enlisted men. This 
money is to draw interest at the rate of four per cent. 
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What effect was produced on the patriotic feelings of 
Pacific coast citizens by the arrival of the Battleship 
Fleet may be judged by the way an Easterner was moved 
by the great naval display. Mr. Wm. B. Fuller, a lawyer 
of Syracuse, N.Y., was at San Pedro, Cal., when Ad- 
mira] Evans’s ships came into view. This is how the 
lawyer was impressed: “On the far horizon could first 
be seen a little ball of smoke. ‘Then another and another, 
and finally the great ships came into view. They moved 
majestically into the harbor. It was the most magnifi- 
cent and inspiring scene that I have ever beheld. It 
would arouse patriotism in any man who never had a 
spark before, and it would increase tenfold the patriotism 
of the man who had any. It was worth a trip across the 
continent to see.” If a dweller in the East, where assem- 
blages of warships have been common, especially at New 
York, was so profoundly stirred, what must have been 
the emotions of the people beyond the Rockies who had 
never before seen a large gathering of men-of-war? If 
nothing else were to be gained by this trip of the fleet, 
than the quickening of patriotic sentiments among the 
inhabitants of the Pacific slope, the cruise would be am- 
ply justified. The representatives in Congress from the 
Pacific states have not been found among the opponents 
of a larger navy and have shown no small spirit where 
the question of naval extension has come up ‘for public 
discussion. They have taken this broad attitude, al- 
though their constituents knew little by personal obser- 
vation of the new Navy that had grown up on the At- 
lantic Ocean in the last quarter of a century. Now that 
these people have been thrilled by a view of Uncle Sam’‘s 
sea fighters, their hearty support of legitimate naval de- 
mands may be looked for in the coming years. We are 
quite aware of the serious professional objections to such 
a cruise as that of the Battleship Fleet, but we are dis- 
posed to believe that on the whole the Navy will derive 
so much profit from the increased appreciation of the 
Navy by the people of this country as to compensate 
them for the unprofessional duty they are called upon to 
perform during a cruise which has been so sharply criti- 
cized as a “junketing expedition.” 





Thomas 8. Darling, a manufacturer of torpedoes, who 
has just returned from Russia, where he has been arrang- 
ing for the sale of pneumatic torpedoes, reports that the 
President’s sending the Battleship Fleet on its long jour- 
ney to the Pacific coast was the talk of Europe and was 
considered there as one of the most diplomatic moves a 
ruler has made in many years. “Mr. Roosevelt has long 
been looked upon by the people of Europe as a great 
statesman,” said Mr. Darling, “and the successful trip 
of the fleet has strengthened their belief. I have talked 
with many prominent foreigners and practically all be- 


lieved that the trip of the battleships was not only a won- 


derful piece of seamanship, but a master stroke of diplo- 
macy that had done much in the way of preserving peace, 
in the Pacific, at least. From what I have seen I think 


. the President’s move had a great effect throughout 


Europe.” The peace enthusiasts, who can see no good in 
battleships, ard who imagine they find in the suc- 
cessful negotiation of an arbitration treaty with Japan 
proof that they are not needed, would do well to ask 
the Secretary of State whether the sending out of the 


Battleship Fleet did not have an important effect in” 


bringing Japan to a condition of mind favorable to ne- 
gotiation. Contrast the present condition of public opin- 
ion in Japan with what it was at the time there was so 
many reports of trouble growing out of the San Fran- 
cisco affair, as reported in the daily papers and as known 
to those who are informed as to what is going on in the 
inner circle of public administration at Washington. If, 
like Banquo’s ghost, we could speak we might a tale 
unfold, which would throw needed light upon our rela- 
tions with Japan‘as influenced by our imposing display 
of naval strength. Perhaps some of our readers may re- 
call in this connection what was said in the article en- 
titled “Who’s Afraid,” we published nearly a year ago, 
June 22, 1907. In reply to what was being said at that 
time with reference to the alleged unwisdom of giving 
offense to Japan by sending our battleships into Pacific 
waters, we said: “If we could conceive of Japan’s ob- 
jecting, such objection would present the most cogent of 
all reasons for strengthening our Pacific fleet. True, 
there is nothing in our present relations with Japan that 
could furnish a pretext for war; but there is nothing so 
certain to invite war as a display of unreadiness to meet 
its responsibilities.” The result of our battleship cruise 
upon public opinion in the Far East, in South America 
and in Eurepe is the best comment upon what we said 
some six months before the squadron of Admiral Evans 
started on its now famous cruise. 
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Our ordnance officers are not yet prepared to abandon 
their labors because an ex-officer of the British Corps of 
Engineers tells them that he has seen a gun which will 
fire a continuous stream of projectiles weighing 500 
pounds each, with a velocity of 30,000 foot-seconds, and 
upward, and at the rate of fifty shots a minute. A cor- 
respondent of the London Engineer having a mathematical 
mind calculates that to accomplish the results claimed 
for this gun involves the generation of 10,000,000 horse- 
Lower, which represents the work of a number of Ni- 
agaras and Victorias and an expense of a million dollars 
for sending the fifty shots in one minute. “The ease 
with which such power could be developed and conveyed 
to a suitable site,” remarks this correspondent, “need 
not be commented upon. I shall only remark that 588,255 
engines—in these cases it is as well to be precise—simi- 
lar to those of the Mauretania, would provide it com- 
fortably, and there I shall leave the matter with the 
remark that a projectile with an initial velocity of 30,000 
foot-seconds would, carelessly directed, become a satellite 
of the earth, and never reach any destination at all! 
The probable waste of ammunition from this cause strikes 
me as a serious drawback to the weapon.” We may 
add that, assuming a maximum elevation of forty-five 
degrees to obtain the range of three hundred miles claimed 
for this weapon, involves a trajectory that would carry 
the shot far beyond the retarding influence of the at- 
mosphere, and it might go so far that it would be received 
by the man in the moon as a declaration of war, and 
what the nature of his retaliatory action might be it is 
impossible to predict. Who can say whether he may not 
have some new kinks in the art of war which our sol- 
diers are not yet up to? Our military forces might be 
compelled to concentrate their entire strength to repel 
a lunar enemy, leaving Congressman Hobson to fight 
Japan all alone. In an article on the “Ether of Space’ 
in the May North American, Sir Oliver Lodge estimates 
that every cubic millimeter of space possesses “‘what, if 
it were maiter, would be a mass of a thousand tons, and 
an energy equivalent to the output of a million horse- 
power station for forty million years. The universe we 
are living in,” Sir Oliver adds, “is an extraordinary one, 
and our investigation of it has only just begun.” There 
may be enormous forces within our reach of which we 
have not as yet availed ourselves. Perhaps the inventor 
of this gun mav have learned kow to make use of these, 
but, after our experience of the readiness of men having 
more or less public reputation to listen to that humbug 
Keely, we are skeptical even of an ex-colonel of the 
British Royal Engineer Corps. 
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The National Rifle Association makes the following 
announcement with relation to a team to represent the 
United States in the Olympic Rifle Matches at Bisley, 
England, July 9, 10 and 11, this year. These are in- 
ternational events in which every civilized nation has 
been asked to compete: I. It has been definitely decided 
to send a team. II. The team will consist of eight shoot- 
ing members, six principals and two alternates. III. 
Selection of the team will be made by open competition to 
which any citizen shall be eligible, at a place or places 
and a date to be announced later. IV. Arms, United 
States magazine rifle, model 1903, with sharp pointed 
bullet ammunition. V. Distances 200, 500, 600, 800, 900 
and 1,000 yards; two sighters and fifteen shots at each 
range; position, including 20 yards, prone, without arti- 
ficial rest. Trigger pull, four pounds. VI. The names 


of candidates for positions on the team should be for- 
warded at once to the N.R.A. by competent authority. 


The team as selected will be assembled on or about 
June 20, and return to this country about July 20. No 
one should be certified to as a candidate-who is not pre- 
pared to remain with the team for that length of time. 
Expenses of the team will be paid from date of selection 
until return. This match is made possible through the 
generosity of the U.S. Cartridge Co., who will pay the 
entire expenses of the team. The team’s captain will be 
Gen. James A. Drain, president of the N.R.A., who while 
in England will try and make arrangements for a shoot 
for the Palma Trophy in the United States in 1909. The 
ranges selected for competition for places on the Bisley 
team are Camp Perry, Ohio; Sea Girt, N.J., and Wake- 
field, Mass. A final competition will be held on an East- 
ern range. It is understood the new Springfield rifle will 
be used, with ammunition furnished by the U.S. Car- 
tridge Co. of the government standard. 








The National Rifle Association has extended an invi- 
tation to the leading universities and colleges to partici- 
pate in an inter-collegiate rifle match to be held on the 
Wakefield (Mass.) range during the third week in June. 
There is an exceptionally handsome trophy for this match, 
comprising among other features an open book on whose 
bronze pages are inscribed the names of the winning 
team and the details of the contest. This trophy has been 
won by Princeton and George Washington Universities. 
The Wakefield range has been placed at the disposal of 
the N.R.A. by the Massachusetts Rifle Association. A 
number of universities and colleges have rifle clubs affili- 
ated with the N.R.A., and a good attendance is expected. 
‘I'he N.R.A. has also notified the twenty-three school- 
boy clubs affiliated with it, that during the week of June 
8-13 an interschool match will be shot on the local ranges 
in the various targets. Targets will be issued from the 
officer of the Association in Washington, D.C., to be re- 
turned after being shot upon. The results will be com- 
pared by a committee and the awards made by it. The 
matches will be for teams of ten with ten shots standing 
and ten shots prone. 
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The recurrence of the anniversary of the battle of Ma- 
nila Bay awakens in the New Orleans Picayune the mel- 
ancholy reflection that “there are some people who will 
also recall the fact that the Battle of Manila Bay has 
saddled upon the country the many burdens connected 
with the pacification and government of the Philippines 
that have cost so much in blood and money and have 
profited us so little in the way of actual trade returns 
and benefits. It is well to remember, however, that all 
great victories have had similar results, the acquisition 
of new territory by conquest seldom leading to other than 
new burdens and expenses coupled with the enduring ani- 
mosity of the conquered people involved. The acquisi- 
tion of territory by conquest is rarely profitable.” Every 
step in the progress of a nation as of an individual means 
new responsibilities, and to seek to avoid “added bur- 
dens” is only another way of avoiding progress. When 
this country made the Louisiana purchase, the great task 
of subjugating the Indians and opening that vast terri- 
tory to the forces of civilization was possibly only dimly 
foreseen. However, even if it had been possible to esti- 
mate acenrately the cost in lives and money of civilizing 
that region, it is not likely that men of the hardy, bold 
and conscientious character that marked our forefathers 
would have shrunk from assuming the burden. “Noblesse 
oblige” is a motto applicable to nations as to men and in 
living up to it in the century past this country seems to 
have lost so little as to warrant it in being guided by it 
in the future. California was acquired as the result of 
the war with Mexico, and it would be interesting to learn 
in what way California has added any burdens to the 
government that were not fully offset by its mineral rich- 
es and by the new field it afforded for the play of that 
activity which had begun to find itself restricted in the 
East. 








The decision of the Navy Department to sell the fine 
old ship St. Mary’s, one of the very few remaining old 
type of sailing ships on the Navy list, will be received by 
the old-timers in the Navy who have served on these stout 
old craft with regret. She was built at Washington in 
1844, and when on active service steered and worked 
well, and was stiff under canvas. One of her command- 
ers, after being at sea in her in the East Indies and 
Pacific for 420 days, reported that she was remarkably 
weatherly, and was a fine sea-boat. Her length is 150 
feet, beam 37 fect, and draught 15 feet 6 inches. After the 
St. Mary’s is sold the only wooden sailing vessels left in 
the Navy will be the Portsmouth, another fine old ship, 
built at Kittery in 1843; the Jamestown, built at Nor- 
folk in 1845; the ship Constellation, built at Norfolk in 
1854, and the bark Alliance, constructed at Norfoik in 
1873. There is also the schooner Eagre, used by the 
ceast survey for a long time, and the old Constitution 
and Granite State, which were dismantled and housed 
over years ago. The Portsmouth is known as a particu- 
larly fine sailer and has logged 11.6 knots per hour on a 
wind, and 14 free. She was described by one commander 
as “excellent,” whether sailing, steering, working, scud- 
ding, lying to, or riding at anchor in a seaway. She 
sailed 63,549 miles on this particular cruise, which 
brought forth the commendation above noted, and was at 
sea 496 days, during which she averaged 128 miles per 
day, and that was way back in 1848. The Portsmouth, 
which is at present used by the New Jersey Naval Mili- 
tia, is 153 feet in length, 38 feet 3 inches in breadth, and 
has a mean draft of 16 feet 6 inches. 
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Lieut. Col. John G. R. Lilliendahl, of the 22d Engi- 
neers, N.G.N.Y., in an article in the Castle, briefly re- 
viewing the work of the regiment in engineering, pays 
compliments to a number of officers of the Army who 
aided the regiment in its work. He says: “On Feb. 20, 
1902, our Commander-in-Chief constituted this regiment 
a regiment of engineers. We were informed that no 
knowledge of higher mathematics was necessary for the 
officers and that instructions would be sent us—but, 
until the encampment of 1903 nothing was done in the 
engineering line except to designate Beach’s Manual as 
the proper text-book and to make requisitions for engi- 
neering material, which requisitions were not honored. 
What member of the regiment in 1903 will ever forget 
the digging in mud during that rainiest of rainy encamp- 
nents while the regiment strove in vain—between showers 
—to construct a field fortification? In 1905 General 
Roe cafe to our assistance and we had with us in camp 
tke detachment of Engineers from West Point and Major 
Patrick, Lievtenant (now Captain) McDonough and 
Lieutenant Hunt, who instructed the regiment in pon- 
toon, spar and suspension bridge building: exemplifying 
the construction of field fortifications by means of profiles 
(no digging), the erection of gins and shears, wire en- 
tanglements, and other military expedients, and in topo- 
graphical reconnaissance, using, of course, the goveri- 
rent material. In 1906, a change having taken place 
in the administration of the regiment, a course in Civil 
Engineering was indulged in by the officers and in 1907 
we again had the detachment of Engineers, and Captain 
Kutz. our old friend Captain McDonough and Captain 
Woodruff, all of the Corps of Engineers, U.S.A. By the 
light thrown upon the subject of military field engineer- 
ing by these gentlemen, who endeared themselves to the 
regiment during the camp tour, we have progressed so 
that to-day a visitor fo the armory will see the regular 
infantry drill followed by drill in pontoon or spar bridge 
construction and any other enzinecring feat possible upon 
an armory floor. The officers’ school has taken up the 
Engineering Field Manual, U.S.A. (upon the advice of 
the regular Engineer officers), and we may begin to con- 
sider the evolution of the Engineer from the ‘doughboy’ 
as a nearly established fact and that we have almost 
alone worked out our own salvation. In this connection 
let us give three cheers for Major Patrick and Captains 
Kutz. McDonough, Woodruff and Hunt. What would 
we have done without them and the good fellows in the 
detachment from West Point?’ 
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The Ameer of Afghanistan, after a long delay, has re- 
plied to the Indian government’s remonstrance against 
the invasion of British territory by the Afghans. The 
Ameer explains the difficulties in controlling the frontier 
tribes and says that he has issued strihgent orders recall- 
ing those who have crossed the border, and instructing 
the officials to prevent further incursions. An “Anglo- 


Afghan” who writes to the New York Sun says that to 
anyone familiar with the geography of the Khyber the 
sensational account of the threatened invasion of India 
by the Afghans is absurd. The situation is this: When 
the British retired from Afghanistan a militia force of 
local levies under the Indian government was placed in 
charge of one section of the Khyber Pass. Another mili- 
tia of local levies under the Ameer was put in charge of 
another section. It now appears that the local levies of 
the Ameer have attacked the local levies of the Indian 
government, and General Willcocks has promptly chas- 
tised the tribes which supply these levies, because it is 
now understood that the Ameer is not expected to. keep in 
order the independent Afghan tribes on the British bor- 
der. In the meantime the enemies of the Ameer have cir- 
culated the report that he is at the bottom of the whole 
business. An invasion of India by the Afghans would 
only be possible under Russian command, and it was this 
possibility that brought about the Afghan war. The 
Ameer has an organized army of at least 150,000 men 
and there are at the very least 200,000 Afghan fighting 
men among the semi-independent tribes on the north- 
west frontier of India. With Lord Kitchener at the helm 
there is not much to fear. These frontier wars are con- 
stantly taking place. The most serious of them was the 
Umbeyla war in the year of 1863, when sixty British 
officers were killed in action. 
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During Col. John W. Pullman’s stay at Governors Isl- 
and as Chief Quartermaster, Department of the Hast, cut 
short by his assignment in March last to duty in Wash-

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As an example of the enterprise shown by some Nation- 
al Guard commands, it is interesting to note that the 
ist Battery, N.G.N.Y., Capt. John F. O’Ryan, has pur- 
chased a farm of 130 acres at Salem Center, Westchester 
county, N.Y., where it can pasture the horses it owns in 


the summer and raise crops of oats, corn, and pay for the 
subsistence of its horses, Ten acres are already under 
cultivation, and eventually it is hoped that the farm will 
not only be self-supporting, but that quite a revenue may 
be gained from it for the battery treasury. There are two 
fine streams of water running through the land, and a 
house and barn and stables are upon it. The farm is not 
yet fully paid for, but it is hoped it will be in a short 
time. It has already increased in value, and could be 
sold to-morrow for several thousand dollars more than 
the purchase price. The farm provides an excellent 
ground for camping, and it is perfectly feasible to estab- 
lish a target range upon it for the field pieces. The 
Lattery at present owns twenty-two horses, and in the 
short space of a little over a year, since Captain Ryan 
“assumed command, has shown great enterprise and prog- 
ress. A minstrel show will be held in Carnegie Lyceum 
May 22 by the battery for the benefit of its farm. 


Is the Marine Corps the best dressed branch of the 
American services? The Philadelphia Record says it is, 
and points to the use by the men of the corps stationed 
at League Island, of the walking stick fad affected by 
the British soldier. The cane is not the regulation one, 
but the two-foot silver-headed bamboo “swagger stick,” 
and the Record man who has seen marines thus equipped 
strolling through Market or Broad street frankly admits 
that the cane “lends a natty appearance” to the men. 
American Army men have been so free from affectations 
that distinguish European soldiers that the Philadelphia 
explanation is that the marines have visited so many 
foreign lands that they have become cosmopolitan in their 
ideas. 'There is perhaps a better explanation and that is 
that the Philadelphia girls are noted for their good looks, 
and to make an impression upon the indifference that is 
usually associated with beauty is doubtless the reason 
the marines carry these batons of fashion. However, the 
“swagger stick” is by no means a novelty with the ma- 
rines, as our Philadelphia contemporary appears to think. 
The demand for these sticks is indicated by the 2dvertise- 
ments of those having them for sale, which have appeared 
in the Army AND NAvy JOURNAL for some years back. 











According to a Paris despatch to the N.Y. Tribune, 
the review of the American Battleship Fleet at San Fran- 
cisco elicits comments from the French newspapers, 
which unanimously approve President Roosevelt’s plan 
for a naval demonstration in Asia and Europe, and take 


it for granted that Congress will eventually vote the 
funds to enable the United States to become the second 
naval power in the world, which is necessary, owing to 
its geographical and political situation. M. Harmand, 
the foremost authority on Far Eastern questions, dis- 
cussing the difficulty between China and Japan, says: 
“Western nations entertain false notions regarding the 
Chinese and Japanese, between whom there has never ex- 
isted any similarity. Recent incidents show in the clear- 
est manner that in the capital of Manchuria and in the 
great maritime or river ports there exists no sentimental 
affinity between the two peoples and no accord between 
their two governments. It may be said that they are 
nearer hostility than co-operation, and that if they have 
not come into open rupture it is because they cannot, 
both being restrained by powerful considerations and nu- 
merous and varied motives.” 








The Navy Department is at work on the question of 
installing cooling apparatus in magazines of ships of 
war. Most of the foreign ships have this equipment, 
and reports received from ordnance officers and others 


attached to United States vessels indicate the value of 
this installation as a precautionary measure im the 
preservation of smokeless powder and as a factor in 
naval efficiency. This automatic device is a ized: to 
maintain a temperature in the magazine of about, 77 
degrees, with the result that the integrity of the powder 
is not impaired by change of temperature, as is the case 
when the temperature is varying and not regulated. It 
is also found that equality of temperature has a direct 
effect on the stability of the powder and insures sameness 
fo velocity of the projectiles. The cooling apparatus 
will probably be placed on the Mississippi experimentally 
and on two or three other of the new battleships, and 
then installed on all the cruisers and battleships.

The action of the Cosmopolitan Club of New York city 
in joining a dinner recently at which white women and 
negroes sat side by side has found an echo among tlie 
colored soldiers of the Army. An enlisted man of the 
24th Infantry writes to the Syracuse Post-Standard to 
protest against the approval publicly expressed by a 
comrade of such mingling of the white and black races, 
and says: “No race has reached a high standard by in- 
termarriages, and such demonstrations as at New York 
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only increase the gulf that exists between the two people 
in this country, renews race disturbances, riots, ete., and 
retards instead of assisting to solve the race question in 
any way whatsoever.”. This soldier believes that his view

The total number of employees in the executive civil 
service, on the occasion of their last enumeration, exclu- 
sive of the consular and diplomatic service, was 286,902; 
and of this number 29,103- were employed at the national 
capital, Harper’s Weekly says. Practically two-thirds 
of the government employees are engaged in clerical 
work, Civil service employees, amounting in numbers 
to 15,207, or 8.2 per cent. of the total number, reported 
that they were war veterans. Of these veterans 8,464 
had served in the Civil War, and 6,743 in the war with 
Spain. The total number of employees at least sixty 
years of age is 13,363, and of this number 7,768, or 58.1 
per cent., are war veterans. Roughly speaking, therefore, 
among every ten employees of sixty years of age and up- 
ward, six have served their country upon the battlefield. 





The first shipment of the old guns from Fort Mont- 
gomery, an historic landmark, near Rouse’s Point, Lake 
Champlain, was made May 5, when a schooner landed 
twelve cannons at Plattsburg, N.Y. Fort Montgomery 
was hegun shortly after the War of 1812, and work con- 
tinued until 1818, when it was discovered by surveys that 
it was on British territory. Work was then suspended 
and for years the unfinished walls were known as “Fort 
Blunder.” In 1842, a treaty with Great Britain was 
signed, ceding to the United States the land upon which 
the fort stands. The structure was then completed, but 
it has never been regularly garrisoned, only an ordnance 
sergeant being stationed there as caretaker. Recently the 
War Department decided to dismantle the fort. The ob- 
solete artillery is to go to Philadelphia for scrap-iron.

Our Minister in Ecuador reports that the railroad be- 
tween Guayaquil and Quito is nearing completion and 
that by June 1 trains will be running from tidewater on 


the Pacific to the capital on the high Andean plateau. 
This is the road which Col. George Earl Church, of Lon- 
don, who acquired his title by service in our Civil War, in 
1902 characterized as the most difficult piece of engineer- 
ing ever attempted in South America. The distance by 
1ail between Guayaquil and Quito will be 286 miles, and 
at the summit height of the roadbed the track is 10,600 
feet above the depot at Guayaquil. The summit of the 
pass through which the railroad runs is 12,200 feet, the 
last 1,600 feet being cut off by a tunnel half a mile long. 





Ex-soldiers, puzzled about earning a living on the ex- 
piration of their enlistment, might turn to “chauffeuring,” 
suggests Capt. F. A. H. Clarke, of the British army. 
This work calls for just the qualities which a sol- 
dier’s training ought to develop in him—discipline, re- 
liability, punctuality and smartness. A school of instruc- 
tion for chauffeurs has existed for several] years at the 
royal marine artillery “barracks near Portsmouth. It is 
now urged that a naval and military chauffeurs’ institu- 
tion be established for the joint benefit of sailors and sol- 
diers. The advantage of being able to hire drivers from 
among disciplined troops, it is believed, would be appre- 
ciated by motor car owners.

The Quartermaster’s Department has made the follow- 
ing awards for construction of buildings during the past 
week: Fort Monroe, two Artillery school buildings, one 
for officers and one for ‘men, to the George A. Fuller 
Construction Company, of Washington, D.C., to cost 
$160,000; at Fort McKenzie, Wyo., a hospital building, 
stable, storehouse, coal shed and magazine, to Fergusson 
& Pearson, of Sheridan, Wyo., to cost $82,000; at Fort 
Williams, Me., a post exchange and gymnasium, to cost 
$17,000; at Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., a veterinary stable, to 
east $13,600; and at Fort Hamilton, N.Y., an ordnance 
shop, to Hamilton Brothers, to cost $4,600.

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ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL A LAW. 


The President signed the Army Appropriation Bill on 
Monday, May 11, and the new pay schedule is in effect 
from that date, as the text of the pay clauses states 
“That hereafter the pay * * shall be.” 

The Marine Corps also profits by reason of this in- 
crease, as the statutes provide that members of the Ma- 
rine Corps shail receive pay of like grade in the Army, 
and the Naval Appropriation Bill as agreed upon pro- 
vides for the increase in pay provided in the act making 
appropriation for the support of the Army for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1909, as authorized by Section 
1612, Revised Statutes of the U.S., and provides for an 
increase in appropriation due to the increase in the Ma- 
rine Corps. 

The increase of officers’ pay provided for by the Army 
Bill will likewise be shared by the officers of the Reve- 
nue Cutter Service in accordance with the first paragraph 
of the Revenue Cutter Bill, passed April 9 and now a 
law, which gives Revenue Cutter Service officers Army 
pay, and provides as follows: 

One captain commandant, who shall act as chief of the 
division of Revenue Cutter Service, with the rank of a colonel 
in the Army and a captain in the Navy, and who shall have 
the pay and allowances of a colonel in the Army; six senior 
captains, each with the rank of a lieutenant colonel in the 
Army and a commander in the Navy, and who shall each have 
the pay and allowances of a lieutenant colonel in the Army; 
one engineer in chief, with the rank of a lieutenant colonel in 
the Army and a commander in the Navy, and who shall have 
the pay and allowances of a lieutenant colonel in the Army; 
and six senior engineers, each with the rank of a major in 
the Army and a lieutenant commander in the Navy, and who 
shall each have pay and allowances of a major in the Army: 
Provided, That the position vacated by an officer appointed 
captain commandant or engineer in chief shall be filled by 
promotion according to existing law. ‘That any officer who 
shall hereafter serve as captain commandant shall, when re- 
tired, be retired with the rank of captain commandant and 
with the pay of a colonel in the Army on the retired list, and 
that an officer whose term of service as captain commandant 
has expired may be appointed a senior captain and shall be 
an additional number in that grade, but if not so appointed, 
he shall resume the lineal position he would have held in his 
previous grade, as an additional number: Provided further, 
That any officer who shall hereafter serve as engineer in chief 
shall, when retired, be retired with the rank of engineer in 
chief and with the pay of a lieutenant colonel in the Army on 
the retired list, and that an officer whose term of service as 
engineer in chief has expired may be appointed a senior en- 
gineer and shall be an additional number in that grade, but 
if not so appointed he shall resume the lineal position he 
would have held in his previous grade, as an additional num- 
ber. Additional numbers in the grades of senior captain and 
senior engineer shall at no time exceed two in each grade on 
the active list. 

Sec. 8 of the R.C.S. law takes care of the enlisted men 
of that Service as follows: 

Sec. 8. That the pay of the enlisted force of the Revenue 
Cutter Service shall be increased twenty per cent. over the 
pay that they are now receiving. That all warrant and petty 
officers of the Revenue Cutter Service shall receive ten per 
cent, increase of pay for every five years of service as such 
warrant or petty officers, such increase not to exceed forty 
per cent. of the pay of their grade or rating: Provided, That 
no warraut or petty officer shall be appointed or rated as such 
without a suitable examination or period of probation to de- 
termine his fitness for his grade or rating. That an enlisted 
man or a warrant or petty officer who has served thirty years 
in the Service shall, upon suitable application, be placed on 
waiting orders and receive seventy-five per cent. of the pay 
and increase of his grade or rating: Provided, That such en- 
listed man, warrant or petty officer may be assigned to such 
duties as he may be able to perform. 

In the Army Bill the two items of pay increase and the 
appropriation of $1,000,000 for maneuvers were the only 
questions that divided the House on the merits. It is of 
interest to observe that of the 141 votes for the bill 112 
were Republicans and 29 were Democrats. Of the 92 
votes against the bill 70 were Democrats and 22 were Re- 
publicans. Of the Republican members of the Military 
Committee present all but two voted for the bill or were 
paired in favor of it. Both of the members absent and 
not voting were in favor of the bill, but it was impossi- 
ble at the time to arrange a pair for them on the bill. Of 
the Democratic members of the committee present all but 
two—Messrs. Hay, of Virginia, and Slayden, of Texas— 
voted for the bill. Mr. Wiley, of Alabama, was absent 
by reason of sickness, but he arranged a pair, being him- 
self in favor of the bill. A large proportion of the Demo- 
crats who voted against the bill were favorable to its 
passage and so expressed themselves. The danger that 
lies in facing a constituency in the South that resents the 
action of a representative in Congress voting on the same 
side of a proposition with Republicans is to be charged 
with the result that these members voted against a meas- 
ure which they believed to be just and right. 

The Army Appropriation Bill as it passed reduces the 
appropriation for telephones at interior posts to $15,000, 
and that for Coast Artillery posts to $20,000. The amend- 
ment of the Senate charging certain travel pay to the ap- 
propriations authorizing the work requiring the travel 
was stricken out. An amendment agreed upon allows the 
same rate of pay while traveling on transport as that 
allowed for foreign service. The allowance of $1,000, 
for maneuvers was agreed upon; also the removal of the 
suspension of accounts against quartermasters for the 
years 1907 and 1908. The amount for barracks and 
quarters was fixed at $3,750,000, and the prohibition on 
the construction of officers’ quarters of the Army War 
College was retained. The land grant railroad section 
of the bill was amended by the Senate to further protect 
od government, and the amendment was accepted by the 

ouse. 

The Senate increase of $711,275 for repairs to water 
and sewer systems and hire of employees on same at mili- 
tary posts was adopted by the committee; also the Senate 
increase of $225,000 for construction and repair of hos- 
pitals, to include Boise Barracks, Fort D. A. Russell, 


Fort Sam Houston, Fort Slocum, Fort Robinson, Colum- - 


bus Barracks, and Jefferson Barracks; also the increase 
of $35,850, for the purchase of land for target range. at 
Fort Des Moines, and $20,000 for purchase of water 
rights, etc., at Fort Wm. Henry Harrison. The commit- 
tee also adopted the Senate proviso that hereafter the 
Secretary of War may, in his discretion, contract for the 
care, maintenance, and treatment of the insane natives 
of the Philippine Islands serving in the Army of the 
United States at any asylum in the Philippine Islands in 
all cases which he is now authorized by law to cause to 
be sent to the Government Hospital for the Insane in the 
District of Columbia. The same treatment was accorded 
the Senate provision of $200,000 for the purchase of spe- 
cial apparatus ang supplies for field medica] equipment, 
in addition to those purchased out of the regular appro- 
priation for the Medical and Hospital Department. The 
committee also adopted the Senate amendment that 
“ammunition of older than current models may be issued 


for target practice and instruction to the educational in- 
stitutions and State Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Orphans’ 
Homes to which issues of small arms are lawfully made.” 

The Senate provision of machine and automatic guns 
and accessories for the militia was rejected by the con- 
ference committee. 

The proviso stricken out of the national trophy appro- 
priation by the Senate was restored in conference com- 
mittee in the following form: “Provided, That the tro- 
phy and medals herein authorized shall be contested for 
only by officers below the rank of major and by enlisted 
men of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and the National 
Guard or organized militia of the several states, terri- 
tories, and of the District of Columbia.” r 

The committee accepted the Senate proviso that in 
time of war, or threatened war, the equipment may, in 
the discrimination of the Secretary of War, be withdrawn 
from armories or other places where it is in use by the 
state Coast Artillery organizations, and may be used in 
the fortifications of the United States. The granting of 
discretionary power on the Chief of Ordnance in the 
yurchase of articles of ordnance property where the pub- 
lic interest would forbid divulgence of ingredients was 
also adopted. Likewise the appropriation of $1,200 for 
an iron fence around Big Hole Battlefield, Montana, and 
$214,100 for construction of quarters for officers and for 
Army nurses at Fort Bayard, N.M. e

FINAL DEBATE ON ARMY PAY. 


On Friday last, May 8, during the discussion of the 
conference report on the Army Appropriation Bill, prior 
to final adoption of the report, and passage of the bill, 
Mr. Hull was called upon to explain the provisions of 
increased pay for officers. Said Mr. Hull: “As it is 
to-day the government furnishes all the mounts for every- 
body who goes to the Philippine Islands. The govern- 
ment furnishes mounts for all the light artillery, and in 
many cases in this country to the different branches of 
the Service required to be mounted, and the men are paid 
extra besides. Your committee felt that that was abso- 
lutely wrong, and cut it off, except where a man provides 
his own mount, and that is limited to officers below the 
grade of major. Majors, lieutenant colonels, colonels and 
generals are now required to be mounted, and the govern- 
ment pays them nothing extra for their mounts. The flat 
pay covers the mount as well.” 

The retired officers, who by statute are entitled to 75 
per cent. of the active pay of their grade, are benefited 
by the increased pay provision of the appropriation bill 
to the extent of about $225,000. On this point Mr. Hull 
said: “The total number of officers on the retired list 
is 942. Now, it has been contended that if those on the 
retired list should not have any benefit of this bill and 
the pay should not be increased, then the men that were 
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to be. retired to-morrow—this is their. arguméent—would 
have one class of pay, and another officer living right be- 
side him would have another class of pay. Of course 
there is some weight to that, but it is not conclusive.” 

Mr. Slayden: “Is it not true that they have an exe- 
cuted contract and that a man that is retired is retired 
under that contract.” 

Mr. Hull: “Yes; the Secretary of War took that 
ground. I am not arguing that point, but I do want to 
call attention of the House to this point that seems to me 
will appeal with force to any man who has had any ex- 
perience in it. The very minute you undertake this dis- 
crimination—and that is what they would call it—life 
would not be worth living to any member of Congress. 

“Now, I want to call the attention of the House to the 
fact that a great deal of objection is made to the increase 
because there are 268 retired brigadier generals on the 
list. That looks like a tremendous number. But, gen- 
tlemen, remember this fact, that every one of them, al- 
most without a single exception, is retired because of 
Civil War service; nearly every one of them. They have 
been ground through Congress and through the Executive 
Mansion, confirmed by the Senate at a rate that is now 
impossible to keep up. Since the first day of January 
nine of these brigadier generals have passed beyond. Al- 
most without exception every man on that retired list 
above the grade of major had Civil War service, and 
every man that had Civil War service has passed beyond 
the meridian of his life and has but a few years left him.” 
Mr. Hull said that he did not feel justified in tying up a 
big appropriation bill for the sake of $15,000, the amount 
involved in the increase to retired brigadier generals. He 
wanted above everything to increase the pay of the field 
and line officers, and volunteered this proposition: That 
there is not a man in the Army to-day of the rank of 
major or below the grade of major who, if he has not 
private means of his own or if he has not married a rich 
wife, is not in debt. And they are compelled to be in 
debt by the exigencies of the Service. They ought all to 
be compelled to marry rich wives—but that would be for- 
eign to our theory of marriage.” 

Mr. Hay, of Virginia, said: ‘Now, I want to call at- 
tention to the fact that we have been increasing the pay 
of the officers of the Army almost every year. _It was 
only year before last that we increased their commuta- 
tion for quarters; it was only year before last that we 
gave them fuel and light in addition to their pay, and we 
have been adding one thing and another until the mere 
flat pay which you hear about is not the actual pay which 
an Army officer gets. This bill carries about $1,000,000 
for heavy furniture for the officers of the Army— 
$949,000.” Mr. Hay objected to this expenditure as an 
increase of the emoluments of the officers, while others 
considered the investment a good one for both govern- 
ment and officer, the former owning the furniture and 
saving transportation expense, the latter being saved 
from the usual result of “three moves—one fire.” 

Mr. Bourke Cockran thought that if we are to have an 
Army et all it is incumbent upon us to provide against 
one condition which has resulted in every couatry that 
undertakes to maintain a standing army. In every other 
country where a standing army of any size exists the 
officers are composed entirely of men with independent 
fertunes. Officers are underpaid for the express purpose 
of excluding from that number all men who are not pos- 
sessed of private means, and if Congress declines to pro- 
vide adequate compensation for officers of our Army, 
there can be no alternative except either to be content 
with the service of inferior men, men of inferior equip- 
ment and preparation, or else to depend entirely upon 
men able to support themselves independently of the pay 
allowed by the government. 
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AUTHORITY OF COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF. 


We have received a copy of the brief of Chase Mellen 
and Francis Woodbridge, counsel for Oscar W. Reid, a 
private of Co. C, 25th Infantry. who seeks to recover 
from the government $122.26, amount of pay due him to 
the expiration of his term of enlistment which was sum- 
marily terminated by the act of the President because of 
his alleged participation in the affair at Brownsville, Tex., 
on the night of Aug. 13, 1906. Also the brief on behaif 
of the United States in reply by Henry L. Stimson, U.S. 
attorney. with Winfred T. Denison, Felix Frankfurter 
and Emory R. Buckner, asst. U.S. Attornies, of counsel. 
The case is before the U.S. Court, S.D. of N.Y. 

Following a statement of facts already well known to 
our readers, the points in the case by counsel on behalf of 
petitioner are presented and argued at length. It is held 
that the dismissal of the petitioner was a punishment 
and was so intended; that a discharge without honor is 
of doubtful legality; that the petitioner was confined un- 
der arrest more than the eight days authorized by A.W. 
70, the discharge without honor not being a release by 
proper authority ; that the provisions of 146 A.R. were ig- 
nored by the President and that the prohibition against 
future employment was illegal. 

It is further argued and at length that the powers of 
the President are limited by the Constitution and laws 
of Congress and that in discharging the petitioner he ex- 
ceeded these powers: that the dismissal was without pre- 
cedent and not justified in law because of the opinion of 
the President that it was required by the good of the Ser- 
vice and the maintenance of the morals of the Army. The 
petitioner forfeited none of his rights as a citizen by en- 
listing and cannot be deprived of liberty or property with- 
out due process of law: his discharge was not authorized 
by A.W. 4, which is a limitation and not a grant of power 
and would be in violation of the fifth amendment of the 
Constitution if it permitted the discharge without trial 
of men accused of a criminal offense. The right to dis- 
charge without trial is a right to be conferred only by 
legislation: it cannot he established by precedent and 
should not be sanctioned by judicial legislation. Finally, 
it is contended that an enlisted man is not an officer of 
the government within the meaning of the Act of March 
, 1887, as amended by the Act of June 27, 1898, the dis- 
tinction hetween the two being shown by paragraph after 
paragraph of the A.W. as well as in other sections of 
the Revised Statutes. 

The petitioner contends that “if the President has the 
right to discharge a battalion without proof of guilt and 
without trial—merely on suspicion based upon expert in- 
vestigation, however apparently thorough or extended, 
he has the right to discharge a regiment, a brigade—in- 
deed, the whole Army and Navy of the United States.” 

As Congress has absolute power over enlistment and 
discharge, the President cannot increase or diminish the 
Army by enlistment or discharge unless authorized or 
permitted to do so by Congress. Congress has only pro- 
vided three ways for terminating enlistment—by expira- 
tion of term, by consent of both narties to contract, or 
by breach of contract, and as the exercise of a power by 
statute is presumed to be exhaustive it is assumed that 
Congress has covered the entire field. 

Where the statutes provide a means of maintaining dis- 





cipline under given circumstances, no other means can be 
used. The cases cited as precedents for a discharge with- 
out honor are cases arising in time of war and the va- 
lidity of none of tliese discharges, or any similar dis- 
charges, has ever been tested in any court of law. Brand- 
ing the petitioner as unfit to serve his government in any 
capacity is so clearly an illegal punishment that it may 
he held to destroy the validity of the entire order. 

As to the doctrine of inherent power in the Federal 
government, it received its quietus in the great case of 
Kansas vs. Colorado, 206 U.S., 46, 90, in which it was 
held that the Federal government can exercise no new 
powers until they are vested in it by constitutional 
amendment. 

The makers of our Constitution refused to follow the 
English model. While they made the President the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, they conferred upon Congress the power 
to make rules for the government and regulation of the 
armed forces. 

There is a significant distinction between the punish- 
ment of officers and enlisted men, as shown by A.W. 15, 
16, 17, 19, 26, 38. An officer may be removed by the 
President, under his constitutional power of removal, 
which is correlative to his constitutional power of ap- 
pointment. There is a long line of opinions of the Attov- 
ney General and cases to this effect, all of which turn on 
the point that the person removed was an officer of the 
United States. They do not apply to an enlisted man 
who is not appointed by the President or otherwise, but 
who contracts with the government. 

“Furthermore, by the 99th Article of War, no officer 
can be dismissed in time of peace, except in pursuance 
of the sentence of a court-martial. The sections provide 
checks upon the power of the President to dismiss officers 
without trial. No check, however, is provided in the 
case of enlisted man, so that the existence of these sec- 
tions emphasizes the intention of Congress to make a dis- 
tinction in the case of the dismissal of officers and of sol- 
diers. It is inconceivable that Congress intended to de- 
prive enlisted men of all protection against arbitrary Ex- 
ecutive orders. 

“In view of these particular rules and regulations enact- 
ed by Congress for the government of the armies of the 
United States, the petitioner claims that he has been de- 
prived, without due process of law, of his right to serve 
out his term of enlistment. The government cannot attach 
to the words, ‘except by order of the President,’ in Article 
4, a meaning which the rest of Section 1342 does not 
justify. 

“An enlisted man cannot resign. The only way in 
which his enlistment can be terminated is by discharge, 
which cannot be given except as the result of a court- 
martial, or by order of the President. or of certain other 
designated officers of the Army. This provision is used 
hy the President and certain officers as authority to ter- 
minate an enlistment where a soldier so desires, but does 
not confer upon them the right to terminate the enlist- 
ment before it expires, against the will of the soldier.” 

Professor Dicey, in his “Law and Opinion in Eng- 
land,” page 215, “defined ‘the rule of law, which, he says, 
is as marked a feature of the United States as it is of 
England, as, ‘in the first place, the absolute supremacy 
or predominance of the regular law as opposed to the in- 
fluence of arbitrary power, and excludes the existence of 
arbitrariness of prerogative, or even of wide discretionary 
authority on the part of the government. Englishmen 
are ruled by the law, and by the law alone; a man with 
us may be punished for a breach of law, but he can be 
punished for nothing else.’ ”’ 

©’Brien, American Military Law, page 30, says: “This 
prerogative of command, so formidable in appearance, 
will, in practice, be found to be very limited, hemmed in 
and contracted as it may always be, by the positive or 
negative action of the Legislature. The command of the 
President is, indeed, absolute within its sphere, but its 
sphere is bounded on all sides by law. The moment the 
Executive oversteps the boundaries prescribed, he becomes 
powerless and his commands are of no force.” 

“Ample provision is made in the Articles of War, for 
the punishment of every conceivable offense against good 
order and military discipline. At the same time, the con- 
stitutional right of a soldier to be judged according to 
the law of the land is preserved. The very language 
and punctuation of the Fifth Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion shows a clear intention to preserve ‘due process of 
law’ to soldiers, as well as to civilians. 

“The whole contention of the government in its last 
analysis comes down to an argument of necessity. The 
references to implied powers of the Commander-in-Chief 
and the effort to seek authority in Article 4 of the Articles 
of War amount to nothing more than attempts to justify 
the action of the President upon the ground of necessity. 

“It may well be that a custom has grown up in the 
Army of exercising such discretion in spite of the fact 
that no statutory authority therefor exists. There have 
been other cases where customs long established have 
leen held illegal when the question of validity finally 
came before the courts. The question of the validity of 
this particular custom has now come before a court, and 
the court is bound by the statutes and will not be con- 
trolled by real or fanciful arguments as to powers neces- 
sary to maintain good order and military discipline, but 
must test the custom by the Constitution and the Stat- 
utes.” 





BRIEF FOR THE GOVERNMENT. 

The points made by counsel for government in reply 
are as follows: 

Point One.—There is no constitutional question in- 
volved in this case. It is perfectly well settled that pub- 
lic service, both civil and military, creates no vested 
right. A soldier’s enlistment is not different from other 
publie service. 

Point Two.—Enlistment is a service which can be ter- 
minated at the will of the commander or sovereign. 

Point Three.—The power of summarily terminating the 
service of a soldier is vested in the President as the Ex- 
ecutive and the Commander-in-Chief of the Army. I. 
The Constitution vests the power of dismissal from the 
Service of the United States of all non-elective persons 
except the Judiciary in the President, as an incident to 
his executive power. II. The President’s powers as 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army are not defined by the 
Constitution and must be derived from the nature of the 
office itself and in the light of the powers of a Com- 
mwander-in-Chief at the time of the adoption of the Con- 
stitution. III. The right of summary dismissal was 
one of the inherent powers of the Commander-in-Chief 
at the time of the adoption of the Constitution, and as 
such was conferred upon the President by the Constitu- 
tion. IV. Even if it were possible for a court to enter- 
‘ain doubt as to the President’s power of dismissal, yet 
inasmuch as the court is passing upon the validity of the 
act of a co-ordinate department, the President’s conduct 
must be sustained unless it conflicts beyond reasonable 
doubt with some provision of the Constitution. 

Point Four.—The President’s constitutional power of 
terminating the service of a soldier has been sanctioned 


and recognized by Congress and the courts. I. The 
President’s power of summary discharge has been ex- 
pressly recognized by the Articles of War from their first 
enactment to the present time. II. The right of dismis- 
sal by the President here challenged has been upheld by 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 

Point Five.—The power of dismissal here exercised by 
the President has the sanction of uninterrupted ddminis- 
trative practice. 

Point Six.—The discharge of the petitioner by the 
President was merely a termination of his service and 
not a punishment for misconduct. I. A discharge with- 
out honor is not a punishment. II. That the petitioner's 
discharge does not constitute a punishment, but is merely 
the termination of his service, has been decided by the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 

_ Point Seven.—The power of summary dismissal vested 
in the President involves an exercise of discretion not 
reviewable by the courts. 

_ Point Hight.—This court has no jurisdiction of an ac- 
tion for official services rendered the United States. I. 
By long and established usage, the word “officer” fitly 
describes a soldier of the United States. II. The con- 
stitutional provision regarding the appointment of officers 
of the United States does not prevent the construction 
here suggested. (a) Congress may employ the words 
“officer of the United States” in a wider sense than they 
are used in the Constitution, the question being one of 
legislative intent in each particular case. (b) That the 
construction contended for is in accordance with the in- 
tent of Congress is shown by the obvious purpose of the 
statute and the report of the Judiciary Committee upon 
the same. 

In their argument on Point I., counsel say: “Much of 
the argument of the petitioner’s counsel was devoted to 
the dangers to the Republic involved in such a trans- 
gression of the Constitution by the President. It is diffi- 
cult to treat such an argument with patience. From the 
very first year of the Republic under the Federal Consti- 
tution, precisely the opposite has been the established 
rule as to all positions in the Federal service. With a 
very brief interregnum caused by the quarrel between 
President Johnson and his Congress in 1866, it has been 
the undisputed rule, acquiesced in by all parties and by 
every department of the government, that every appoint- 
ive position in the Federal service, civil or military, ex- 
cept the judiciary, is held at the mercy of the discretion- 
ary power of removal of the President of the United 
States. 

“It has been the rule established by an unvarying line 
of decisions as to commissioned officers in the Army and 
Navy. Whether the power to remove was in Congress 
or the President, it has never been seriously disputed 
that that power existed in one or the other.” As to 
Point 2, counsel say: ~ “On the one hand, the recruit is 
bound to serve during the full term of his enlistment: 
but on the other, the government is not bound to con- 
tinue him in service for a single day, but may dismiss 
him at the very first moment, or at any subsequent period, 
whether with or without cause for so doing. It has more- 
over a feature nc* to be found in most contracts, namely, 
a power in one of the parties to compel specific perform- 
ance from the other by the exercise of physical force. If 
the soldier desert, he may be recaptured and coerced to 
the discharge of his duty by corporal restraint and pun- 
ishment. These important traits of the engagement re- 
sult not so much from the specific terms of the compact, 
as from the relation in which it places the parties to- 
wards each other; a relation of authority and control on 
the one side, and of obedience and submission on the 
other.’ 

As to Point 6, counsel say: “Punishment is the result 
enly of a criminal prosecution, whether by civil or mili- 
tary tribunal. The Supreme Court has just held that a 
trial by court-martial is a bar to a civil prosecution for 
the same offense (Grafton vs. United States, 206 U.S., 
333). To what kind of civil prosecution growing out of 
the so-called ‘Brownsville affray’ could the real or fan- 
cied grievance of the petitioner, so fervidly characterized 
by counsel as ‘severe punishment,’ be pleaded as a bar?’ 

“If the position taken by the appellant is correct, then 
a logical and unavoidable result is, that our country, if 
ever we are so unfortunate as to be again involved in 
war, will be compelled, after the treaty of peace, to main- 
tain the entire official force of the Army and Navy, and 
. host of sinecurists in full pay so long as they shall

COLLEGIATE DEGREES IN ARMY REGISTER.

However, I had far rather see all men- 
tion of degrees omitted than to see such entries below 
officers’ names as “Graduate of Gobang Business Col- 
lege,” or “Graduate of Pecksniff Corners High School,” 
in juxtaposition with other entries like “Ph.D., Harvard 
University,” or “B.S., Cornell University,” below names 
of other officers. Let there be recognition only of degrees 
eonferred by institutions (universities) of standing, or 
total omission of all such information. A university man, 
as a rule, needs no such advertisement of his attain- 
ments, anyway, but the omission does savor of discrimina- 
tion when educational attainments of the graduates of 
the Military Academy and Service Schools are included.

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NEW WAY TO MOUNT A HORSE.

RIFLH PRACTICE AT WEST POINT. 


Gen. Bird Spencer, I1.G. of R.P. in New Jersey, who, 
as a member of the Board of Visitors to the Military 
Academy for 1907, criticised the Academy authorities 
for what he regards as an inexcusable neglect of rifle 
practice, returns to the charge in an article published 
in the last number of Army and Navy Life. He con- 
trasts what he regards as the indifference to target firing 
shown at West Point with the interest shown at the 
Naval Academy in this branch of military instruction, 
and cites for the emulation of West Point the conspicu- 
eus honors won by the Naval Academy on their home 
range in contests with teams from various states and in 
the National Match at Sea Girt last year, and the fact 
that Midshipman Lee, of the Naval Academy team, won 
the National Individual Match against the field of nearly 
one thousand competitors. In contrast with this General 
Spencer shows that on the only occasion where the Mili- 
tary Academy was represented in the National Match, in 
1905, they only attained twenty-fourth place in a field of 
thirty-seven. He complains that West Point can find 
time to train baseball teams, football teams and polo 
teams, while they give the excuse of want of time for 
their failure in rifle practice. Concluding General Spen- 
cer says: “One has but to look at the football record to 
learn that Annapolis does nothing apparently by halves. 
Since 1890, in thirteen games of football, the Navy team 
won six and tied one game. But it is in rifle firing that 
the Navy has set the pace. Will West Point be willing 
to let Annapolis go on from victory to victory and still 
hedge itself in with ‘tradition’ and ‘lack of time,’ etc., 
etc., ad infinitum, or will the Academy ‘wake up’ before 
it is too late? May be it will take an order of the Ex- 
ecutive to bring the Military Academy team to the Na- 
tion Match. If so, by all means let him do it and at 
once.” [The italics are General Spencer’s.] 

In reply to this the Commandant of Cadets disclaims 
any desire to make experts in rifle practice, holding that 
the development of special skill in the expert use of small 
arms should follow graduation and not be allowed to oc- 
cupy time greatly needed for other work during the cadet 
course. In giving instruction to the cadets in target 
practice, the object as set forth in the Firing Regula- 
tions is “to produce uniformity rather than to develop 
expertness in particular men.” The effort is to give the 
eadets in the limited amount of time available such 
theoretical and practical knowledge of the work that 
they will be able, when they join their commands as sec- 
cnd lieutenants, to intelligently instruct the men under 
them. The importance of developing expert shots is not 
lost sight of, but the limited amount of time and the 
facilities and the limited capacity and character of the 
post range are such that individuals cannot be made ex- 
perts without serious loss in instruction and development 
to the remainder of the Corps of Cadets. 

We have presented before this explanation of the 
policy in regard to target practice adopted by the Acad- 
emy, but it seems to be well to repeat it in connection 
with General Spencer’s article. ‘We train cadets,” say 
the authorities of the Academy, “to know how to shoot 
and how to instruct quite satisfactorily and better than 
ever before. Anything beyond this is out of question, im- 
possible and should be avoided.” It is with this last 
statement that issue is taken by those who urge that the 
Military Academy should be represented in rifle contesis 
where the Naval Academy wins honors. But it is not 
shown at what expense to other departments the Naval 
Academy team was turned out, and it is considered cer- 
tain that at West Point cadets cannot devote anything 
like twenty weeks to the preparation of a team, except at 
a great expense to the instruction of cadets in other de- 
partments, with resulting deficiencies serious to those 
affected. The question seems to be as to which is the 
best judge of the proper methods of instruction at the 
Military Academy, General Spencer or Colonel Howze? 

Gen. W. P. Hall, U.S.A., in writing to Colonel Howze 
concerning the course now followed at West Point, says: 
“T had no idea that you were able to do as much in that 
line as you have, *,* *” And in reference to pre- 
paring a cadet team for competitions, he says: “I think 
your ideas on the subject of rifle competitions for the 
cadets are correct, and I think, under the circumstances, 
you would not be justified in sending a cadet rifle team 
to the National Competition. * a 

To prove the efficiency of the system in vogue at West 
Point the work of the recent graduates from the Acad- 
emy is referred to. A great majority of these young 
officers have made excellent records not only as shots, but 
as instructors in target practice. This has been especial- 
lv noticed and often counted upon with reference to 
those who have had the most training under the present 
system. i 
"The making of a highly trained shot is believed by the 
Academy to be properly post-graduate work, belonging to 
the School of Musketry. It is the business of the insti- 
tution to give every man who goes through it such in- 
struction in target practice that he may know how to 
improve himself and how to instruct men under his com- 
mand; and not to neglect those of his men because they 
are poor shots naturally in order to put others who are 
naturally good shots into the National Competition. 

Of the class of 1905 of the Military Academy fifty-five 
per cent. classified as first classmen or higher and 
eighteen per cent. as marksmen or higher. Of the class 
of 1906 forty-eight per cent. were classified as first class- 
men or higher and twenty-four per cent. as marksmen or 
higher. Of the class of 1907 eighty per cent. were 
classified as first classmen or higher and forty-nine per 
cent. as marksmen or higher. Of the class of 1908 eighty- 
three were classified as first classmen or higher and 
forty-six per cent. as marksmen or higher. 








SHIPS FOR Q.M. DEPARTMENT.

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SUPERIORITY OF AMERICAN NAVY. 


In a recent speech in the House of Representatives, 
Hon. George E. Foss, of Illinois, thus dealt with the 
Navy: “When we reflect that at the beginning of our 
Navy we had no great shipyards capable of building bat- 
tleships and that we were obliged to go abroad for our 
forgings, and when we consider that to-day we are not 
only building all of our own ships, but we have built 
ships for Japan and Russia, we can be justly proud of 
the splendid progress which we have made. Our Ameri- 
can battleship, the guardian of our national honor upon 
the sea, not only floats an American flag, but represents, 
from the top of her masthead to the keel beneath the 
wave, the strength of American material, the genius of 
American engineering, and the superiority of American 
workmanship. 

“This year we have authorized 42.000 men, increasing 
our quota by 6,000. We have now 3,164 officers on the 
active list in the Navy, 950 midshipmen under instruction 
and 2,500 apprentice seamen. In addition to this we 
have a Marine Corps consisting of nearly 9,000 men and 
278 officers ; a Navy thoroughly modern in every respect 
and of the highest standard of efficiency. Our Navy to- 
day ranks third among the navies of the world, but I 
believe that ship for ship and man for man we have the 
best navy in the world.” 

Rear Admiral Charles O’Neil, U.S.N., retired, in an 
address before the New York Yacht Club, referring to 
the vessels of Civil War time, said: 

All the vessels of this period were built of wood and were 
armed with cast iron, smooth-bore guns, firing quick-burning 
black powder and cast iron, spherical shot and shell. There 
were no steam auxiliaries for steering, getting up anchor, or 
for other miscellaneous purposes now so common, and work of 
all kinds was performed by man power only. The use of elec- 
tricity was hardly known outside the laboratory. The ships 
were dimly lighted with oil lamps and candles, and in cold 
weather we huddled around a so-called ‘‘hot shot,’’ which 
had been feebly warmed in the galley fire, as no means were 
supplied for heating ships in these days. Distilling apparatus 
was not in use, and all fresk water for drinking, cooking and 
washing purposes was brought from shore or caught from the 
awnings when it rained. Steam launches did not exist, and 
all boating was done under oars or sails, and naval vessels 
were simplicity itself in their construction, armament, and 
equipment. Gunnery as a science as now understood was 
practically unknown, though some attention was paid to gun 
drill and target practice. 

Mr. Foss said further that not only has the ship 
changed, and the guns, and the powder from black to 
smokeless, but also the training of men and officers in 
the Navy. “The day of old Jack Tar, that picturesque 
character described by Cooper, is gone. In his place have 
come the trained machinist, the trained engineer, and the 
trained gunner, familiar with machinery and engines, for 
after all the great battleship is nothing more nor less 
than a might mechanical workshop in which every man 
has something to do. 

“One hundred million dollars a year means a little 
more than $1 for every man, woman and child in our 
country, about 3 per cent. of our increasing foreign trade, 
about 14 per cent. of our national wealth, the cheapest 
insurance in the world. While it has cost much to build 
up our new Navy and to maintain it, yet what American 
is not proud of the fact that to-day we have upon the 
Pacific coast the largest fleet of any navy. This cruise 
of the American fleet around the Horn has been very 
profitable to the American Navy, because it has disci- 
plined and trained our officers and men. We have been 
able to find out the weaknesses in our personnel, if any 
exist, and not only that, but it has been of great benefit 
te the matériel of the American Navy. We have learned 
whether our ships were good for anything or not, and the 
word just coming back to us from Magdalena Bay has 
been that our ships were even better than when they 
started on the cruise and the personnel more highly 
trained and better disciplined than when they first set 
sail from Hampton Roads. 

“It was only about ten years ago that the United 
States acquired the Hawaiian Islands, the key of the 
Pacific, and here the other day this House passed a bill 
establishing a naval station at Pearl Harbor in recogni- 
tion of the fact. The American people are in favor of 
continuing the policy of building up the American Navy, 
because they recognize that we have interests which must 
be defended and protected. One thing must always be 
borne in mind, and that is that it takes longer to obtain 
a good navy than a good army. With the army prac- 
tically everything is personnel; with the Navy it is per- 
sonnel plus material. 

“There are many who think that we ought to spend 
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more money upon internal improvements, 


harbors, and the building up of public buildings, and not 
so much upon the Navy, but the question is, Which is 
the more important, internal improvements or national 
defense? I think I voice the sentiment of the American 
people when I say that national defense, preparation for 
war against foes within and foes without, outweighs all 
consideration of. internal improvements. National de- 
fense must stand first and always. 

“Let us continue our policy of building up a strong and_ 
efficient navy for the protection of all our interests, upon 
this hemisphere and on the other; a navy that shall stand 
always for peace, that kind of peace that is honorable 
ainong men and justifiable of God; that peace that never 
makes surrender of national duty, of national honor, or 
national obligation. Let us write the inscription across 
every battleship: ‘The American battleship: let it ever 
be prepared for war, but may it never be called upon to 
fire a single shot.’ Let us maintain such a navy as will 
give to our country in every hour of international emer- 
gency that calmness and that poise which becometh a 
great people, slow to anger and plenteous in mercy, so 
that if we must fight—and pray God may we never fight 
—we may -strike with all energy that nerved the arm 
ef McDonough on Lake Champlain, of Perry on Lake 
Erie, of Farragut on Mobile Bay, and Dewey at Manila, 
for justice, righteousness, civilization, liberty and the 
progress of mankind.” 
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FOREIGN HORSES AND HORSEMANSHIP. 


Lovers of horses will be interested in the suggestion 
made by Capt. W. C. Short in an article on “Foreign 
Horses and Horsemanship” in the Journal of the U.S. 
Cavalry Association for April. He thinks we would do 
well to follow the example of the French government, 
which has started a society to encourage the raising of 
a type of horse for the cavalry, prizes being given each 
year in the different provinces. The heavy cavalry of 
France needs a large horse and the favorite is a half-bred 
obtained by crossing the thoroughbred with the Norman, 
but this cross is difficult to obtain as breeders try to get 


fast trotters. If a horse does not trot fast enough, he is 
sold to the army, and in consequence the half-bred in 
the French army is more of a carriage horse than a sad- 
die animal. Captain Short believes that the “Irish horse 
is the best all-round weight carrier in the world.” He 
is a saddle horse pure and simple, but very expensive and 
out of the reach of all but the rich officer. As to inter- 
national contest in cavalry riding in Turin, Italy, several 
years ago the French officers, though handicapped with 
their slow half-breds, won almost all the prizes against 
competitors from Italy, Germany, Belgium, Russia and 
Austria. The French supremacy was won by fine skill 
in equation. The Italians have neglected their training 
for cross country riding. They are now adopting the 
training methods followed at Saumur, France. The good 
results obtained by the French with inferior horses are 
due to “splendid training of the officers and the tradi- 
tions of training which have come down for over a cen- 
tury as being the first horsemen of Europe.” 

The thoroughbred is their favorite, but is too high- 
priced; the next favorite is the Anglo-Arab, which is 
used for light cavalry. The Austrian horses, too, are 
Anglo-Arab. The German mounts in the contest were 
without distinction and too round. The German riders 
were much criticized for their seat in the saddle, “tongs 
across the wall.” However, if German officers do not 
ride well they all ride and ride hard; they hunt and race 
and court danger on horseback all the time, which cer- 
tainly makes better cavalrymen. The Emperor is evi- 
dently of this opinion, as he sends all captains who are 
to be promoted to major during the year to Hanover for 
a short course, and if they do not care to ride or can- 
not ride long and fast, they must get out. The French 
government is more severe than the Germans with their 
officers, and each yeaer a class of majors of cavalry is 
sent to Saumur for three months and they ride the same 
horses over the same country and just as fast as do the 
lieutenants. The Russians showed no finish and each 
seemed to have a style of his own. The decision of the 
judges was that the French officers were incomparably 
superior to those of any other European cavalry in all 
branches of riding.

“The Old Room,” which Charles Scribner’s Sons pub- 
lish, is by Carl Ewald and is translated from the Danish 
by Alexander Teixcira de Mattos. It is a curious story, 
not cf action, but of the soul lives of two people, man 
and wife, centered in the little, secret room which was 
“the soul of the house,” built by one of the man’s for- 
bears as the high temple of the married life of himself 
and his descendants. With some of his race life went 
well, with some ill, and with Cordt and Fru Adelheid, 
his wife, the present generation whose story the book 
tells, married life went very ill indeed. An interesting 
example, is the book, of the most modern fashion of in- 
trospective soul-study, excellently done and excellently 
translated.

I be- 
lieve it is such a remote contingency that it scarcely mer- 
its serious consideration. The Japanese have nothing to 
gain and a great deal to lose by a war with the United 
States. This country certainly isn’t looking for armed 


‘trouble with any other country. While I believe there 


is absolutely no prospect of a clash between the two 
countries, I am of the opinion that the people of this Pa- 
cific northwest will do well to cultivate a kindlier feel- 
ing toward the little brown men now coming to our 
shores than they have shown up to date.” In an article 
entitled “Is Japan a Menace to the United States,” the 
Rev. J. H. De Forest, D.D., who has spent thirty-three 
years in Japan as missionary of the American Board, 
says: “Europe does not like our expansion into the 
East as a mighty world-power. Europe does not like the 
sudden rise of an Eastern power and her world-influence. 
Europe’s unprincipled politicians want nothing so much 
as to set Japan and the United States in battle array 
against each other. A large = of our sensational and 
disgraceful slanders against Japan originated in Paris, 
Berlin and St. Petersburg. It was those centers that 
actually made some of our ablest statesmen shake their 
heads doubtfully over Japan. And so long as we are 
content with our ignorance of the st, the jingo influ- 
ences of the whole world will have their largest successes 
on our soil.” 
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The 91st Company, Coast Artillery Corps, held its an- 
nual target practice, consisting of two separate series, 
with six and four record shots respectively, on April 28 
and May 1, 1908, at Fort Pickens, Fla. The practice 
was held with 10-inch rifles on disappearing carriages at 
Battery Cullum, Fort Pickens, One hundred per cent. 
of hits was made in each series. The mean range of 
record shots in the first series was 5,855 yards. The tar- 
get, a 30 by 60 foot rectangle, represented by two pyra- 
midal targets 60 yards apart, was moving at the rate of 
4 1-2 miles per hour. Six hits were made out of the six 
shots fired at the moving target. All the shots were hits 
on the 30 by 60 foot rectangle. All of the six shots 
would, in fact, have passed through a rectangle 21 feet 
high by 30 feet wide. The first apes (series of six 
shots) was held on April 28 and the second practice (sc- 
ries of four shots) on May 1. In the second series all four 
record shots at the moving target of the dimensions given 
above were hits. All of the shots would have actually 
passed threugh a rectangle 24 feet by 18 feet wide. The 
mean range of this target was 5,625 yards and it was 
traveling at the rate of 4 1-2 miles per hour. The 30 by 
60 foot rectangle target used in this practice was the 
new form hypothetical target adopted for this year’s prac- 
tice and is the same size as the target that has been used 
by the Navy in its service practice. The 91st Company 
was commanded in both of these practices by Capt. 

S. Chappelear, Coast Art. Corps. The Chief of Artillery 
will recommend special commendation. 
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Brig. Gen. Brush, U.S.A., commanding the Department 
of the Columbia, in reviewing the proceedings of a G.C. 
M. at Fort Casey, Wash., for the trial of an enlisted 
man, says: “The proceedings exhibit a condition of af- 
fairs in the management of the post exchange at Fort 
Worden, Wash., that does not reflect credit on the sys- 
tem prevailing there and which led to the charges against 
the accused. ‘I'he record in several places notes the tak- 
ing of a recess and upon reassembling fails to show the 
presence of the members of the court, judge advocate, 
accused and his counsel, witness and the reporter. As 
this failure to note the presence of all concerned upon 
reassembling was not consistent throughout the proceed- 
ings, it reveals an inexcusable carelessness in the prepa- 
ration of the record. The court persistently ruled out 
the ‘collection sheets’ as evidence when offered by the 
prosecution, permitting witnesses to use them as memo- 
randa to refresh their memories, when such memoranda 
was not even made by the witnesses testifying, and final- 
ly admitted them as evidence after their use by the ac- 
eused in his own behalf. There should have been no 
question as to their competency as evidence from their 
first introduction and identification.” The acquittal is 
approved. 
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The Quartermaster General is having some quite 
artistic reproductions of human figures made at the 
Eden Musee, in New York, for the purpose of illustrat- 
ing the conditions of Army life. The aim is to show 
lifelike representations of soldiers in the enjoyment of 
eamp and barrack life. One piece will show two sol- 
diers enjoying a good game of checkers or chess in bar- 
racks with pictures on the wall showing the mess hall, 
the dining room and other rooms provided for the com- 
fort and entertainment of the enlisted man. The idea 
is to illustrate the social side of Army life for the en- 
listed man, and there will be pictures of the Y.M.C.A. 
buildings, the gymnasium, the canteen and other well 
known places of recreation in nost life. The figures will 
be placed in the corridors of the War Department lead- 
ine to “he Quartermaster General’s offices. There are 
many there already, and they are constantly visited by 
sightseers. 
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A cable from Manila announces that Private “Mike” 
Reacham, of Troop F, 1st Cav., while supposed to be in- 
sane, shot and killed three of his comrades and wounded 
three more at Camp Stotsenburg, Island of Luzon, P.I.. 
May 11. The dead are ist Sergt. William Hoey and 
P’vts. Thomas F. Woodward and G. Wilson. The wound- 
ed were Pvts. Edward F. Clark, Emmett Sampeer and 
Harry: Whipple. Beacham began the shooting without 
warning. Private Clark, it is reported, will probably die. 
Troop F arrived at Camp Stotsenburg in January last. 
The post is under command of Lieut. Col. Edward J. 
McClernand. Private E. F. Clark died May 14. 
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Through the invitation extended to the commanding 
general, Department of the Missouri, Omaha, the Regu- 
lar troops stationed at Fort Crook will occupy the state 


range of the South Dakota National Guard from May 
15 to July 15, 1908. The range has been put in first 
class shape, having firing points from 1000 to 200 yards, 
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inclusive. Five new targets have been installed. The 
camp site has been transferred from its former position 
to a position on the forty acre tract south of the head- 
quarters building, a new waterworks system has been 
installed, and other improvements made. As soon as 
the Regulars get nicely at work on the range it is the 
intention to call a meeting of the officers of the. National 
Guard at Watertown for instruction purposes, at which 
time they may avail themselves of the opportunity of 
studying methods in routine at camp and work at the 
range. At this meeting it is the expectation to fix the 
exact date for the coming encampment of the Guard, 
and to discuss details of the proposed expedition to Fort 
Riley to participate in the maneuvers. 
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Orders have been issued for work to be begun at once 
to repair and rebuild the buildings and other works that 
were injured and destroyed by storm recently at Fort 
Crook. It is estimated that the work will cost $100,000, 
and as the money is available it was decided to expedite 
the repairs. An officer from Fort Crook, who arrived at 
Plattsmouth, Neb., May 12, stated that the damage to the 
buildings at the fort from the tornado which visited that 
section on the above date, would amount to $100,000, and 
that the village is almost a total wreck. A remarkable 
scene occurred when the officers realized that a tornado 
had struck the post. Six hundred troops of the third and 
fourth battalions of the 16th U.S. Infantry were brought 
to battalion formation and in the midst of flying slate 
roofs and other débris, they were marched across the pa- 
rade ground to the substantial buildings, where they 
were ordered to take shelter in the cellars. 





Rear Admiral Thomas was relieved from command of 
the Atlantic Fleet May 15 and Rear Admiral Sperry as- 
sumed command. Rear Admiral Emory goes from the 
command of the Fourth Division to the Second Squadron. 
Capt. Seaton Schroeder goes from command of the Vir- 
ginia to command the Fourth Division.

Rear 
Admiral Evans arrived in Washington May 14, look- 
ing much better than when he landed at San Diego. He 
said: “I am much better. I haven’t been half as ill as 
reported.” Admiral Hvans alighted from the train in 
the Union Station with the aid of crutches, and, upon 
seeing the roller chair that awaited him, he exclaimed: 
“T don’t want to take the chair, but I suppose I’ll have 
to.” Lieut. Lloyd H. Chandler, U.S.N., flag secretary to 
Rear Admiral Evans, who arrived in Washington with 
Admiral Evans Thursday night, is to succeed in the Bu- 
reau of Navigation Lieutenant Commander Hussey, who 
has been ordered to the New Hampshire. 





The Senate Committee on Coast Defenses has had re- 
ferred to it the memorial of W. J. McCarty, asking for 
an appropriation to alter a twelve-inch gun to test his 
high-powered gun for which he claims superiority over 
any other gun in the following particulars: Greater range, 
higher velocity, lower trajectory, less breech pressure, 
no flareback, no possibility of explosion from back fire, 
avoiding danger to powder by exposure to the air or 
dampness in the magazine, no possible hydroscopie ab- 
sorption, and absolute surety of firing the charge. It is 
further claimed that this gun will puncture twenty-one 
inches of steel at 1,000 yards and render obsolete any of 
our present ships that should approach a fort armed 
with them; and that all of the present guns may be 
utilized, thus insuring a great economy in the new arma- 
ment, as no new guns will be required.

Two years ago the Court of Claims decided adversely 
to mounted pay to officers of the Navy Pay Corps in 
grades in which the Army Pay Table makes a distinction 
between mounted and unmounted pay. Mr. George A. 
King has now elaborately re-argued the question in the 
Court of Claims, basing his argument largely upon the 
decision of the Supreme Court giving mounted pay to the 
officers of the Medical Corps of the Navy, as well as 
upon the fact that all staff officers of the Marine Corps 
receive mounted pay.

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RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Rear Admiral George A. Bicknell, U.S.N., who was 
retired for age on May 15, 1908, is one of the few re- 
maining Civil War veterans on the active list of the 
Navy, and is an officer of well-known efficiency. He was 
born in Batste, Burlington county, N.J., May 15, 1846, 
and was appointed acting midshipman from Indiana, Dec. 
2, 1861. He served as first lieutenant in a U.S. Volun- 
teer regiment during the Morgan Raid, until the regiment 
was mustered out, and was graduated from the U.S. Na- 
val Academy in 1866; served in the Iroquois, Asiatic 
Fleet, 1867-70, during which he was at the opening of 
ports, Kobe and Osaka, Japan, to trade; in landing party 
repelling attack of Prince Hizen, at Kobe; was second in 
command of the marines of two ships on outpost duty 
protecting Yokohama about ten days, the fleet being ab- 
sent. Other duties included the following: Naval Acad- 
emy instructor, 1870-71; in the Worcester, flagship of 
North Atlantic Station, 1872-75; torpedo station, 1875; 
Omaha, South Pacific Station, 1875; flagship Richmond, 
South Atlantic Station, 1876; navigator of the Wachu- 
setts, South Atlantic Station, 1879, going up the Missis- 
sippi one hundred miles above Vicksburg; navigator of 
the Marion, 1880-82; cruised from Montevidio to Heard’s 
Island, about 7,000 miles, seeking and rescuing thirty 
survivors of the shipwrecked bark Trinity. Inspector of 
material for the Advisory Board and for several bureaus 
at Chester Rolling Mills and other steel works; at 
Roach’s Shipbuilding Works, for the Dolphin, Atlanta, 
Boston and Chicago, then building there, 1883-86; execu- 
tive officer, Essex, on the Asiatic Station, 1886-89; assist- 
ant in equipment, navy yard, New York, May, 1889, to 
May, 1891; executive officer U.S. receivingship Franklin, 
January to December, 1892; executive officer, U.S.S. At- 
lanta, December, 1892, to July, 1893; executive officer, 
U.S.R.S. Franklin, 1893-1894; commanding the Fern, 
1894-1896; captain of the yard, naval station, Port 
Royal, S.C., Feb. 1, 1896; inspector of 14th Lighthouse 
District, Cincinnati, O., from August, 1897, to April 14, 
1898; ordered to command the steamer Niagara, April 
16, 1898; arrived at Key West in May; next day coaled 
most of the vessels of Sampson’s squadron, while on 
their way to the bombardment of San Juan; took sta- 
tion during the bombardment off Point Salinas to guard 
against the approach of gunboats from the westward: 
towed monitor Terror to Key West, arriving there May 
19, having delivered nearly all of cargo of this collier at 
sea under way; took the Niagara to Norfolk Navy Yard 
and left her May 30; to command the Saturn, cruised 
with her in Porto Rico and Cuban waters until Septem- 
ber, 1898; returned to Norfolk, ordered to command the 
Monocacy ; commanded the Monocacy at Shanghai, China, 
until Dee. 25, 1898; cruised to Han Kow, and river 
ports, taking the Hon. E. H. Conger and suite to visit 
the two Viceroys of the river provinces; reported at Mare 
Island June 30, 1900; head of Board of Inspection, Feb. 
19; inspector of ordnance, navy yard, Norfolk, Va., till 
July, 1902. In command of Naval Station, Key West, 
Fla., and commandant of the 7th Naval District, from 
August, 1902, until Oct. 17, 1904, commanding the flag- 
ship Texas, under the flag of Rear Admiral J. H. Sands 
and F. W. Dickins, until June 21, 1906. During this 
cruise, the summer maneuvers of the Coast Squadron. 
then consisting of about sixteen vessels, demonstrated 
the incompleteness of the shore defenses of Chesapeake 
Bay. Commandant of U.S. navy yard and station at 
Pensacola, Fla., and also of the 8th Naval District, from 
July 1, 1906, to Feb. 12, 1907; thence to command the 
1st Naval District and the navy yard, Portsmouth, N.H. 

Capt. Edward D. Taussig, U.S.N., promoted rear ad- 
miral May 15, 1908, by the retirement of Rear Admiral 
Bicknell, entered the Naval Academy from Missouri in 
June, 1863, graduating in 1867, and is another officer 
with an efficient record of service. His first sea duty 
was on the Minnesota on a special cruise from July to 
December, 1867. He was commended by Commodore 
Gillis for services rendered during the earthquake at 
Arica. Aug. 13, 1868. He cruised and made surveys in 
the Pacific under Comdr. R. W. Meade, and on the coast 
of Lower California, under Comdr. George Dewey. He 
also made other hydrographic surveys, and was in com- 
mand of the Bennington from Aug. 19, 1898, to August, 
1899. Among other vessels he has served in are the 
Wateree, Powhatan, Onward, Risca, Narragansett, Re- 
lief, Juniata, Monongahela, Trenton, McArthur. Hassler, 
Jamestown, Atlanta, Richmond. His last assignment to 
duty was as commandant of the navy yard, Norfolk, Va. 
He will not retire for age until Nov. 20, 1909. 

Lieut. Cel. John Pitcher, 4th U.S. Cav., who was 
retired from active service May 6, 1908, upon his own 
application after more than thirty-five years of efficient 
service, was born in Texas, Sept. 9, 1854, and is a grad- 
uate of the U.S.M.A., class of June 15, 1876, at which 
time he was assigned as a second lieutenant to the 9th 
Infantry, and a month later was transferred to the Ist 
Cavalry. After serving a few weeks as assistant in- 
structor of artillery tactics he was ordered on frontier 
duty in California and Idaho, where he took part in the 
Nez Perces expedition. He was in the field against Ban- 
nock Indians from May until August, 1878, and was en- 
gaged in the action of Big Creek, Idaho, Aug. 20, 1879. 
He was aide-de-camp to Major General Schofield from 
December, 1885, until December, 1889, and was on fron- 
tier duty at Fort Custer, Mont., from 1890 to May, 1891. 
He was on escort duty to General Schofield in 1895 and 
1896. Later, while stationed at Fort Huachuca, Ariz., 
he was frequently in the field operating against renegade 
Apache Indians. He went to Camp Thomas, Ga., in 
April, 1898, and while at that place he was thrown from 
his horse, sustaining severe injuries, and was on sick 
leave to July 14, 1898. He was next in command of Fort 
Myer, Va., to February, 1899, and later was on duty. 
He was promoted first lieutenant in 1882, captain in 
1892, major, 6th Cav., in 1901, and lieutenant colonel, 
4th Cav., in 1908. He is a son of the late Brevet 
Brig. Gen. Thomes G. Pitcher, and a brother of William 
G. Pitcher. 

Lieut. Col. William B. Homer, Coast Art. Corps, U. 
S.A.. promoted colonel from May 1, 1908, vice Morris, 
appointed brigadier general, was born in Massachusetts, 
June 7, 1846, and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class 
of 1870, when he was assigned as a second lieutenant to 
the 5th Artillery. He is a graduate of the Artillery 
School, class of 1875, and among other duties served as 
assistant instructor of artillery tactics at the Military 
Academy in 1870, was a member of the Army rifle tearm 
of 1882, was instructor of artillery tactics at the U.S. 
M.A. from 1884 to 1888, and was ordered as instructor 
in steam and mechanism at the U.S. Artillery School in 
1890. His last tour of duty was at Fort Warren, Mass. 
He reached the rank of first lieutenant on April 17, 1881; 
captain, March 8, 1898; major, July 22, 1902, and lieu- 
tenaut colonel, June 22, 1906. 

Pay Inspr. Thomas J. Cowie, U.S.N., promoted pay

RECENT DEATHS. 

Engineer-in-Chief Charles W. Rae, U.S.N., Chief of 
the Bureau of, Steam Engineering and an officer of high 
attainments, died at his home in Washington, D.C., May 
13, 1908, at the family residence, from a complication 
of diseases. Tle was born in Hartford, Conn., June 30, 
1847, and was educated at the Champlain Academy, at 
Champlain, N.Y.; the Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute, 
at Troy, N.Y. He entered the volunteer Navy as an act- 
ing third assistant engineer on Oct. 10, 1866, being ap- 
pointed a third assistant engineer in the Regular Navy 
on June 2, 1868, and served in vessels of the Navy in 
many waters. He was promoted to second assistant en- 
gineer on June 2, 1869; to passed: assistant engineer on 
Dec. 28, 1875; and to chief engineer on Feb. 21, 1893. 
He served at the Naval Academy from September, 1893, 
to June, 1897; on board the U.S.S. Iowa from June, 
1897, to March, 1899, taking an active part in the Span- 
ish-American War on that vessel, being advanced three 
numbers in rank for eminent and conspicuous conduct in 
battle. He attained the rank of commander on March 
3. 1899: served at the Naval Training Station, San Fran- 
ciseo, Cal., from. March, 1899 to February, 1900; as 
member of Naval Examining Board, Washington, D.C., 
from May, 1900, to August, 1903; was promoted to cap- 
tain from Jan. 4, 1903; and assumed duty as Engineer- 
in-Chief of the Navy and Chief of the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering in the Department of the Navy on Aug. 9, 
1903. in which duty he continued until the date of his 
death, a period of, nearly five years. He was the first 
graduate of the Naval Academy to hold the position of 
Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering, and was also 
one of the youngest officers of the Navy to reach the dis- 
tinetion ‘of a bureau chiefship. More than fourteen years 
of Admiral Rae’s service was passed at sea in various 
parts of the world. In 1870 he had charge of the line 
of levels across the Isthmus of Tehauntepec, and was also 
connected with the Nicaragua Canal survey expedition in 
the same. vear.. While attached to the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering he was identified with the designing of much 
of the machinery of the new Navy. He was head of the 
department of instruction in machinery at the Naval 
Academy from 1898 to 1897. He received a medal for 
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distinguished service in the Cuban campaign. After the 
war he served at the naval training station at San 
Francisco, and was then ordered to Washington as a 
member of the Naval Examining Board. He was for- 
merly a member of the American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers, member and passed president of the American 
Society of Naval Engineers, member and vice-president 
of the American Society of Naval Architects and Ma- 
rine Engineers, member and passed president of Wash- 
ington Society of Engineers, and member of the National 
Geographie Society. Up to within a week ago he had 
been apparently in good health, and the news of his death 
was a great shock to his friends. Tuesday, May 5, he 
was obliged to give up his work at the Navy Department 
and take to his bed for treatment. He was apparently 
on the mend until May 13, when blood poisoning super- 
vened, and he sank rapidly until the end came. His 
wife was at his bedside when he passed away. She was 
Miss Rebecca G. Dodge, and they were married in 1890. 

Thé funeral of Major Orestes P. Chaffee, a brother of 
Lieut. Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, U.S.A., retired, who died at 
Kansas City, Mo., May 6, 1908, took place May 8 in 
Mount Washington Cemetery, Kansas City, Mo. A 
widow survives him. 


Charles E. Bamford, of Trenton, N.J., a graduate of 
West Point, class of 1900, who resigned from the Army 
as a second lieutenant of Infantry, unassigned, in Sep- 
tember, 1906, shot and killed himself in his room at the 
Regent Hotel, Washington, D.C., May 10, 1908. He had 
recently been engaged in civil engineering, but a letter 
addressed to Adjutant General Ainsworth, asking for a 
reappointment to the Army, which was found in his 
pocket, leads to the belief that his visit to Washington 
was for the purpose of being restored to the Army. Mr. 
Bamford, after graduation, was assigned to the 138th 
Cavalry, but was later transferred to the Infantry. At 
the time he shot himself Mr. Bamford was in bed, and 
had a notebook in one hand, in which were extracts of 
doleful verse, which led the coroner to believe that he 
was suffering from melancholia. In his pockets were 
found a check for $35, $23 in cash and a return ticket to 
Trenton, N.J. Mr. Bamford’s family is well-to-do. They 
reside at No. 379 Hamiltor avenue, Trenton. 

Ella Cotton Conrad, widow of the late Major Casper 
Hauzer Conrad, Sth U.S. Inf., died at the home of her 
son-in-law, Charles R. Ellicott, 39 East 27th street, New 
York city, during the afternoon of May 12. Mrs. Conrad 
had been ill for about ten weeks. Her death is particu- 
larly tragic, as only an hour before her daughter, Violet 
Blossom, had given birth to a girl baby. Mrs. Conrad 
evidently realized that she could. not recover, but her 
sole thought seemed to be of her daughter, and when she 
learned that all was well she sank rapidly. Mrs. Conrad 
is survived by one daughter, Violet Conrad Ellicott, and 
two sons, Capt. William D. Conrad, retired, and Capt. 
Cooper H. Conrad, jr., 3d Cav., all of whom were with 
her at the end.

A brief wireless message received at New York May 
14, 1908, announced the death at sea of Gen. Charles 
Albert Whittier, U.S.N., who served during the Civil and 
Spanish Wars. He sailed from New York May 13 on 
the Cunarder Mauretania for a trip to England and Con- 
tinental resorts. General Whittier came from an old 
New England family which traced its American ancestry 
back to Thomas Whittier, whe came over in 1638. He 
was born at Bangor, Me., in 1840, and was graduated 
from Harvard in the class of ’60, and at the outbreak of 
the Civil War went to the front as a second lieutenant 
in the 20th Massachusetts Regiment, Volunteers. Gen- 
eral Whittier rose to the rank of captain in that regiment 
in 1868 and was then appointed major and A.D.C. on the 
staff of General Sedgwick, who commanded the 6th Army 
Corps. General Whittier afterward was appointed A.A. 
G. of the 6th Army Corps, and A.G. of the 2d Army 
Corps, under Major General Humphreys. He was made 
brevet lieutenant colonel of Volunteers in October, 1864, 
for faithful and meritorious service in the field during 
the campaign before Richmond, and colonel and brigadier 
general of Volunteers in 1865 for highly valuable and 
meritorious services during the campaign terminating 
with surrender of Gen. R. E. Lee. He was appointed 
captain in the 17th U.S. Infantry July 28, 1866, and 
was honorably discharged at his own request while sery- 
ing as a captain in the 19th U.S. Infantry Feb. 15, 1870. 
In 1898 he was appointed lieutenant colonel and I.G. of 
Volunteers, and brigadier general of Volunteers serving 
in the Philippines.

Now what we want is another fleet just like that one out 
there. We want to build up our fleet. We want to make 
up our minds just how many battleships and cruisers we 
want and then go ahead and build them. The Navy is 
nothing unless backed by public opinion. As to the per- 
sonnel of the officers and men, don’t worry. Give our 
boys the tools and they'll use them. If you gentlemen, 
representing people of all classes, take hold and work, 
and the Navy League is also active in other cities—there 
should be a section in every city—there is no reason why 
we should not have a bigger Navy.” Rear Admiral For- 
syth and family reached Shamokin, Pa., April 28, after 
a pleasant winter in the Bahamas and Cuba, going north 
by way of Key West and Flagler’s “Ocean Railroad.

Sailing from Manila to Hong Kong, 
they traveled through China and the Malay peninsula, 
then across to Burma; from there to Northern India, 
spending nearly two months making the journey over- 
land the length of India to Ceylon, from where they 
sailed for Naples; and after going through Italy and 
France they spent a month in London before sailing for 
home. Mrs. Farmer and her children remained in New 
York and Chicago some weeks before joining Captain 
Farmer at Fort Meade. 


Mrs. William G. Spencer, recently elected state regent 
(Tennessee ) of the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, is a Daughter of the American Revolution on a 
number of lines. She is a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. J. 
C. McCrory, and on her mother’s side descends from hero- 
ic colonial and Revolutionary ancestry of Virginia and 
Kentneky, and on her father’s is a great-great-grand- 
daughter of the renowned Gen. Evan Shelby. and de- 
scends from Col. Thomas McCrory and Col. Thomas Me- 
Crory, jr., both of the Revolutionary forces.

HONORING AN ARMY OFFICER. 


The entire National Guard of the District of Columbia 
assembled on May 11 in Washington on the ellipse of the 
President’s Park to participate in a brigade dress parade 
and to review in honor of the retiring adjutant general, 
Major L. M. Brett, 1st U.S. Cav., who has completed his 
tour of duty with the Guard and is to join his regiment 
in the Philippines. In addition to the parade and evolu- 
tions there were several presentations made to Major 


Brett as evidences of the esteem and regard of the offi- 
ers and enlisted men of the organization with whom he 
has served about four and one-half years. The forma- 
tion was ia two lines. The first line from right to left 
was composed of the 2d Regiment, the 1st Regiment, the 
1st Separate Battalion, the Naval Battalion in line of 
masses, the Signal Corps and Ambulance Corps. The 
1st Battery, Field Artillery, composed the second line. 
The occasion marked the first public appearance of Lieut. 
Col. Samuel E. Smiley, the successor of Major Brett as 
adjutant general of the militia. Colonel Smiley formed 
the brigade and Major Brett was given the post of honor, 
that of reviewing officer, as a compliment, by direction 
of General Harries. After the review the troops massed 
about Majer Brett and other officers, and then General 
Harries, commanding the militia, in eloquent words paid 
a high tribute to Major Brett as a man and a soldier.

General Har- 
ries then introduced Colonel Urell. The latter presented 
Major Brett, on behalf of the officers of the National 
Guard of the District, with a handsome silver chest con- 
taining 163 pieces of silver.

REGULATION FOR RIDING TESTS. 


The substance of the General Order to be issued from 
the War Department in regard to the ninety-mile horse- 
manship test is as follows: 

The object of the order is to carry out the orders of 
the President contained in General Orders No. 240, War 
Department, 1907. The principal purpose of instituting 
an annual physical test is to render it necessary for offi- 
cers, especially those approaching the close of middle life, 
to adopt such measures and pursue such habits as are 
best calculated to maintain a physical condition which 
will enable them to be always fit for active field service 
and in condition to perform as high a class and as large 
a quantity of office work as possible. 

Division and department commanders and the com- 
manding general, Army of Cuban Pacification, will cause 
all field officers in their commands to be examined physi- 
cally once each year, preferably some time during the 
three months beginning about August, in the United 
States and Alaska and about December 1 in Porto Rico, 
Cuba, Hawaii and the Philippine Islands, but examina- 
tions and tests may take place at other seasons when 
necessary. This examination will be conducted by two 
or more medical officers (one at least of whom shall be 
an officer of the Medical Corps), who will follow tbe pro- 
cedure set forth in the blank form issued for the pur- 
pose. 

As soon as possibie after the physical examination, an 
opportunity will be afforded all officers referred to in 
Par. II (with exceptions noted in subsequent para- 
graphs), to take the riding test laid down in the letter 
of the President, this test to be conducted under the im- 
mediate supervision of the commander concerned or of 
an officer of his command of appropriate rank. 

Each of the three marches required by the President’s 
order will be made in accordance with the methods pre- 
scribed in the last half of Par. 228, F.S. Reg. Two of 
thern will be concluded within 7h. 30m. each after 
starting, and one within six hours, all to include proper 
rests. 

As soon as possible after concluding the third day’s 
march, and in no case more than three hours thereafter, 
each officer taking the test will again be examined by the 
medical officers, who will make report in accordance 
with directions found on the blank form. So far as con- 
sistent with proper military interests, the physical ex- 
amination and test of officers serving within the geo- 
graphical limits of a division or department, but not 
ordinarily under the jurisdiction of the commander 
thereof, will be conducted so as to interfere the least 
possible with the regular duties of these officers. 

Should the medical officers certify, in the case of any 
officer, after the physical examination, that he cannot 
without seriously endangering his health, take the physi- 
cal test, he will not be allowed to take it, provided the 
officer supervising the test approves the finding of the 
medical officers. Should this officer not approve such 
findings, he will at once-report the case, through mili- 
tary channels, with his views thereon, to the Adjutant 
General of the Army, for the action of the Secretary of 
War. In the absence of such certificate by the medical 
officers, no officer who desires to take the test will be 
prohibited from so doing. Any officer who prefers 
either retirement after thirty years’ service or being 
ordered before a retiring board to undergoing the test 
will be permitted to make appropriate application to the 
proper authority. 

Field officers of the Coast Artillery Corps will take a 
walking test in lieu of the riding test, and under the 
same provisions as to physical examinations before and 
after the test as apply in the case of officers taking the 
riding test. This will consist of a march of fifty miles, 
to be made in three consecutive days, and in a total of 
twenty hours including rests, the march on any one day 
to be during consecutive hours. Should any of these 
officers prefer, and it be practicable, they may be _per- 
mitted to take the riding test instead of this walking 
test. ; 

For the present, field officers holding permanent ap- 
pointments in the various staff corps (the Adjutant 
General’s Department, the Inspector General’s Depart- 
ment, the Corps of Engineers and the Signal Corps 
excepted), may be permitted, should they prefer, to take 
the walking test prescribed for field officers of the Coast 
Artillery Corps, in lieu of the riding test. 

Field officers of the permanent staff corps, not de- 
tailed from the line, engaged upon civil work of a 
technical character, who have arrived at an age and 
rank which renders it highly improbable that they will 
ever be assigned to any duty requiring participation in 
active military operations in the field, may, upon their 
own application, forwarded through military channels to 
the Adjutant General of the Army, be excused from the 
physical test (but not the physical examination) pre- 
scribed above. Such a request, however, if granted, will 
be regarded by the executive authority as a conclusive 
reason for not selecting them for any future promotion 
in volunteer rank or for assignment or promotion to 
positions involving participation in operations of the 
line of the Army. 

Division and department commanders and the com- 
manding general, Army of Cuban Pacification, will 
cause each officer below the grade of major within the 
geographical limits of their respective commands, to be 
examined physically once each fiscal year, during the 
same periods prescribed above, but this examination 
may be omitted if sometime during the preceding twelve 
months the officer sholl have been examined for promo- 
tion. This examination will be made by any medical 
officer serving with the Army, and whenever practicable 
at the station of the officer examined. The procedure set 
forth in the blank form provided for the purpose will 
be followed in these examinations. All reports of re- 
sults of examinations and tests will be made on the 
blenk forms referred to. 

The provisions of G.O. 240, W.D., 1907, as to the 
attendance of all: officers at practice marches and as to 
affording opportunity for Infantry captains to cultivate 
horsemanship. will be closely observed, a special report 
being made, through military channels to the Adijutent 
General of the Army. in each case where an officer falls 
out on practice marches or fails to make the same with- 
out having been. excused by proper authority. 





ARMY MUTUAL AID. 


The twenty-ninth annual report of the Army Mutual 
Aid Association for the year ended Feb. 29, 1908, shows 
that the number of members that have joined the Asso- 
ciation since its organization in 1879 is 2,219. Five hun- 
dred and eighteen have died and 349 have resigned and 
lapsed, leaving the membership on Feb. 29, 1908, 1,352. 
Fifty-one members joined during the year, 22 died, 9 
resigned and 22 lapsed. The total amount paid and for- 
feited by resigned and lapsed members is $81,418.38. 
Their outstanding insurance amounting to $1,047,000 was 
canceled. ‘The average age of new members is 28.4 years 
and of decedents 60.2 years. The average age of all the 
members is 48.7 years, a slight reduction from last year 
and about the same as it was on April 1, 1898, the year 
of the Spanish war, when the average age of all the mem- 
bers was 48.6 years. 

The mortality during the year 1907 was twenty-two, 
which corresponds to a death rate of 16.2 per 1,000. 
The average annual death rate of the Association since 
its organization in 1879 is 16.2 per 1,000, excluding killed 
in action it is 14.9 per 1,000. The average rate for the 
Navy Mutual Aid during the same period is 14.8 per 
1,000. In the past decade 304 members have died or 
were killed in action; 145 were on the active list, and 
159 on the retired list. The average age of insured at 
death for the past three years was 60.4; average dura- 
tion of membership 22.3 years. 

The annual charge for expenses made by the large in- 
surance companies varies from five to twenty dollars per 
$1,000, depending upon the age of the insured. The 
charge for expenses last year by the Army Mutual Aid 
was only .66 cents per $1,000 for all ages. The expense 
of conducting the business for the year was $1.07 per 
member, a decrease from last year of $1.08 per member. 
The cash receipts were $2,430,724.12, and the disburse- 
ments were $40,482.05 for expenses and $1,544,806.87 
to beneficiaries ; for purchase of bonds, $842,488.01; bal- 
ance on deposit, $2,947.19. The total reserve, Feb. 29, 
1908, at the market value of bonds was $278,409.28, an 
increase of $50,522.53. The earnings during the year 
from interest on investments and deposits amounted to 
$11,398.73, an increase from last year of $5,179.05. The 
rate of interest realized on securities owned now averages 
about 4.5 per cent. on their cost. The reserve will soon 
exceed the limit authorized in our constitution and the 
question will come up of either distributing this excess 
or increasing the limit, say to $50,000 for every hundred 
members. The emergency reserve has increased from 
$227,856.75 to $278,409.28. 
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DECISIONS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


Savings on ration for persons rationed separately : Cer- 
tain questions under the above having arisen, it was de- 
cided that: (a) Enlisted men rationed as a detachment, 


and having a detachment mess are entitled to make sav- 
ings; (b) individuals rationed separately, or as a detach- 
ment, not having detachment mess, are not entitled to 
make savings; (c) where impracticable to issue full ra- 
tion of certain articles to individuals, certificates should 
be given for amounts not drawn. 

Target for sighting drill: A device of this kind hav- 
ing been submitted by an officer of the Army and having 
Leen reported upon favorably by the Infantry Board, the 
device was sent to the School of Musketry for thorough 
test and report. Question having been raised as to forms 
to be used for rendering reports on pistol firing in view 
of change in targets, answer was made that forms now 
authorized are to be used with small change in headings. 

An officer on college duty having asked permission to 
take part in departmental pistol competition, it was de- 
eided that such participation would give regiment to 
which officer belongs larger representation than that per- 
pores to other regiments, and the request was not ap- 
proved.

‘ PA Paragraph 148, Army Regulations, is amended to read as 
‘ollows: 

148. Blank forms for discharge and final statements will be 
furnished by the Adjutant General of the Army, and will be 
retained ir the personal custody of company commanders. 
Discharge certificates will be used in the discharge of enlisted 
men and for no other purpose, and will be of three classes: 
For honorable discharge, for dishonorable discharge, and for 
discharge without honor. They will be used as follows: 

1. The blank for, honorable discharge, when the soldier's 
service has been honest and faithful, in which case he would 
be entitled to character at least ‘‘good.’’ Where the soldier's 
conduct has been such as to warrant his re-enlistment, his 
service has been honest and faithful and he is entitled to 
character at least ‘‘good.’’ 

2.-The blank for discharge without honor, when a soldier is 
discharged— 

(a) Without trial, on account of fraudulent enlistment. 

(b) Without trial, on account of having become disqualified 
for service, physically or in character, through his own mis- 
conduct. 

ce) On account of imprisonment under sentence of a civil 
court. “ 

(d) Where the service has not been honest and faithful; 
that is, where the service does not warrant his re-enlistment. 

(e) When discharge without honor is specially ordered by 
the Secretary of War for any other reason. 

8. The blank for dishonorable discharge, for dishonorable 
discharge by sentence of a court-martial or military commis- 
sion. 

Il. Paragraph 600, Army Regulations, as amended y Par.

COIR. 33, APRIL 30, 1908, WAR DEPT. 

The following decisions of the Secretary of War are pub- 
lished to the Army for the information and guidance of all 
concerned : 

1. Bread.—The provisions of Par. 836, Army Regulations, 
forbidding the baking of bread by companies at posts, is in- 
tended to apply only to the bakery bread of loaves baked at the 
post bakery for issue to troops and is not intended to prevent 
organizations from baking other kinds of bread, such as bis- 
cuits, rolls, muffins, and corn bread for their own use. 

2. Entries to be made on discharge certificate—In order 
to facilitate the correct payment of an enlisted man who is 
about to be discharged from an organization of the Army and 
who is entitled to extra pay because of qualifications as first- 
class gunner, second-class gunner, expert rifleman, sharpshooter, 
or marksman, the commanding officer of the organization to 
which the soldier belongs will enter on the discharge certifi- 
cate, in the blank space provided for record of marksmanship, 
the date and grade of qualification, and the number, date, and 
source of the order in which the qualification was announced. 
A similar entry will be made in the case of a hold-over classi- 
fication or of a reduced qualification resulting from a failure to 
requalify in one of the higher grades. 

In the same manner, when an enlisted man is transferred 
from one organization to another, the commanding officer of 
the organization from which the soldier is transferred will 
enter similar data on the descriptive list, military record, and

Department commanders, in conjunction with chief quarter- 
masters, will also be held responsible for the strict obser- 
vance of the provisions of Sec. 3 of the Act of Congress ap- 
proved Feb. 27, 1906, published in Orders a. | War De- 
partment, April 6, 1906,and of Par.580, Army Regulations. 

4. Under the provisions of Par. 888, Army Regulations,

8. Discontinuance of the descriptive book of officers.—So 
much of General Orders, No. 249, War Department, Dec. 19, 
1907, as directs the discontinuance of the descriptive book of 
officers should not be construed as directing the discontinuance 
of the keeping of a record of the service of officers. Such 
record as may be necessary to show the full military history 
of each officer, especially such items of his history as are not 
shown by the Army Register, should be kept as a part of the 
detailed history of the services of each organization for which 
such history is required to be kept by General Orders No. 1, 
War Department, Jan. 4, 1905. A transcript of the individual 
record of officers need not, however, be forwarded to the Ad- 
jutant General of the Army with the copy of the organization 
history required by that order to be forwarded to the Adju- 
tant General of the Army at the close of each calendar year. 

4. Consolidated morning report form.—One of the principal 
objects of the adoption of the new form of consolidated morn- 
ing report was the simplification of the form and the exclu- 
sion from the record of items. of information that are not 
constantly needed and that, when really needed, can be ob- 
tained readily from other sources. 

If the form is properly used, without unnecessary waste of 
space, omitting all remarks that are nct really necessary, and 
especially if each regiment represented at the post is shown 
one one line in the figures and not by separate organizations, 
there should be very few commands for which more than one 
page will be required daily. However, as the form is not pre- 
pared to cover any given period a new form can be begun 
whenever the old one is filled. 

It is not intended that the new form shall bear a daily 
record of all changes in organizations. The columns showing 
gains and losses were omitted from the form as being unneces- 
sary in a great majority of cases. Information of this kind 
can be obtained easily, when needed, by comparing totals on 
the reports. 

It is not intended that monthly returns shall be made up 
from the consolidated morning report. These returns can and 
should be made up from the company returns. Para. 818, 
Army Regulations, as amended by General Orders No. 45, W. 
D., April 1, 1908, makes provision against the possibility of 
any post being left without data necessary to complete its 
monthly returns. 

The signatures of the commanding officer and adjutant 
should be written immediately below the last line of each 
day’s report, and above the line of ‘‘Totals’’ if there is 
room, both signatures being written on the same line to save 
space, the signature of the adjutant to the left and that of 
the commanding officer to the right. The form should be 
filed up in exact accordance with the printed headings there- 
on. Repeated trials have satisfied the Department that if this 
is done with reasonable care the spaces between lines are 
ample to prevent undue crowding of writing or figures. 

5. Certificate of merit badge.—Hereafter a certificate of 
merit badge will be issued for each certificate of merit awarded. 
Par. 2, Circular No. 67, W.D., Dec. 31, 1905, is rescinded.

It is be- 
lieved that the best possible material for such appointments 
will continue to be found in the non-commissioned officers of 
the Army. 

In order to obtain the best men for these appointments, the 
co-operation of regimental commanders is desired, and it is 
recommended that they be authorized, in their discretion, if 
necessary, to have such competitive tests of their non-com- 
missioned officers as will determine those best fitted for Scout 
service, and to recommend those determined upon in their re- 
spective order of merit. It is desired to consider at these head- 
quarters only those non-commissioned officers who are regarded 
in their regiments or corps as the individuals of their organ- 
ization best fitted for Scout service, and to eliminate as much 
as possible individual applications accompanied by perfunctory 
recommendations and indorsements of approval. This would 
not affect the post non-commissioned staff, whose applications 
should be forwarded through their immediate commanding 
officers.

Brig. Gen. William Crozier, U.S.A., Chief of Ord- 
nance, in a communication to the Chief of the Division 
of Militia Affairs, War Department, says: ‘This de- 
partment has been conducting experiments with various 
kinds of powder for use in the model 1903 musket cham- 
bered for model of 1906 ammunition. These experi- 
ments have conclusively denmwnstrated that any powder 
containing nitroglycerine is injurious to the barrel of 
the musket, and om this account a pure gun cotton 
powder has been adopted for service. The powder at 
present being used is known as pyrocellulose, and the 
accuracy life of the musket with such powder is from 
two to three times as great as with the nitroglycerine. 
It is requested, therefore, that the governors of the 
various states be informed pf this, and that this depart- 
ment cannot approve of the use of any but pure gun 
cotton powders in the musket which has just been is- 
sued.” Gowernors of states have been notified in ac- 
cordance with the above.

The Navy Department denies the statement tele- 
graphed from Santa Cruz, Cal., to the effect that the 
board of turret and ordmance officers of the Atlantic 
Fleet, which held special meetings to consider a proposi- 
tion from the Bureau of Construction in Washington, 
looking to the further safety and protection of turret 
hoists in 8- and 12-inch turrets, voted unanimously to 
disapprove the proposed charges, although Congress has 
already appropriated $500,000 to make the changes in 
the hoists and the plan which was turned down was the 
one selected lyy the Butreau of Qonstruction.

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A LESSON FOR THE FUTURE. 

The President signed the Naval Appropriation Bill, 
which carries the new Navy pay clause and the increase 
of the Marine Corps, at 11:30 o’clock Thursday morning, 
} May 14. Pay Director Cowie, who has labored so faith- 
fully for the pay measure, was present, by the President’s 
invitation, as was most fitting, and was honored by the 
gift to him from the President’s hand of the pen with 
which he signed the bill. 

Obeying the admonition to “rejoice with them that 
do rejoice and weep with them that weep,” we extend 
our heartiest congratulations to all concerned on the 
passage of the acts of Congress increasing the pay of the 
Army, the Navy, the Marine Corps and the Revenue 
Cutter Service. It is no small satisfaction to know 
that the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL has had its part in 
this result, but as “there is honor enough for all,’ no 
one need be made poorer by our claim of service. We 
have been nearer to the scene of action than some of 
our readers and have thus been able to keep a closer 
watch on the varying phases of the fight, which we have 
sought to report with fidelity, whether or not they gave en- 
couragement to hope. Success does not result from over- 
confidence, and wkere so much depended upon the issue, 
it was well to be restrained in expressions of confidence, 
rather than by encouraging false hopes prepare the 
way for a more bitter disappointment if effort failed. 

If the Services have not got exactly what they asked 
for in the beginning, they have gained far more than they 
had assurance of obtaining from this Congress. If the 
effort to secure unity of action had failed, as it promised 
to do at one time, there would have been no pay bill. 
{t required self-restraint on the part of some to keep 
silence when they believed their special interests, and the 
interests of the Services as’ identified therewith, de- 
manded a hearing, but they are now receiving the re- 
ward of their self-restraint. 

As soon as it developed that the Army and Navy pay 
was to be separated and that some kind of a pay 
schedule would be adopted instead of a percentage in- 
crease, the War Department took advantage of every 
opportunity to get a schedule that would settle the 
mounted pay controversy, for one thing. This matter 
was thoroughly discussed with the Department by both 
Senator Warren and Mr. Hull, and before the bill 
passed the Senate the Acting Secretary of War, General 
Oliver, upon the recommendations of the Chief of Staff, 
General Bell, directed a communication, under date of 
April 1, to Senator Warren, in which the mounted pay 
provision now in the law was specifically recommended. 
However, it was at that time definitely understood that 
the percentage increase should be passed by the Senate 
and the final schedule adopted in conference would in- 
clude a provision to straighten out the mounted pay. It 
was not deemed practicable or expedient to make known 
the action that was being taken, and it was resolved to 
trust to results for a justification of the judgment of 
chose managing the matter. 

It is well to note that what has been accomplished mn 
the passage of the pay bills forms an impressive prece- 
dent. It would be hard to find an officer or man in the 
Army or Navy, the Marine Corps or Revenue Cutter 
Service, who will say that an injustice has been done 
him designedly in the new bill. And it is a distinct 
pleasure to say that at every step in the incessant and 
ver vigilant work that was done, all concerned and 
responsible for it determinedly held the even hand. Un- 
selfishness was the rule conspicuous from beginning to 
end, in the War Department, from Secretary Taft 
and Assistant Secretary Oliver, General Bell and Gen- 
eral Ainsworth, all of whom were hard at work from 
the beginning of the session on the Army bill. which 
was to determine for all the question of increase of pay, 
on through the list of officials who had to do with the 
measure, among whom should be remembered Pay Di- 
rector Cowie and others of the Navy. There was only a 
desire to secure a great common and necessary good for 
all branches of the military and naval Services. The re- 
sult was that those on the ground were able, with a con- 
stant knowledge of the shifting currents of legislative opin- 
ion, to do more for the officers and men of the Services 
than the latter could possibly have done for themselves or 
even have asked for themselves. The result should be a 
lasting lesson for the future. The Services can get from 
Congress anything they ask for in reason, provided 
they settle their differences before they go to Washing- 
ton and present a united front when they appear in the 
legislative halls.

A message from the President to the Senate on May 
12 recommends participation by the United States in 
the coming investigation of the opium question in the 
Far East by a joint international commission. 
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AUTHORITY OF THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF. 

During the War of the Revolution Congress command- 
ed the Army, but the experiment of directing the affairs 
of a military hody by the vote of a popular assembly was 
not a happy one, and when it came to adopting a consti- 
tution for the United States it was provided that “the 
President shall be Commander-in-Chief of the Army and 
Navy of the United States and of the militia of the sev- 
eral states when called into the actual service of the 
United States.” It has been held that “no Act of Con- 
gress, not even of the President himself, can, by consti- 
tutional possibility, authorize or create any military offi- 
cer not subordinate to the President.” 

From the moment therefore that the Constitution was 
adopted the President became Commander-in-Chief, and 
whatever prerogative or authority belongs to that office 
is his, Not only can it not be taken from him, but he 
cannot surrender it without being false to his oath of 
office. It is evident that President Roosevelt under- 
stands his position, and is disposed to make it clearly 
understocd by Congress, This is all there is in the 
current newspaper talk about his defiance of Congress. 
Two independent bodies moving on parallel lines can 
never collide, and the only danger is when one of them 
gets beyond its sphere. 

The authority that belongs to a Commander-in-Chief 


. is established by precedent, and as the Constitution of 


the United States was adopted immediately following 
war, it is evident that those who framed that instru- 
ment must have understood what they were doing when 
they entrusted military contro] to the President. 

We have questioned the wisdom of some of the displays 
of arbitrary authority, but we have never doubted that 
they were within the prerogative of the President, and 
our reason for objecting has been because we did not 
wish to see the peremptory exercise of military authority, 
which is at times essential to the integrity of a military 
establishment, discredited by any unnecessary disregard 
of ordinary military routine. 

It is told of the father of the present Admiral Emory, 
of the Navy, the late Gen. W. H. Emory, of the Army, 
that on one occasion during the Civil War he had a sec- 
tion of artillery with shotted guns drawn up in front 
of a mutinous regiment, and told the men of that regi- 
ment that if they refused to obey an order he proposed 
to give them he would open fire. Again it is teld of an 
officer of the Army who. in the days before railroads and 
telegraphs, was on duty on the Plains with no other offi- 
cer, and in command of a company which showed signs 
of mutiny, that he promptly shot a soldier who refused to 
salute, this being taken as an expression of the mutinous 
spirit which it was necessary to check at all hazaris. 

And the story is well remembered of Admiral Ammen’s 
shooting two sailors on a Pacific Mail steamer when they 
crossed a line he had marked out, because he saw follow- 
ing a crowd of their fellows who had gathered behind 
them for an outbreak. 

In these cases, and in numerous others of like charac- 
ter, such peremptory action has been justified on the 
ground of military necessity, but the military necessity 
was shown to the satisfaction of those having authority 
to review. The same principle holds in the case of the 
Commander-in-Chief, except that in his case there is no 
authority to review beyond that of a high court of im- 
peachment. Congress is wasting its breath, and the time 
of the people it serves, in mere scolding. This is neither 
effective nor dignified. 





PROMOTIONS IN MARINE CORPS. 
The passage of the Navy Appropriation Bill with the 
clause increasing the Marine Corps brings to a large num- 
ber of officers in that corps long deserved promotion. The 


new law adds one colonel, which advances Lieut. Col.’ 


Lincoln Karmany to be colonel and Major John A. Le- 
jeune to be lieutenant colonel. The law adds one lieuten- 
ant colonel, which promotes Major Eli K. Cole. Two ma- 
jors are added which takes up counting in also the pro- 
motions resulting from the promotions indicated above 
Capts. Newt H. Hall, Smedley, D. Butler, Henry Leonard, 
Henry O. Bisset, Geo. C. Thorpe and Charles S. Hill. 
Captains Butler and Leonard go up as additional num- 
bers. The law adds eighteen captains. This, with the 
promotions named above, advances ist Lieutenants Lan- 
der, Brown, Fay, Rhea, Fryer, Holcomb, Greene, Man- 
waring, Clinton, South, Buttrick, Bishop, Halford, Tracy, 
Miller, O’Leary, Sibley, Robards, Brackett, Campbell, 
Redles, Rogers, Pickering, Westcott, and Wiltse. These 
promotions and the seven new first lieutenants added by 
the law take up 2d Lieutenants Manney, Meyer, Garrett, 
Bogan, Matthews, Randall, Racicot, Boyd, Gardener, 
Barber, Vulte, Sturdevant, Drum, Morrison, Shearer, 
Ellis, Bartlett, Lutz, Ancrum, Randall, Smith, Henley, 
Potts, Keyser, Nevin, Green, Shepard, Stone, Willcox, 
Puryear, Buckley, Wise, Smith, Pratt, Coyle, Torrey, 
Denig and Kingsbury, leaving Lieutenant Tucker, who is 
now 43 on the list, No. 1 on the list of twenty-one lieu- 
tenants. With these promotions and the addition of 
fourteen new lieutenants there will be forty-three va- 
eancies in the grade of second lieutenant in the Marine 
Corps. The law adds one lieutenant colonel and inspector 
which promotes Major Rufus H. Lane, leaving a vacancy 
in the grade of major in the staff to be filled from the 
line. A lieutenant colonel and assistant quartermaster 
is added, promoting Major Charles L. McCawley to that 
grade and Capt. William B. Lemly to be major. One 
major and assistant quartermaster is added, which pro- 
motes Capt. Edwin A. Jonas. These promotions and 
three new captains and assistant quartermasters will 
provide five appointments of captain and assistant quar- 


termaster. One major and assistant paymaster is added, 
which promotes Capt. William G. Powell. To fill this 
vacancy and add one captain and assistant paymaster 
there will be two appointments of captain and assistant 
paymaster from the line. 





An interesting experiment was undertaken on May 13 
to determine the value of the balloon as a means of com- 
munication for military purposes. Major Russell, Cap- 
tain Wallace and Lieutenant Lahm, of the Signal Corps, 
made an ascension with the large Army balloon at Wash- 
ington and kept constantly in touch with the wireless 
stations at the Washington and Annapolis Navy Yards, 
landing at Patuxent, Md., some eight miles distant. 
Lieutenant Lahm was navigator and the telegraphing 
work was in charge of Major Russell and Captain Wal- 
lace. A long wire with a wide net depended from the 
car and a net surrounded the car. No messages were 
sent on this voyage, as only receiving apparatus was used 
in the test. At present the balloon is not fitted for the 
use of a sending instrument, as with constant sparking of 
the sending instrument the escaping gas from the balloon 
might bring forbidding and dangerous conditions. The 
experiment was watched with a lively interest among all 
who have a fancy for aeronautics and also among mili- 
tary men everywhere. The next trip will be made so as 
to make a part of the voyage in the night, when the wire- 
less works better than in daytime, owing to the absence 
of the violet ray in sunshine which has a dissipating 
effect on the wireless electric wave. The effort will be 
made the next time also to send as well as to take mes- 
sages. 
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The bounty for re-enlistment is a most wise feature of 
the Army Appropriation Bill. The first decision to re- 
enlist is the one that the soldier thinks most seriously 
and long about. When he has served two enlistment. peri- 
ods he has six years in the bank, as it were, toward re- 
tirement and he is easily persuaded in his deliberation 
on the matter to re-enlist. The bonus—-the sum of $456— 
can be a very potent argument right at that juncture 
when the soldier is deciding whether he will continue in 
the Service or take his chances in private life. From the 
government point of view the bonus is a practical econo- 
my. The old soldier is certainly worth $45 more than a 
new recruit whose transportation from the depot to his 
organization will on the average cost $100, and who re- 
quires months to make a soldier of him. The argument 
in favor of an Army composed of new men and young 
men is like one addresses to the farmer to persuade him 
to sell his old and true horses every three years and hitch 
up a pair of colts. Moreover, as a practical matter, if 
instead of inducing the old soldier to remain in the Ser- 
vice, we have two or three or four new men in the enlist- 
ment periods that the one good man-would have put in, 
the government becomes liable for three or four pen- 
sions instead of one. These considerations amply sup- 
port the wisdom of the payment of the re-enlistment 
bonus. 
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The talk of cement for.armor on Navy vessels as pro- 
posed in the French and Italian navies has thus far been 
regarded by naval constructors in our Navy as chimer- 
ical. Not enough interest has been aroused in the idea 
to suggest experiments on our own account. There has 
been some examination of the idea of numerous thin steel 
plates with cellulose packing between—a combination 

_ that would secure a tough envelope that would have the 
merit of buoyancy, but this has made little progress. Ac- 
counts from abroad state that the formula for the pro- 
posed cement armor is kept secret, but the device has a 
remarkable resistance to shells fired from the heaviest 
naval guns, The weight of the cement is much less than 
the steel plates now in use. During the Russo-Japanese 
War the Russian warship Sebastopol was accidentally 
rammed by the Peresviat, a leak seven meters long being 
made. This leak was repaired with cement. Later the 
Sebastopol saw active service, being hit once by a tor- 
pedo, and battered by many shells. After her last fight it 
was found that she had been hit by six torpedoes, but the 
cement used in repairing the leak was practically undam- 
aged. 
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The Navy Board of Construction has taken up tenta- 
tively the consideration of plans for the two new battle- 
ships authorized by the current Naval Appropriation 
Bill. There is no disposition to allow haste to qualify 
the work to be done, and the plans are at this time in a 
decidedly embryonic state. It is said that bids will not 
be likely to be advertised for until the early fall. The 
plan now is to make the two new ships longer than the 
North Dakota and Delaware, and it is not unlikely that 
both will be provided with turbines adopted in the 
Bureau of Construction from one of the leading types 
regarded as most suceessful in actual use to-day. Many 
of the ideas for the new ships will be clearly the result 
of the thorough discussion that has been going on during 
the present session of Congress on these matters. Al- 
ready there are claims for the honor of naming the new 
ships. One is likely to be the Utah and the old struggle 
will be renewed to get one of them called the New York. 
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The computation of the final merit of the vessels of the 
battleship class—that is to say, all vessels having turret 
guns—has been completed, and the result shows that the 
Maryland has won the trophy.. Those vessels having 
eighty-five per cent. or more of the score of the trophy 
winner are called star-ships, and are as follows in the 








order of merit: Illinois, Kentucky, Virginia, Louisiana, 
Alabama, Connecticut, and Tennessee. The standing of 
the remainder of the vessels is as follows: Vermont, 
Minnesota, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Rhode Island, 
Washington, Kearsarge, New Jersey, Georgia, Kansas, 
Missouri, Maine, and Ohio. The result of the competi- 
tion could have been announced much earlier if it had 
not been that the reports of a number of vessels had 
been delayed, the last one reaching the Navy Department 
May 11. ‘The result of the competition in the cruiser, 
gunboat, and torpedoboat classes cannot be announced at 
present, as all the records have not yet been received. A 
telegram has been sent to the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Atlantic Fleet announcing the result of the competition 
in the battleship class, and directing him to transfer the 
trophy, now in the possession of the Illinois, to the ar- 
mored cruiser Maryland, the trophy winner. It is the de- 
cision of the Department not to make public the individ- 
ual scores of the different vessels. 

While the Erie Barge Canal will cost $101,000,000, 
about one-third of the estimated cost of the Panama 
Canal, the magnitude of the work exceeds that at Pan- 
ama. Cassier’s Magazine explains that the great differ- 
ence in cost is due only to the fact that the unit prices 
that must be paid for work at Panama are so much high- 
er than those done at home, and in a temperate zone. 
All the machinery, tools, supplies and the workmen must 
be transported long distances to the scene of operations 
at Panama. Furthermore, the scale of wages in the 
torrid zone is much higher and the efficiency of the 
worker is much less than in the northern State. Many 
millions of dollars have been expended on the isthmus 
for sanitation, proper housing for the army of work- 
men and for improvements in the towns of Panama and 
Colon, as well as betterments to the Panama Railroad, 
of which the government is practically the sole owner. 
The present Erie Canal is about 350 miles long, and of 
this distance the Barge Canal follows the old route 
for only twenty-four per cent., or eighty-four miles. For 
the other 260-odd miles the canal is laid out on what is 
practically another route, following the rivers and lakes, 
an old route of- travel by water, which was used by the 
pioneers who settled the western part of the state. 
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Cir. 27, W.D., series of 1905, calls attention to the 
numerous losses of revolvers and small arms, directs 
great care to prevent such losses, and notifies officers that 
they will be held responsible when they cannot show 
clearly that every possible precaution was taken to pre- 
vent loss. Cir. 40, W.D., series of 1905, reminds officers 
that the O.D. furnishes for the safe keeping of smal! arms 
chests provided with suitable locks and hinges. For a 
neglect to observe strictly the- requirements of these cir- 
culars an officer has been held responsible for the dis- 
appearance of three Colts from the store-room of an or 
ganization when they were placed in a chest with the 
lid screwed down, the door to the room being secured by 
a padlock. Here is a hint for officers responsible for 
small arms. 
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An officer who has been most active in securing the 
increase of pay for the Navy, in a personal letter to the 
Editor, says: “I wish to express to you my most sin- 
cere thanks and deep appreciation of the work done by 
the JouRNAL to bring about the passage of the Pay Bill. 
Your efforts are, I know, appreciated by the United 
Services, but by no one so much as myself. The JouRNAL 
has my hearty congratulations on the happy result, 
which can be but gratifying to all who have the in- 
terest of the Services as a whole at heart.” 








The test of the effect of high explosives on the turret 
of the Florida and of high explosive used in torpedo fire 
at the hull will be made between May 20 and June 1. 
The Florida will be placed in commission in a few days 
and taken to her anchorage and prepared for her ordeal. 
The original intention to limit the spectators to Navy 
officers has been modified by Assistant Secretary New- 
berry, and he will allow representatives of the various 
press associations to be present and witness the tests. 





The letter addressed to Senator Dick by Mr. Francis 
Bannerman, which appears on page 1021, contains sug- 
gestions concerning the bill, S. 6005, forbidding the un- 
authorized wearing of service uniforms which are well 
worthy of consideration and may result in some modifica- 
tion of the bill before its final passage. While the uni- 
form should undoubtedly be protected it is well to avoid, 
so far-as possible, all unnecessary interference with the 
rights of citizens. 

Secretary of War Taft left Panama, May 12, for Colon 
to board the cruiser Prairie, on which he returns to the 
United States. The conferences he held with the Pana- 
ma officials were satisfactory. They covered numerous 
topics, including the specially projected treaty negotia- 
tions between Panama, Colombia and the United States. 
A considerable part of Mr. Taft’s time while here was 
taken up with important Canal Zone matters. 





The new battleship Michigan will be launched on May 
26 next at Camden, N.J., where she has been built. Miss 
Carol Barnes Newberry, daughter of Acting Secretary of 
the Navy Truman H. Newberry, will be sponsor. Gov- 
ernor Warner, of Michigan, and his staff and the Michi- 
gan delegation in Congress will attend the ceremonies. 
The Michigan is a first class battleship of 16,000 tons. 
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THE NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Both Houses of Congress have agreed upon the Naval 
Appropriation Bill as reported from: Conference Com- 
mittee, and the bill was signed by the President on 
May 14. The amount carried by the bill as agreed upon 
is $122,662,715.03, the reductions in committee having 
been $452,944.85, leaving the total amount some seventeen 
millions in excess of the amount in the bill as it passed 
the House. The Senate adopted the Conference report 


without debate on Monday, May 11, but on Tuesday the 
House witnessed a stubborn fight against the report be- 
fore its adoption by a vote of 136 to 124. Especially 
obnoxious to Mr. Tawney and others was the provision 
for the increase of the Marine Corps and the appropria- 
tion which the bill carried, which, he declared, created a 
deficiency. Mr. Tawney said: “A conference is not for 
the purpose of initiating legislation. In this case the 
Senate added to the naval. appropriation bill a provision 
creating a new marine regiment. Has any Member of 
this House considered the necessity of creating this new 
regiment of marines? Has the subject been discussed 
here to-day? And yet when we adopt this conference 
report we are imposing upon the revenues of the Govern- 
ment a perpetual charge to meet the pay of the enlisted 
men and officers of this new regiment.” Has anybody 
stated to the House why we should have a new regiment 
of marines?’ ‘This question of the authority to initiate 
legislation in a conference report was debated at length 
and.a point of order was made against the marine amend- 
ment but it was overruled. 

Oppositicn to the pay schedules developed not on the 
general proposition of an increase, but on account of 
computations made by Representatives from which they 
figured that the Navy was being better compensated 
than the Army in corresponding grades. Another point 
of dissension was the additional ten per cent. of pay al- 
lowed the naval officers on sea duty. 

The pay increase clause as passed by the Senate was 
rejected by the conferees and a new one inserted, the 
officers being granted a flat increase of $500, warrant 
officers and mates twenty-five per cent. increase, pay 
clerks when on duty receiving same pay as warrant offi- 
cers. Midshipmen are to receive $600, enlisted men an 
increase of ten per cent. The full text of the pay clause 
follows: 

Hereafter all commissioned officers of the active list of the 
Navy shall receive the same pay and allowances according to 
rank and length of service, and the annual pay of each grade 
shall be as follows: For admiral, $13,500; rear admiral, 
first nine, $8,000; rear admiral, second nine, or commodore, 
$6,000; captain, $4,000; commander, $3,500; lieutenant com- 
mander, $3,000; lieutenant, $2,400; lieutenant, junior grade, 
$2,000; ensign, $1,700. : 

There shall be allowed and paid to each commissioned officer 
below the rank of rear admiral ten per cent. of his current 
yearly pay for each term of five years’ service in the Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps. The total amount of such increase 
for length of service shall in no case exceed forty per cent. 
on the yearly pay of the grade as provided by law: Pro- 
vided, That the annual pay of captain shall not exceed $5,000 
per annum; of commander, $4,500 per annum; and of lieu- 
tenant commander, $4,000 per annum. 

All officers on sea duty and all officers on shore duty be- 
yond the continental limits of the United States shall while 
so serving receive ten per cent. additional of their salaries 
and increase as above provided, and such increase shall com- 
mence from the date of reporting for duty on board ship or 
the date of sailing from the United States for shore duty be- 
yond the seas or to join a ship in foreign waters. 

The pay of midshipmen shall hereafter be $600 per annum 
while at the Naval Academy, and $1,400 per annum after 
graduation from the Naval Academy. 3 ’ 

The pay of all warrant officers and mates is hereby in- 
creased twenty-five per cent., and all paymasters’ clerks shall, 
while on duty, receive the same pay and allowances as warrant 
officers of like length of service in the Navy. E 

The pay of all active and retired enlisted men of the Navy 
is hereby increased ten per cent.: Provided further, That the 
pay and allowances of chiefs of bureaus in the Navy Depart- 
ment shall be the highest pay of the grade to which they be- 
long, and not below that of rear admiral of the lower nine, 
and that the pay and allowances of chaplains in the Navy 
shall in no case exceed that provided for lieutenant com- 
manders. i P 

Aides to rear admirals embraced in the nine lower numbers 
of that grade shall each receive $150 additional per annum, 
and aides to all other rear admirals $250 additional per an- 
num each. : , 

When an officer of the Navy has been thirty years in the 
Service, he may, upon his own application, in the discretion 
of the President, be retired from active service and placed 
upon the retired list with three-fourths of the highest pay of 
his grade: And provided further, That any officer of the 
Navy who is now serving or shall hereafter serve as chief of 
a bureau in the Navy Department, and shall subsequently be 
retired, shall be retired with the rank, pay and allowances 
authorized by law for the retirement of such bureau chief. 

The pay of all commissioned, warrant and appointed officers 
and enlisted men of the Navy now on the retired list shall be 
based on the pay, as herein provided for, of commissioned, 
warrant and appointed officers and enlisted men of corres- 
ponding rank and service on the active list; and all pay herein 
provided shall remain in force until changed by act of Con- 
gress. Nothing herein shall be construed so as to reduce the 
pay or allowances now authorized by law for any commis- 
sioned, warrant or appointed officer or any enlisted man of the 
active or retired lists of the Navy, and all laws inconsistent 
with this provision are hereby repealed. 

Among the provisions adopted in the bill is that allow- 
ing six months pay to the widow or other designated 
person on the death of an officer or enlisted man. 

Mr. Foss stated that the increase in the pay of the 
officers and midshipmen on the active list is $1,654,121; 
officers on the retired list, $250,985; retired officers on 
active duty, $34,000, making in all for officers $1,939,- 
106. The increase in pay of the enlisted men on the 
active list and retired list amounts to $1,760,918, making 
in all $3,700,024. He also said: “Now, there is another 
thing I want to say here, that we have not put in a single 
provision in this bill that gives the Navy one penny more 
than the Army, not one single dollar. We have increased 
the officers just the same us the Army conferees increased 
it in the Army bill. . The conferees on the naval bill 
waited for the action of the House the other day. We 
would not consider the increased pay of the officers until 
after the action of the House on the Army bill, and then 
we took the provisions of the Army bill and wrote them 
into the naval bill, and if there is a man here who says 
that we did more for the Navy than was done for the 
Army, let him stand up and say so now.” : 

Mr. Hay quoted the Paymaster General as saying 
that the percentage of increase of pay in the Army bill 
as it became a law was thirty-five per cent. 

Mr. Parker said: “Over forty per cent. of the Navy 
officers in number hold a rank equivalent to major or 
better. Less than sixteen per cent. of the Army hold 
any. such rank. As a result, even if majors and captains 
and all officers receive the same pay according to rank in 
the two services, the men in the Navy get a great deal 
more.” 

The committee substituted the following paragraph 
for the Senate amendment of somewhat similar tenor: 

The estimates for the support of the Navy shall hereafter 


show, under the head of ‘‘Pay of the Navy,’’ the sums al- 
lowed for pay of officers belonging to the line, to the several 
departments of the staff, and to the retired list; the esti- 
mates to show under each head the amount allowed for pay 
proper, for increases due to longevity and foreign service, and 
for pay at sea rates to officers employed on shore; together 
with the total number of warrant and petty officers and sea- 
men of the several grades and designations, including as to 
each class the amount allowed for pay proper and for longevity 
or service increases. The estimates shall include a list giving 
the rates of pay for all petty officers and other enlisted men of 
the Navy. 

The paragraph concerning the use of irons in the Navy 
was amended to read.as follows: “That the use of irons, 
single or double, as a form of punishment in the Navy 
of the United States, is hereby abolished, except for the 
purposes of safe custody or when part of the sentence 
imposed by a general court-martial.” 

The long desired naval station at Pearl Harbor is 
assured, as the committee adopted the $1,000,000 appro- 
priation without amendment. 

The automobiles for the Bureau of Medicine and Surg- 
ery have been converted into automobile ambulances, 
while the specification other than for hospitals has been 
removed from the clause appropriating for horses and 
cows. 

The sick of our Navy are to be congratulated upon 
the passage of the section providing a female nurse corps 
for the Navy. 

The restriction on Navy bands has been amended to 
read: “Navy bands or members thereof, other than the 
U.S. Naval Academy band at Annapolis, Md., shall not 
receive remuneration for furnishing music outside the 
limits of military posts, when the furnishing of such 
music places them in competition with local civilian 
musicians.” 

The bill as agreed upon adds the following to the 
Marine Corps personnel : 

One major general commandant, in lieu of the present briga- 
dier general commandant; one colonel, lieutenant colonel ; 
2 majors, 18 captains; 7 first lieutenants; 14 second lieu- 
tenants; 1 assistant adjutant and inspector, with the rank of 
lieutenant colonel; 1 assistant quartermaster, with the rank 
of lieutenant colonel; 1 assistant quartermaster, with the rank 
of major; and 3 assistant quartermasters, with the rank of 
captain; 1 assistant paymaster, with the rank of major; 1 
assistant paymaster, with the rank of captain; 2 sergeants 
major; 15 quartermaster sergeants, 5 of whom are to serve in 
the Pay Department; 20 first sergeants; 50 sergeants; 125 
corporals; 10 drummers; 10 trumpeters, and 518 privates: 
Provided, That hereafter the number of enlisted men in the 
U.S. Marine Corps shall be such as the Congress may from 
time to time authorize. That the vacancies now existing in 
the line and staff departments of the U.S. Marine Corps and 
those created by this act shall be filled in the manner pro- 
vided by law. 

To this a new paragraph was added in conference 
committee as follows: 

To meet the increase in pay of the Marine Corps provided 
in the act making appropriation for the support of the Army 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1909, and in Sec. 1612 
of the Revised Statutes of the United States for officers on 
the active list, officers on the retired list, enlisted men on the 
active list, and enlisted men on the retired list, $802,750.55 
is hereby appropriated: Provided, That so much of the fore- 
going appropriation as is needed to pay the increase for the 
remainder of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1908, shall be 
immediately available. 

The amendment to the provision for torpedoboat de- 
stroyers requires that not more than three are to be built 
by any one contractor. The price of the three colliers 
authorized by the bill has been reduced to $525,000 each. 

Senate amendments rejected by the conferees were the 
following: Providing $50,000 for maintenance of Port 
Royal (S.C.) Naval Training Station; $60,000 for navy 
yard at Key West: $100,000 for addition to brass and 
iron foundry at Washington Navy Yard; increase of 
salaries, clerks in civil force of Marine Corps; $500,000 
for ammunition hoists for battleships; also the authoriza- 
tion of cne sub-surface boat, and the proviso, under Pay 
of Naval Academy, that the pay of draftsmen, Depart- 
ment of Marine Engineering and Naval Construction. 
shall be increased in the same ratio as the professor of 
mechanical drawings.

THE SIXTIETH CONGRESS. 


The first session of the Sixtieth Congress is drawing 
,rapidly to a close. It is now thought that one week more 
will see the end of the session. That the National Leg- 
islature has earned its vacation is the opinion of’ the 
United Services, for throughout the Army and Navy, 
Marine Corps and Revenue Cutter Service the jubilant 
spirit reigns—the spirit that says: “We have come 
into our own; accept our thanks and rejoice with us.” 

The conferees on the Pension Appropriation having 
come into a deadlock, two new conferees were appointed 
by the Senate, Mr. Smoot and Mr. Teller, in place of 
Mr. Seott and Mr.. Taliaferro. 

The Sundry Civil Bill, H.R. 21260, which was reported 
to the House on April 25, as published on page 935 of 
issue of May 2, and subsequently amended as noted on 
page 979 of our issue of May 9, passed the House on 
May 8, without further amendment. The Senate on May 
14 passed the bill, adding some $11,500,000, making the 
total $118,000,000. 

When the provision of the Sundry Civil Appropriation 
Bill appropriating $180,000 for the purchase of land 
as an addition to Fort William McKinley, Philippine 
Islands, was reached in the House of Representatives on 
May 5, Mr. Hay moved to strike it out. He maintained 
there was no military necessity for it and especially so 
since the Army bill provided $211,000 for additional land 
for the fort. 

At the instance of Mr. Smith, of Iowa, there was read 
a letter from Secretary Taft strongly urging the pur- 
chase of the land based on the recommendation of Gen- 
eral Wood. The proposed appropriation was bitterly op- 
posed by Mr. Fitzgerald, of New York. He said that 
Fort McKinley already had 1,800 acres and he contended 
that 1,000 acres was sufficient for effective drill purposes 
for all the troops in the Philippines. ‘The recommenda- 
tion for the purchase,” he said, “was made by ‘Doctor 
Wood, the commanding general in the Philippines.” Mr. 
Titzgerald read a letter from General Wood recommend- 
ing the purchase of 17,000 acres of land as an addition 
to Camp Keithley, Mind., which, Mr. Fitzgerald said, al- 
ready contained a similar acreage, where were stationed 
one regiment of infantry and one battery of mountain ar- 
tillery, 

“I undertake to say,” said he, that judging from Dr. 
Wood’s recommendations, he would find it utterly impos- 
sible to drill a single regiment of the Army if he had 
the entire United States at his disposal. The time,” he 
said, ‘“‘when these distinguished doctors should have such 
an influence in this administration should cease.” 

Mr. Fitzgerald inquired why it would not be a good 
idea to send Doctor Wood out onto the arid lands of the 
West. “The President,” he said, “already had exiled one 
officer because he thought differently from somebody. 
Why not,” he exclaimed amid laughter, “put this distin- 
guished doctor out on some broad expanse of the public 
lands with a few troops? 

“Tt was time,” he said, “to stop such extravagances. 
If it was intended,” he added, “to buy for ‘Doctor’ 
Wood a summer resort on the top of a mountain with an 
unpronounceable name, Congress should be frank about 
it.’ Lo 

In the opinion of Mr. Butler, Pennsylvania, the pro- 
posed addition to Fort McKinley was “the most out- 
rageous piece of extravagance he had ever known during 
his many years in Congress.” 

General Wood was defended by Mr. Keifer, Ohio, who 
said that that officer was conscientious and capable, and 
one who had spent most of his mature life in the Army. 

The motion by Mr. Hay to strike out the provision was 
earried unanimously. 

On May 132 the Military Committee reported the fol- 
lowing amended resolution in the Senate, and it was 
agreed to: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Military Affairs be, and it 
is hereby, authorized and directed, by subcommittee or otherwise, 
to visit, during the recess of the Senate, such military posts of 
the United States as in the committee’s judgment should be ex- 
amined, in order to ascertain existing conditions at such posts, 
the necessities for legislation, and any other and further in- 
formation bearing upon military posts as may seem important 
and of value in the consideration of future proposed military 
legislation. And the committee is further authorized. to send 
for persons and papers, to subpmna witnesses and administer 
oaths, and to employ a stenographer to take notes or testimony 
and to do clerical duties, the expenses incurred to be paid out 
of the contingent fund of the Senate. 

The Senate has passed the House bill restoring the 
motto “In God We Trust” to certain gold and silver 
coins so that it becomes a law. 

The Senate on May 7 passed §. 6958, to provide for 
private signals at sea, to be registered by the owners 
with the Commission of Navigation; 8. 4453, appropriat- 
ing $5,000 for the erection of a monument to Pocahontas 
at Jamestown, Va. 

Favorable report has been made in the Senate on H.R. 
tpg! e the relief of Capt. Charles E. Morton, 16th 

1.8. Inf. 

S. 5989, authorizing the Department of State to de- 
liver to Major C. DeW. Willcox, U.S.A., the decoration 
and diploma of Officer d’Académie tendered to him by 
the government of the French Republic, has been favor- 
ably reported in the Senate. The decoration consists of 
a silver laurel wreath denominated “Palmes Acadé- 
miques,’ with a diploma informing Major Willcox that 
he has been appointed “Officer d’Académie.” This deco- 
ration and diploma are given in France as a recognition 
of literary or other work, especially in the case of army 
officers, if the work is outside of their military duties. 
In, this instance it is given distinctively as a recognition 
of a literary work by Major Willcox entitled “A French- 
English Military Technical Dictionary.” Originally pub- 
lished by the War Department in 1899 as Document No. 
95, Adjutant General’s Office ; it was republished in 1903 
as Document No. 95, War Department, Office of the Chief 
of Staff. It is not merely a military dictionary, but also, 
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within limits, a general technological and scientific dic- 
tionary, containing, as it does, more than 50,000 words 
relating not merely to military but also to technological 
and scientific subjects. 

S. 565, to prevent and punish the desecration of the 
U.S. flag, has been reported to the Senate, amended to 
provide a penalty of not more than $100 fine or impris- 
onment not more than six months, or both, for placing 
upon, attaching to, or displaying when so marked or at- 
tached, any inscription, picture, design, device, symbol, 
name, advertisement, words, characters, marks, notice or 
token whatever upon any flag, standard, color, or ensign 
of the U.S.; or for publicly mutilating, trampling upon 
or defacing or defiling any such flag, whether public or 
private property. It is provided, however, that flags, 
standards, colors, or ensigns, the property of or used in 
the service of the U.S. or any state, territory, or the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, may have inscriptions, names of ac- 
tions, words, marks, or symbols which are placed_thereon 
pursuant to law or authorized regulations. 

The Senate Military Committee has favorably reported 
S. 4316, to further amend the Militia Act of Jan. 21, 
1908. We published this bill Feb. 8, on page 608. As 
reported Sec. 4 of the act is further amended by directing 
that the President when he finds it necessary to call 
forth the militia to assist the Regular forces, shall issue 
such orders through the governor of the respective state 
or territory, or through the commanding general of the 
militia of the District of Columbia, from which state, 
territory, or district such troops may be called, to such 
officers of the militia as he may think proper. Ancther 
amendment adds provisos to Sec. 13 of the act relating 
to arms and equipments, as follows: 

“Provided, That the sum expended in the execution of 
the purchases and issues provided for in this section shall 
not exceed the sum of $2,000, in any fiscal year: 
Provided also, That the Secretary of War shall annually 
submit to Congress a report of expenditures made by 
him in the execution of the requirements of this section.” 
An additional amendment to Sec. 20 of the act includes 
clerical and office expenses of the division of militia af- 
fairs, the office of the Secretary of War as a charge 
against the appropriation, and it is also provided that a 
list of militia expenses shall be submitted to Congress 
annually by the Secretary of War. 

Mr. Lodge, on May 11, in the Senate, submitted an 
amendment relative to the purchase of two steamships of 
American registry for the use of the Isthmian Canal 
Commission. 

Mr. Gallinger submitted-an amendment proposing to 
appropriate $20,550 for completing pattern shop for 
steam engineering, navy yard, Portsmouth, N.H., intend- 
ed to be proposed by him to the Sundry Civil Appropria- 
tion Bill. 

In the Senate on May 11, Mr. Stone, who recently 
introduced a joint resolution (S.R. 52), requesting the 
President, on a day named, to deliver the control and 
possession of the Philippine Islands to the authorities 
representing the people thereof, asked that the resolution 
mightlie on the table until next session. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has submitted to the 
Senate an estimate of additional amount required for the 
Revenue Cutter Service for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1909, $157,564.74. 

On motion of Mr. Foraker, the Senate on May 13 
voted 62 to 6 to postpone action until Dec. 16 on his bill 
for the restoration of the colored troops discharged with- 
out honor on account of the Brownsville affray. Mr. 
Foraker later said: “The reason for postponing action 
on the Brownsville bill unti] next December is that at 
this time it was impossible to get a vote if I could get 
the bill before the Senate, while next December, in ac- 
cordance with the understanding arrived at, every Repub- 
lican in the Senate will be under obligation to help me 
get the hill before the Senate and to get a vote.” On the 
final roll call on the Foraker motion to order a vote on 
his bill next December four Republicans, Messrs. Briggs, 
of New Jersey; Bulkeley, of Connecticut; Gallinger, of 
New Hampshire, and Smith, of Michigan, voted in the 
negative. Two Democrats, Gore, of Oklahoma, and Mc- 
Laurin, of Mississippi, also voted in the negative. With 
the exception of the four Republicans and two Demo- 
crats named and Scott, of West Virginia, who remained 
silent, the entire Senate voted to fix the December date. 
It is the common prediction in Washington, and probably 
with good foundation, that the Brownsville incident is 
practically removed from further contention in Congress. 
It is expected that before Congress meets next December 
the President will by executive order adjust the whole 
wearisome business and give the men of the 25th Infan- 
try who, in his opinion, deserve it and desire it an op- 
portunity to return in honor to the Army, with a promise 
of indemnity for loss of pay and allowances in the in- 
terval since their discharge. While it is a matter with 
which the Army is little concerned, this is the generally 
accepted interpretation of the action of Senator Foraker. 
It is believed that an understanding has been reached by 
which Mr. Foraker is to return to the Senate and Sec- 
retary Taft is to have an unobstructed support from Ohio 
in the national Republican convention. The preponderat- 
ing strength at this time of Mr. Taft as a candidate is 
such that it is said that the National Committee will 
have no hesitation in deciding to admit the contesting col- 
ored delegations from the Southern states to seats in the 
convention, an act which would be designed to placate 
disaffected negro voters and tend to assure the election 
of Taft. 

In the Senate May 13 Mr. Taliaferro submitted an 
amendment proposing to pay Major G. S. Bingham a 
sum equivalent to the amount of pay withheld from him 
because of the acceptance of the quartermaster’s steamer 
Joseph BE. Johnston, ete., intended to be proposed by him 
to the Military Academy appropriation bill. 


The ‘House on May 11 passed H.J. Res. 178, for ap- 
pointment of members of Board of Managers of the Na- 
tional Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, as follows: 
jen. Thomas J. Henderson, of Ill.; Col. Walter P. 
Brownlow, of Tenn.; Col. Edwin P. Hammond, of Ind., 
and Gen. Joseph S. Smith, of Maine; General Hender- 
son to succeed himself; Colonel Brownlow to succeed 
himself; Colonel Hammond to succeed himself, their 


term of service having expired April 21, 1908, and Gen-° 


eral Smith to sueceed Gen. J. Marshall Brown, whose 
term of service would have expired on April 21, 1908, but 
who died on July 20, 1907 

H.R. 17996, providing for the construction of dry- 
docks, was reported in the House May 11, amended to 
provide that the Secretary of the Navy “contract for the 
construction of two steel floating Ff at of sufficient 
size to dock vessels of at least 20, tons displacement, 
one of said dry-docks to be used on the Pacific coast and 
the other to be used on the Atlantic coast, said docks to 
be so constructed as to provide for the largest practical 
installation of machinery for the purpose of repairs to 
ships upon said docks, the cost of said dry-docks not to 
exceed $1,750,000 each’; $500,000 is made immediately 
available. The committee report endorsing the appro- 
priation says: While the construction of graving docks 


of such size as would accommodate ships now being au- 
thorized would be attended with enormously greater cost, 
the docks would still be unavailable until we first have 
the channels of the rivers in which the docks are built 
of sufficient depth to accommodate the disabled vessel 
having the abnormal draft above referred to. There is, 
perhaps, not a location at any navy yard to-day, where 
we have been building docks, the channel of the river 
leading to which has a continuous depth of thirty-seven 
feet, except, perhaps, the one at New York. If one would 
examine carefully the amount of appropriations in the 
annual naval bills, as well as the river and harbor bills, 
and estimate the expenditure for obtaining a depth of 
water sufficient for the ships even that we have, and 
much more those that we are providing for, he will find 
in all likelihood that it will involve an expenditure of 
at least the amount provided for in this bill for one 
steel floating dry-dock, in each Congress. 

The Committee on Military Affairs May 13 reported 
H.R. 21875, making appropriations for the Military 
Academy for the fiseal year ending June 30, 1909, and 
for other purposes, which was read and referred to the 
Committee of the Whole House. 

The House Naval Committee have favorably reported 
S. 3952, to restore to the active list of the U.S. Marine 
Corps the name of Robert Morgan Gilson, late a captain, 
who resigned in 1893, after five years’ service, the bill 
providing that he shal] establish to the satisfaction of the 
Secretary of the Navy, by the usual examination for such 
grade, his physical, mental, moral and professional fit- 
ness to perform the duties thereof. 

The bill S. 3345, to provide for construction of a reve- 
nue cutter for Key West, which passed the Senate Jan. 
28, was reported in the House May 8, amended to provide 
for four cutters, at a total cost of ; one for sery- 
ice in the waters of Key West, Fla.; one for service on 
the Pacific coast; one for service in the waters of Lake 
Superior; one for service in Narragansett Bay and ad- 
jacent waters. 

In favorably reporting H.R. 4877, granting a pension 
to the widow of the late Major James Carroll, surgeon, 
U.S.A., the House Pension Committee recommend a 
monthly pension of $35, with the usual provision for 
the minor children. Dr. Carroll entered the Regular 
Army as a private in January, 1874. He was appointed 
hospital steward Sept. 15, 1883, and served continuously 
in that capacity until May 21, 1898. During the war 


with Spain, and subsequently until Oct. 29, 1900, he was - 


acting assistant surgeon or contract surgeon in the 
Army and rendered conspicuous service in Cuba in lo- 
cating the source and development of yellow-fever infec- 
tion. In recognition of this great work he was appointed, 
Oct. 27, 1902, assistant surgeon in the Army and served 
as first: lieutenant until May 2, 1907, when Congress by 
special act created him a major. Doctor Carroll died in 
Washington Oct. 7, 1907, of heart disease brought on by 
attack of yellow fever incurred while making experi- 
ments and permitting himself to be bitten by an infected 
mosquito. 

The Committee on the Library have favorably reported 
to the House H.R. 19922, appropriating for the erection 
of a memorial in Washington to Major Pierre Charles 
I.’Enfant, who in 1791 made the first plan for the capi- 
tal city and co-operated with President Washington and 
Thomas Jefferson in evolving the plan of the present 
city of Washington. 

Favorable recommendation has been made by the Navy 
Department in the matter of placing of M. H. Plunkett, 
assistant engineer, U.S.N., on the retired list with ad- 
vanced rank, as provided for in the bill H.R. 8277, now 
before Congress. 

The Navy Department is said to think more favor- 
ably of the proposition to purchase for naval purposes the 
Jamestown Exposition grounds. The bill provides that 
the improvements, including the piers, shall be acquired 
with the land and carries an appropriation of $100,000 
for the maintenance of the station. 

Secretary Metcalf, in approving the provisions of H.R. 
19545, to protect the Service uniform, now before the 
House Naval Committee, says: “I am impelled, from a 
sense of the important effect such a measure would have 
on the efficiency of the Service, to bring it to your particu. 
lar attention in the hope that it may be reported by the 
committee and favorably acted upon by the Congress at 
its present session. I cannot overestimate the benefit to 
the Navy of recruiting its enlisted personne] from the 
most desirable class of self-respecting young men that 
may be had for the purpose. LHvery legitimate effort is 
being made to obtain the best available material, and 
the department of necessity greatly deplores the obstacles 
that are placed in its way in this matter by the treat- 
ment which enlisted men too often receive when on shore 


‘and by the disrepute into which the uniform is brought 


through its unauthorized wear by persons not in the 
Service.”

CAPTAIN IN PHILIPPINE SCOUTS. 


The House on May 11 passed S. 652, to create the 
office of captain in the Philippine Scouts. This bill 
passed the Senate Feb. 13, and as enacted provides “that 
the office of captain in the Philippine Scouts is hereby 
created as a grade of rank in the military establishment. 
Such captains shall be selected from officers of the grade 
of first lieutenants in said scouts, and shal! be given pro- 
visional appointments for periods of four years each, and 
no such appointments shall be continued for a second or 
subsequent period unless the officers’ conduct shall have 
been satisfactory in every respect: Provided, That the 
number of officers provisionally appointed under the 
terms of this act shall not at any time exceed the num- 
ber of companies of said native troops which may be 
formed by the President from time to time for service in 
the Philippine Islands.” ; 

The provisions of the bill were thus explained by Mr. 
Hull: “Under the law organizing the Philippine Scouts 
as part of the Regular Army, the lieutenants—first and 
second—are appointed from the non-commissioned officers 
of the' Regular Army. That has been waived in some 
cases by appointing a very few Filipinos. The captains 
of the Philippine Scouts are appointed from the first 
lieutenants of the Regular Army, and while so acting 
have the pay of captain. ‘Those lieutenants are not 
eligible to promotion in the scouts, but have promotion 
in the line of the Army, and whenever a first lieutenant 
becomes a captain he joins his company and another first 
lieutenant is detailed to take his place in the scouts; 
and while acting with the scouts has the pay and allow- 
ances of a captain of the line. This bill creates the office 
of captain of the Philippine Scouts, and will promote the 
first lieutenants up to the position of captain and fill in 
the second lieutenants and send to the command the first 
lieutenants now serving there as captains. It adds about 
fifty captains to the line by making the captains in piace 
of first lieutenants direct. It is a bill that has been con- 
sidered by Congress on several occasions. There is noth-

ing in it but the one proposition of the captains—which 
provides a term of four years. In that respect I think 
it is wrong. I think it ought to be a regular permanent 
appointment if they serve, as they have in the Philippine 
Islands, for any length of time. But it creates for the 
present—for terms of four years—fifty additional cap- 
tains, relieving that many regular first lieutenants to 
come back to their duties as officers of the line. It is 
not intended they should have a promotion beyond grade 
of captain. It is intended that majors and other officers 
above the grade of major shall be detailed from the 
Army, and the War Department detailing captains from 
the line of the Army creates a drain on the officers of the 
Army that the Army cannot well stand.”

PORTO RICO PROVISIONAL REGIMENT. 


The House on May 8 passed the bill H.R. 18618, fix- 
ing the status of the Porto Rico Provisional Regiment of 
Infantry. The Secretary of War’s endorsement of the 
bill was as follows: “The Porto Rico Provisional Regi- 
ment has always been more or less the prey of uncer- 
tainty, and the status of its officers and enlisted men al- 


ways unsatisfactory. The present bill seems to intend 
an improvement -in the condition of this regiment, and to 
that extent it has my hearty approval. Whatever is 
done it should be put upon a permanent basis, and 
its officers and enlisted men put upon an equality under 
the law with the corresponding grades in the Regular 
Army in so far as the rights of retirement, pay, allow- 
ances, and pension are concerned. In whatever form 
you conclude to report this bil!, I sincerely hope the 
items I have just enumerated will be made clear.” The 
bill as passed reads: 


That on and after the 30th day of June, 1908, the Porto 
Rico Provisional Regiment of Infantry shall be designated the 
Porto Rico Regiment of Infantry of the United States Army. 
It shall be composed of the two existing battalions of the 
Porto Rico Provisional Regiment of Infantry. 

Sec. 2. That the field officers of said regiment shall be one 
lieutenant colonel and two majors, who shall be detailed for 
four years by the President from officers not below the rank of 
captain of the Army. 

Sec. 3. That the present captains and lieutenants of the 
Porto Rico Provisional Regiment: of Infantry who have had not 
less than five years’ service therein, and who were reappointed 
after a mental, physical, and professional examination, may be 
——— as officers of the Porto Rico Regiment of In- 
antry. 

Sec. 4. That the lieutenants, natives of Porto Rico, now 
holding provisional commissions, may continue to serve until 
the expiration of such commissions, when, after an examina- 
tion as to their mental, physical, and professional fitness, they 
may be recommissioned as officers of the Porto Rico Regiment of 
Infantry. 

Sec. 5. That vacancies in the grade of second lieutenant may 
be filled by the President in his discretion by the appointment 
of citizens of Porto Rico whose qualifications for commissions 
shall be established by examination. 

Sec. 6. That promotions to the grade of first lieutenant 
and captain shall be according to seniority within the regi- 
ment, subject to the examination provided by law. All ap- 
pointments and promotions herein provided for shall be made 
with the advice and consent of the Senate. Officers of the 
Porto Rico Regiment of Infantry shall have the same rank, 
pay, rights, and allowances provided by law for officers of 
similar rank in the Army of the United States, except as here- 
in provided with regard to promotion. Any of the officers pro- 
vided for by Section 3 who may have become incapacitated 
for active service by reason of disability incident to the serv- 
ice shall be placed upon the retired list with the rank to which 
they would otherwise be entitled. 

Sec. 7. That all laws or parts of laws inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 


THE POST-OFFICE BILL. 


The Post-office Appropriation Bill (H.R. 18347), which 
passed the House March 138, passed the Senate May 12, 
the Senate adding the provision for an ocean mail subsidy 
as follows: 


That the Postmaster General is hereby authorized to pay 
hereafter for ocean mail service under the Act of March 3, 
1891, in vessels of the second class on routes to South 
America, to the Philippines, to Japan, to China, and to 
Australasia, 4,000 miles or more in length, outward voyage, 
at a rate per mile not exceeding the rate applicable to vessels 
of the first class as provided in said act, and in vessels of the 
third class on said routes, at a rate per mile not exceeding 
the rate applicable to vessels of the second class, as provided 
in said act: Provided, That if no contract is made under the 
provisions of this act for a line of ships between a port on 
the Atlantic coast south of Cape Charles and South American 
ports, the Postmaster General shall, provided two or more 
lines are established from North Atlantic ports, require that 
one of said lines shall, upon each outward and homeward 
voyage, touch at at least two ports on the Atlantic coast south 
of Cape Charles, regard being had in the selection of such 
ports of call to geographical location and to the volume of 
the export and import business of the ports so selected: And 
provided further, That the total expenditure of foreign mail 
service in any one year shall not exceed the estimated revenue 
therefrom for that year. 


The Senate has hearkened unto the President’s plea for 
legislation against the preachers of anarchy by adding: 

That section 3893 of the Revised Statutes of the U.S. be, 
and the same is hereby, amended by adding thereto the fol- 
lowing: ‘‘And the term ‘immoral’ within the intendment of 
this section shall include matter of a character tending to 
incite arson, murder, or assassination; and the Postmaster 
General is hereby authorized to exclude from the second class 
mailing privileges any anarchistic publication which contains 
matter that suggests, advocates or approves the abolition, 
overthrow, or destruction of any and all government, or the 
commission of arson, musder, or assassination.’’ 


The Senate also adds the following, already introduced 
in Congress as a separate bill: 


That enlisted men of the U.S. Navy may, upon selection 
by the Secretary of the Navy, be designated by the Post Office 
Department as ‘‘navy mail clerks’’ and ‘‘assistant nav 
mail clerks,’’ who shall be authorized to receive and open all 
pouches and sacks of mail addressed to naval vessels, to make 
proper delivery of such mail, to receive matter for transmis- 
sion in the mails, to receipt for registered matter (keeping ‘an 
accurate record thereof), to keep and have for sale an ade- 
quate supply of postage stamps, to make up and despatch 
mails, and other postal duties as may be authorized by the 
Postmaster General, all in accordance with such rules and 
regulations as may be prescribed by the commanding officer of 
that vessel or of the squadron to which the vessel is attached. 
Each mail clerk and assistant mail clerk shall take the oath 
of office prescribed for employees of the postal service and 
shall give bond to the U.S. in the sum of $1,000 for the faith- 
ful performance of his duties as such clerk, and shall be 
amenable in all respects to naval discipline, except that, as to 
their duties as such clerks, the commanding officers of the 
vessels upon which they are stationed shall require them to be 
governed by the postal laws and regulations of the U.S. 
Whenever necessity arises therefor any assistant mail clerk 
may be required by the commanding officer of the vessel upon 
which he is stationed or of the squadron to which said vessel 
is attached to perform the duties of mail clerk. They shall 
receive as compensation for such services from the Navy De- 
partment, in addition to that paid them of the grade tq which 
they are assigned, such sum in the case of mail clerks not to 
exceed $500 per annum, and in that of assistant mail clerks 
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not to exceed $300 per annum, as may be determined and 
allowed by the Navy Department. 

The Senate Committee adopts the House clause ap- 
pearing as a restriction upon different portions of the ap- 
propriation, and places it as a restriction upon the en- 
tire appropriation: “That no part of the appropriations 
herein made shall be used to pay for the carrying in the 
mails any malt, vinous, or spirituous liquors or intoxi- 
cating liquors of any kind, or any cocaine or derivative 
thereof.” 

The House has disagreed to the Senate amendments 
to the Post Office Appropriation Bill and conferees have 
been appointed.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The submarines Tarantula, Cuttlefish and Viper, under 
command of Lieut. Charles E. Courtney, which sailed 
from Annapolis, Md., on May 7, arrived at the navy yard, 
New York, May 11. They have for some three months 
past been undergoing tests in the Chesapeake Bay. The 
cruise north was without incident. Accompanying the 
flotilla was the converted gunboat Hist. The three sub- 
marines will go into dry-dock for scraping and painting. 
They will return to Newport, where they will be joined 
by the Octopus. The submarines have demonstrated 
their ability to make long voyages. 

The converted yacht Sheerwater, built at East Boston, 
Mass., in 1887, and which was purchased by the gov- 
ernment in 1898, has been stricken from the Navy list, 
and ordered sold. She has been used by the Pennsylvania 
Naval Militia. 

The new scout cruiser Birmingham arrived at New 
York May 9 from Boston, under command of Comdr. B. 
T. Walling, U.S.N., and went to the navy yard. Her 
next run will be to Guantanamo Bay for practice trials. 
Commander Walling on May 6 and 7 gave the vessel a 
good test at sea, and she behaved splendidly in every re- 
spect, and it was in a gale which at times blew 75 miles 
an hour. The cruise from Boston began May 5 when 
Cape Cod Light was left behind at 5 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. Commander Walling went wide of Nantucket 
Shoals to try out various sounding devices and the pat- 
ent logs, as well as to give the fireroom crew practice at 
the boilers. Then the gale came on and Commander 
Walling headed out to sea in the teeth of a wind blow- 
ing at times seventy-five miles an hour. After the gale 
thick fog set in that kept the Birmingham from mak- 
ing Sandy Hook until six o'clock a.m., May 9, though 
at half-past ten on the night of May 6 Commander Wall- 
ing sighted the flashlight of the Highlands, but put out 
to sea because of the gale. The Birmingham came 
through without the slightest damage and her rolling in 
the heavy seas fifty miles outside of Sandy Hook was not 
uncomfortable, according to her officers. The following 
is a list of officers, under Commander Walling: Comdr.

The value of equipping revenue cutters with a 
raphy has been well demonstrated by the Mehews bes 9 
has received messages of ships in distress numbers of times. 
In the case of the Silvia, a British ship, which went aground on 
Sow and Pigs Reef, off Cuttyhunk, in Vineyard Sound, on the 
morning of Feb. 14, a wireless message reporting the ground- 
ing was received after the Mchawk had left New Bedferd 
harbor.

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COLONEL STEWART CASE IN CONGRESS. 

The following resolution was introduced by Senator 
Rayner on May 11: 

Whereas certain charges are now pendin; 
partntent against Col. William F. Stewart, 
States Army, and 

Whereas, a certain report containing these charges has been 
filed with the President of the United Sattes, and both the 
charges and report contain statements affecting the qualifica- 
tions and status of Colonel Stewart as an officer of the United 
States Army; and 

Whereas, Colonel Stewart has not been served with a copy 
of these charges, and although he has applied for a court of 
inquiry in order to ascertain the truth or falsity of the same, 
his request has been denied, and he was nevertheless, without 
the opportunity of defense or trial, upon the basis of these 
ex parte accusations, deprived of his command and ordered 
to be retained at Fort Grant, Ariz., long an abandoned mili- 
tary post, until he reaches the minimum age of compulsory 
retirement in the year 1911, and was thereafter ordered to 
another abandoned military post, without command, at St. 
Francis Barracks, St. Augustine, Fla., and upon reaching St. 
Augustine has been ordered back again to the abandoned post 
at Fort Grant, Ariz.; and : 

Whereas, this punishment has been inflicted upon him with- 
out affording him any opportuaity whatever to relieve himself 
from the charges aforesaid and without giving him the slightest 
information in reference to the same: Therefore, ¥ 

Resolved, etc., that the President of the United States be 
authorized and directed to convene a court of inquiry, to con- 
sist of not less than five officers of the Army, whose duty it 
shall be when so convened to fully investigate all the charges 
and accusations against Col. William F. Stewart, of the Coast 
Artillery, now on file in the War Department or that may be 
contained in the report of the same heretofore submitted to 
the President of the United States, or any other charges af- 
fecting the character or qualifications of the said Col. William 
F. Stewart as an officer of the United States Army; and that 
the said Col. William F. Stewart have the right to appear in 
person and be represented by counsel and to be confronted 
with the witnesses against him and to have a copy of the 
specifications containing such charges in the proceedings be- 
fore such court, and that the said court report its opinion up- 
on all the facts and specifications before them as is usual in 
the procedure of courts of inquiry. It is further provided 
that the court be convened as soon as possible and that the 
said Col. William F. Stewart shall be allowed the same right 
of challenge as is allowed by law in trials by court-martial. 

Mr. Rayner explained that his resolution was exactly 
the same, with the exception of one word, as a resolu- 
tion passed by the Forty-third Congress in the case of 
Gen. O. O. Howard, upon which the Executive acted. 
He made a vigorous attack upon the President, indulging 
in much sarcasm at his expense. In the course of his Te- 
marks Mr. Rayner had the clerk read the letter which 
he had received from President Roosevelt detailing the 
reasons why Colonel Stewart had been sent to Fort 
Grant. President Roosevelt’s letter is so long that its 
text cannot conveniently be given in full, but the follow- 
ing extracts from it are sufficient to show its trend and 
the President’s attitude: 

He (Col. Stewart) refuses to retire unless he is made a 
brigadier general. 

I shall certainly not make him a brigadier general, because 
he is grossly unfit not merely to be a brigadier general, but 
to hold his present rank in the Army. His career has not 
been distinguished for a number of years; his usefulness has 
been diminishing, indeed it has not only irrevocably passed 
but he is a nuisance in the Service, being both incompetent 
and temperamentally unfit to exercise command over enlisted 
men, or to control other officers, or to behave with propriety 
when brought in contact with civilians. 

As General Duvall reports, it is well known throughout the 
Artillery service that Colonel Stewart is an ‘‘impossible’’ 
commanding officer, and he is a man who in civil life could 
under no circumstances have risen to any position of in- 
fluence or authority over his fellows. 

The President narrates stories of quarrels between 
Colonel Stewart and civilians and adds: “These were 
only some among the instances of incompetency and tem- 
peramental shortcomings which were brought to the 
attention of the Department.” Gen. Frederick D. Grant 
is quoted as saying that Colonel Stewart’s temperamental 
shortcomings caused him to irritate those around him and 
the only way to meet the defect was to “get rid of the 
irritant, which can be done by offering Colonel Stewart 
an alternative of relief from command or retirement on 
his own application.” Colonel Stewart’s department com- 
mander declined to recommend Colonel Stewart’s applica- 
tion to be appointed a brigadier general and stated, says 
the President, “that Colonel Stewart’s arrogant narrow- 
ness, his suspicion of those about him, his frequent if not 
habitual tyrannies and his apparent malice and vindic- 
tiveness toward those who had received his resentment 
were not faults which could be ignored, even if the Colo- 
nel had been, which he was not, a commander of high 
technical value.” : 

The President says that it was on the advice of Gen- 
erals Grant, Duvall, Davis and Murray that Colonel 
Stewart was sent to Fort Grant, where, Mr. Roosevelt 
adds, “there are no enlisted men or junior officers over 
whom Colonel Stewart can tyrannize, but few civilians 
with whom he can quarrel and no officer of superior 
rank to whose command he might, to the great detriment 
of the Army, some day succeed.” There was more of 
this, and in conclusion the President said: 

Now as to your suggestions as to a trial. For the reasons 
given above, and also in the memorandum which I herewith 
forward, there is no point in having a court-martial. At 
present I do not see how a court of inquiry could be of use, 
for I do not see how any court of inquiry would express an 
opinion to which I should pay more heed than to the judg- 
ment of Generals Wade, Grant, Murray, Duvall and Davis, in 
accordance with whose recommendations I have acted. 

You say it is only by a court of inquiry that we ‘‘could 
ascertain the truth or untruth of the charges.’’ I feel that 
the truth of the charges has been established beyond the 
possibility of upsetting by the reports quoted in the body of 
my letter. I will, however, consider this matter of a court 
of inquiry carefully before making a final decision; but at 
present I am not inclined to view the proceedings with favor. 
There is nothing to be inquired about; the testimony before the 
inspecting officers by both Colonel Stewart and the officers whose 
testimony I have mentioned and others was under oath, so that 
as to the concrete case there is nothing to find out, and as to 
the general opinion of the service it is clearly set forth not 
only by the testimony of the officers who served under him, but 
by the reports above mentioned of the last five general officers 
under whom he served. 

The case is absolutely clear. 
destroy discipline in the Army than continually to grant 
courts of inquiry to contentious, inefficient or disobedient 
officers whose misconduct is already proved beyond the pos- 
sibility of rebuttal. Baseless requests for such courts are 
continually made by offenders of contentious disposition; it 
would be highly undesirable to grant them. 

I do not understand your allusion to a joint resolution by 
Congress; such measures as those taken in this case are 
purely within the scope of the President’s duties and au- 
thority. The course followed in this case is the course which 
will hereafter be followed to the great benefit of the Army 
in all such cases; letters to the effect have already been ad- 
dressed to the commanding officers of the several departments. 

“A letter from the President to Senator Taliaferro, of 
Florida, was also read. This was in part as follows: 

To take the ground that there must be a court of inquiry 
because Colonel Stewart has been sent to Fort Grant would 
logically imply that another court of inquiry should be held 


in the War De-

Nothing would more quickly 


to know why he should not be sent to St. Augustine or Balti- 
more or Washington or anywhere else. In other words, it is 
a simple absurdity. The question of punishment to Colonel 
Stewart is wholly incidental. If it was desired to punish, a 
court-martial would be ordered. 

I am not concerned with punishing him, but with bene- 
fitting the Army. My belief is that a court-martial would 
award Colonel Stewart some severe punishment, and it may 
be necessary to hold one on him; but I do not believe he 
would be dismissed from the Service as the result of a court- 
martial, and my whole aim is to get him out of a position of 
command because he is wholly unfit to exercise command, 
because he tyrannizes over the enlisted men and because he 
quarrels with civilians needlessly. 

The appointment of a court of inquiry is a matter purely 
within my discretion and judgment as Oommander-in-Chief. 
I neither could nor would surrender the right to exercise such 


judgment. Sincerely yours,

Since this ques- 
tion has arisen IT have been approached by two Army 
officers and one Navy officer in a case said to be similar 
to this.” The subsequent explanation which he gave 
of the case showed it to be that of the commanding 
officer of the U.S.S. Mayflower, when she went aground 
last March. There was a court of inquiry in this case, 
however. and the officer was transferred to one of the 
battleships as navigator.

ATLANTIC FLEET. 


The review at San Francisco on May 8 was the most 
elaborate ever given by the U.S. Navy, there being eigh- 
teen battleships, nine torpedoboat destroyers, seven aux- 
iliaries and ten armored cruisers and three torpedo- 
boats, a total of forty-seven vessels, as shown in our 
Navy table. 

The fleet anchorage was in four columns, the one near- 
est the San Francisco shore consisting of the torpedo 
craft, the next of the first squadron of the Battleship 
Fleet, headed by the Connecticut, and the next of the 
second squadron, under Rear Admiral Thomas, on the 
Minnesota, and the last column, nearest the Oakland side, 
was the Pacific Fleet, under Rear Admiral Dayton. The 
auxiliaries were anchored at the foot of each of the col- 
umns, and the hospitalship Relief rode at anchor to one 


side. The Yorktown lay anchored a short distance from the 
Oakland mole. Among the guests whom Secretary Met- 
calf had invited to witness the spectacle with him were: 
Governor Gillett, of California; Governor Sheldon, of 
Nebraska, and Mrs. Sheldon; Mayor and Mrs. Taylor, 
Mrs. Metcalf, Miss Viva Nicholson, her sister; Walter 
Macarthur, of San Francisco, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Entertainment of Enlisted Men; Lieut. Radler de 
Aquino, the Naval Attaché of the Brazilian Embassy at 
Washington. Secretary Metcalf was attended by his 
Chief of Staff, Rear Admiral Henry Glass, U.S.N., and 
his aide, Lieutenant Cyrus R. Miller. 

The vessels, all decked out in rainbow fashion, and 
the decks manned with bluejackets and marines, pre- 
sented a splendid spectacle. Promptly at ten a.m. the 
reviewing ship Yorktown left her anchorage and pro- 
ceeded along the anchored columns, receiving from each 
vessel a salute of seventeen guns in honor of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. 

There were no guard boats to police the lines, and 
the dignity of the spectacle was marred to some extent 
by the great procession of craft of all kinds that fol- 
lowed the Yorktown. Some 20,000 people on the follow- 
ing craft expressed their enthusiasm by waving flags and 
cheering wildly. On some boats the passengers would 
spell out in unison the name of each warship as they 
passed. After the Yorktown had gone the length of the 
fleet it made a turn and came back between the torpedo 
fiotilla and the first squadron of the battleship fleet. 
Then it came to anchor, and admirals and captains visit- 
ed the Yorktown to pay their respects to the Secretary. 
Immediately the excursion boats began to flock to the 
warships with visitors, and all afternoon the vessels were 
crowded with sightseers. 

An elaborate banquet was given at the St. Francis 
Hotel on the night of May 8 by the San Francisco Fleet 
Committee, on behalf of the city, for Secretary Metcalf 
and the commanding officers of the fleet. Plates were laid 
for three hundred in the white and gold banquet hall of 
the hotel. ‘The speakers’ table, in the center of the room, 
was laid in the form of a ship’s anchor, and the floral 
adornments were made to carry out that idea. Rear 
Admiral Evans, who had taken no part in the functions 
afloat but had remained quietly at his hotel, attended 
the big banquet. Here, in an invalid’s chair, he made 
the following remarks, which were received with great 
enthusiasm: “More battleships and fewer statesmen 
would not hurt this country any. That you need a big 
navy is not for me to say. It goes without saying. You 








- people are our country, and if you want a big navy Con- 


gress will have to give it to you. You have heard a lot 
of talk lately about water-line armor belts, and I see 
here to-night the man who had much to do with starting 
it all. From what has been written and said you would 
imagine we had a lot of eggs placed along the water line 
to be smashed by every shell that comes along. But let 
me tell you it is not armor belts or water lines that win 
battles. It is the men who shoot straightest and hardest 
and can stand punishment the longest. If you have such 
men—and we have just that kind of stuff in our Navy— 
it makes no difference whether the armor belts are of 
leather or wood or egg-shells or anything else.” 

Edward E. Greenway was master of ceremonies at an 
exclusive ball given the same night by the Friday Night 
Club at the Fairmont Hotel for officers of the fleet and 
their wives and others. 

The presentations of fine silver services were made to 
the battleship Nebraska by Governor Sheldon and party, 
and to the new armored cruiser California by Governor 
Gillett and prominent Californians. With an address by 
yovernor Sheldon, the service was presented to the 
Nebraska on behalf of the State to Capt. Reginald F. 
Nicholson, commander of the ship, the ceremony taking 
place immediately after the naval review. Captain 
Nicholson responded amid the cheers of his men, and 
the gift was installed in the after-cabin. Capt. V. L. 
Cottman, of the California, received Governor Gillett and 
party after the review and accepted the silver for that 
ship. All the pieces in this service were manufactured 
in California from precious metal taken from native soil. 
The set is of solid silver and gold, each piece mounted 
with a gold bear and bearing the name “California” in 
raised letters of the same metal. The most striking piece 


- ms big punch bowl with a gold bear larger than the 
others. 

Rear Admiral Evans on May 9 hauled down his flag 
as commander-in-chief from the Connecticut, and the 
flag of Rear Admiral Thomas was raised in its stead. 
Admiral Evans, in a letter transmitted by Secretary 
Metcalf, was directed to proceed to his home, making 
stops at such points as may suit his convenience. In 
this letter Secretary Metcalf congratulates the Admiral 
on the successful termination of “this last duty in your 
naval career afloat” and commends him for the high state 
= efficiency of the command on the hauling down of his 
ag. 
On board each vessel attached to the Atlantic Fleet 
a farewell order from the departing commander-in-chief 
was read. Admiral Evans was not permitted by his 
physician to go aboard the Connecticut during the cere- 
monies attending his relinquishment of active naval 
service. The order said: 

_, Upon relinquishing command of the U.S. Atlantic 
Fleet and hauling down my flag this day aboard the 
U.S.S. Connecticut, flagship, I desire to express my great 
regret at leaving them and my appreciation of and hearty 
thanks for their continuous and loyal support. 

“It has been a source of great satisfaction and pride 
to me, during my period of command, not only to see‘ the 


. humber of vessels in the fleet steadily increase and the 


units become more and more formidable, but to see the 
steady improvement in drill, shooting and in everything 
that attends efficiency, and especially to witness the 
growth of that feeling of comradeship and spirit which 
transforms a group of vessels into an efficient war fleet. 

“IT am sure that both officers and men feel this same 
pride in the great increase of efficiency in these matters, 
and as it has been accomplished through their loyalty and 
_ to them I extend my thanks for all that they have 
aone, 

“In taking leave of them I wish to say to each and 
every one that they have my warmest sympathy and 
best wishes for continued prosperity and good fortune 
in the future. 

“I shall always watch their movements with pride 
and interest, and I trust they will extend to my suc- 
cessors the same loyalty and hearty support that they 
have always given me, in order that I may be able to 
see from my home the fleet which I am now leaving 
progress steadily in efficiency so that it may justify the 
faith of our people that our war fleet is, and always will 
be, a perfect source of strength for upholding the safety 
and honor of our flag and ‘a security for such as pass 
on the seas upon their lawful occasions.’ 

_“I desire that this order may be read as soon as pos- 
sible at a special muster aboard every ship in the fleet 
as a farewell greeting from a departing commander-in- 
chief, in whose heart the officers and men will ever find 
the warmest sympathy.” 

Rear Admiral Evans left San Francisco at six o’clock, 
May 9, in a special car of the Southern Pacific to return 
to Washington, via the Central Pacific, via Ogden, Chey- 
enne and Chicago. He was accompanied by Mrs. Evans, 
his daughter, Mrs. C. C. Marsh; his retiring flag seere- 
tary, Lieut. Comdr. L. H. Chandler; his aide, Lieut. 
C. R. Train; his son, Lieut. F. T. Evans, and P.A. Surg. 
TP. E. McDonnald. Lieut. W. R. Gherardi, retiring com- 
mander of the Yankton, shortly before leaving, received 
this message from th: Japanese Association of Stockton, 
Cal.: “Congratulate you upon your safe arrival and wel- 
come to the Atlantic Fleet.” “I want that made pub- 
lic,” said the Read Admiral to Lieutenant Train, “and 
say that I appreciate it as much as anything I have re- 
ceived since arriving on this coast.” ‘The fleet committee 
of San Francisco presented to Rear Admiral Evans a 
gold matchbox set with a big diamond and bearing the 
inscription, “I said I would bring the fleet into the 
Golden Gate and here I am.” 

The officers and men of the fleet are now almost weary 
of the incessant rounds of entertaining they have had 
to stand, and with few exceptions will welcome the re- 
turn to the strict routine of their ships’ duties. They 
have been almost killed with kindness, incident to the 
social functions and entertainments, and will be glad 
when it is all over. There is too much of it all at one 
time. 

Among the many functions during the past week there 
was a parade of bluejackets and marines in Oakland, 
May 9; religious services for officers and men, May 10. 
The features of May 11 were automobile tours for 460 
officers and 750 men, and a second brilliant reception 
and ball to Secretary Metcalf and the commanding offi- 
cers of the fleet in the evening. The itinerary of the 
automobile ride included Chinatown, Market, Valencia 
and Mission streets, Van Ness avenue, Golden Gate 
ark, the Presidio, Fort Baker, and Fort Mason. Rear 
Admirals Sebree and Dayton were among those in car- 
riages. Rear Admiral Thomas did not feel like going 
out, as he had contracted a cold, and neither Rear Ad- 
miral Sperry nor Rear Admiral Emory appeared. Each 
division commander, however, was represented by one or 
more members of his staff. One hundred chief and war- 
rant officers took a trip to the top of Mount Tamalpais 
over the cog railway, and had a fine view of San Fran- 
cisco and all the surrounding country. In the evening 
there were amateur boxing tryouts at the Auditorium, 
preliminary to the big tournament. 

The second torpedo flotilla, under Lieutenant Com- 
mander Cone, left the warship anchorage May 11 for 
necessary repairs at Mare Island. Lieut. Comdr. Mark 
L. Bristol, of the Connecticut, left for the East also on 
the above date. He will be married at Mobile, Ala., and 
then go to Newport, R.I., to assume command of the 
torpedo station. He was relieved as executive officer of 
the flagship by Gomdr. Louis S. Van Duzer. 

Under the auspices of the California Club an unusual 
event was arranged for the bluejackets when, on May 12, 
high society arranged a ball in their honor at the Audi- 
torium. The men were all attired in their dress blouses 
of blue, with white knife Lanyards about their necks. 
There was a double formation for the grand march, a 
left and a right column. Those taking part were: Mrs. 
Thomas, .wife of Rear Admiral Thomas, with a blue- 
jacket; Mrs. T'aylor, wife of Mayor Taylor, with a blue- 
jacket; Rear Admiral Thomas and Mrs. James W. Orr, 
president of the California Club; Mrs. Bowman H. Mc- 
Calla, wife of Rear Admiral McCalla, retired, with a 
bluejacket ; Mrs. Horace Coffin, with a petty officer; Mrs. 
Laura Bride Powers, with a bluejacket; Mrs. John Ber- 
mingham, with a bluejacket; and Mrs. Briggs, with a 
bluejacket. 

Sailor Smith, who escorted Mrs. Thomas, was the for- 
tunate representative of his ship to win the honor to 
escort his Commander’s wife around the pavilion. The 
names of all the battleships were placed in a hat and 
Mrs. Arthur W. Cornwall, chairman of the reception 
committee, drew the Kearsarge, and Smith was sent forth 
to play “Cavalier.” When the sailors reached the hall 
they found there was to be no formality about this func- 
tion. Beautifully dressed girls came forward and begged 
their hands for dances, and when the first number was 
over most of the girls had pinned their corsage bouquets 
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on their sailor partners’ blouses and the gallant sailors 
had taken the bands from their hats and suspended them 
around the girls’ necks. 

Among the features of May 13 1,500 sailors, 30,000 
school children and 20,000 adults gathered at the stadium 
in Golden Gate Park and sang national airs and waved 
the colors. The mail orderlies from the ships were given 
a theater party at the Orpheum. Negro bluejackets were 
entertained by representatives of their race at the Audi- 
torium. Officers of the fleet were entertained at a “high 
jinks” by the Bohemian Club. A large tent was erected 
for the entertainment, which was styled the “Days of 
Forty-nine Jinks.” 

The battleship Maine left San Francisco, May 10, for 
Carquinez Straits for repairs. The Missouri is at Hun- 
ter’s Point dry-doeck to have her bottom scraped and re- 
pairs made to one of her cylinders. ; 

Rear Admiral Charles M. Thomas hauled down his 
flag as commander-in-chief on May 15, and that of Rear 
Admiral Charles S. Sperry was raised. The latter will 
command the fleet on its homeward voyage, which com- 
mences July 7, via Australia, Honolulu, Manila, Yoko- 
hama, China and Suez. 

It is officially announced that the fleet is scheduled 
to arrive at Sydney, Australia, on Aug. 20, and at Mel- 
bourne on Aug. 29. The fleet will leave Australian 
waters on Sept. 5. 

Contracts have been made for supplies for the war- 
ships to be furnished before the vessels of the Atlantic 
Fleet start on their voyage across the Pacific next month. 

More than a million and a half pounds of meat are to 
be supplied. This will include 800,000 pounds of frozen 
beef, 185,000 pounds of frozen veal and mutton, 180,000 
pounds of pork loins, 40,000 pounds of young chickens, 
5,000 pounds of turkeys, 90, pounds of frankfurters, 
pork sausage, bologna and compressed ham, 250, 
pounds of smoked ham, 2,500, pounds of flour, and 
100,000 pounds of sugar. Of canned peaches, pears and 
tomatoes and evaporated apples there will be laid in 
about 300,000 pounds. Vegetables include 500,000 pounds 
of potatoes, 50,000 pounds of onions, 7,500 pounds of 
Lima beans and 30,000 pounds of sauerkraut. 

Officers and men of the fleet were entertained by the 
people of Berkeley on May 14. The entertainment in- 
cluded a big luncheon in the Harmon gymnasium, auto- 
mobile rides for officers and men and an athletic program 
of interest. A gold and onyx punch bowl and lamp was 
presented to the California on May 14 by Californians 
from Berkeley and other cities. Chaplains of the fleet 
were guests at a luncheon given by sixty-five clergymen 
of Berkeley.

Ex-Sergt.C. Ahern, df the 
22d N.Y., has been appointed adjutant of the 3d Battalion, and 
Capt. A. D. Porter has been appointed regimental Q.M., vice 
©. A. Richards resigned on account of removal to Ohio. It 
was with great regret that Colonel Dyer loses the services of 
Captain Richards. He was most active and capable in the 
discharge of his duties, and was a great favorite in the regi- 
ment. The non-coms. of the regiment will entertain Colonel 
Dyer at dinner on the night of May 16. 

Counsel for former Capt. Louis Wendel, of the ist Battery, 
who was dismissed the service some time since after trial by 
G.C.M., when his case came up for trial before Justice Goff 
in New York city, May 11, made a motion to change the de- 
fendant’s plea of not guilty, at the time he was indicted, to 
*‘former jeopardy.’’ -Mr. vy, counsel, said: ‘‘This defen- 
dant has already been convicted and punished by a 


duly appointed court-martial convened by the Governor.’’ He 
then cited the case of Private Grafton, U.S.A., who killed a 
native in the Philippines while on duty. and was tried and 
acquitted before a court martial. The civil guthorities stepped 
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in and indicted Grafton for murder, and he was tried and 
convicted. The case was then, through subscriptions col- 
lected by the Army and Navy Journal from the Army, taken 
to the United States Supreme Court, which held that the 
court-martial had constituted a complete jurisdiction of the 
case and that the defendant could not be placed in jeopardy 
again, and Private Grafton was released. Assistant District 
Attorney Hart opposed Mr. Levy’s motion, saying that a 
court-martial had no power to imprison the defendant. It 
could only dismiss him from the service. Justice Golf granted 
Mr. Hart’s motion for a special panel for May 18 and reserved 
decision on Mr. Levy’s motion and plea. 

Major General Roe will review the 14th N.Y. in its armory 
on the night of Saturday evening, May 23. The occasion 
will also be marked with a salute to the war colors on the 
occasion of the forty-seventh anniversary of the muster of the 
14th into the Service of the United States, May 23, 1861, 
and also commemorates its muster into the same service May 
16, 1898. It is not now considered likely that the regiment 
will be- ordered to camp duty, for lack of funds. This is 
much to be regretted, as officers and men were enthusiastic 
for the duty.

The members of Co. F, 7th N.Y., Captain Stotesbury, had 
a@ very enjoyable stag at the armory on the night of May 9, 
some 250 members and. veterans being present. The talent 
was furnished by members of the company of which there 
was considerable variety to do turns. The company has a full 
membership with a waiting list. 

There will be a review of the 69th N.Y. by His Eminence, 
the Primate of all Ireland, Michael Cardinal Logue, at the 
armory on Wednesday night, May 20. The invited guests in- 
elude Generals Roe and Smith, the clergy of the diocese and 
the Honorary Corps of the regiment. The event will be among 
the most prominent reviews of the season, and tickets are in 
great demand. 


Colonel Stokes, of the 23d N.Y., in order that his field and 
staff officers may become more proficient in horsemanship, has 
directed them to assemble weekly for riding lessons at the 
armory of Squadron ©, on Bedford avenue. The order re- 
quires that the school in horsemanship shall continue until 
the regiment leaves for the Pine Plains maneuvers. Colonel 
Stokes is anxious to complete the 8d Battalion of that regi- 
ment by the muster into the state service of the 12th Com- 
pany (M), which is now awaiting acceptance by the state. 
He went to Albany May 11 for the purpose of seeing the 
Adjutant General in regard to the matter. Nothing could be 
done in the matter, however. The delay in ordering the mus- 
ter in of the new company is due to the fact that there is not 
sufficient funds to properly defray the expense of the new 
command. Company I has unanimously elected a first lieu- 
tenant in the person of 2d Lieut. M. N. Liebmann. He has 
been a member of the regiment for about seven years and re- 
ceived his present commission on Feb. 7 last. He was a 
member of the 3d Nebraska Regiment during the Spanish war. 

After making an inspection of the Iowa National Guard, 
Major F. W Sibley, 2d U.S. Cav., found Co. 0, 53d Regiment, 
Co M, 54th Regiment, and Co. M and the hospital detach- 
ment of the 55th Regiment to be excellent.

The 7th Regiment, N.G.N.Y., attended the afternoon service 
at the Church of the Incarnation, New York city, May 3. The 
sermon was preached by the Rev. William E. McCord, chaplain 
of the regiment. He spoke of the blessings of peace, but pointed 
out that they could not be enjoyed unless the nation was pre- 
pared for war. 

Squadron A, of New York, attended divine service in the 
Church of the Heavenly Rest, New York city, May 3. The 
sermon was preached by the Rev. Herbert Shipman, who is the 
chaplain of the squadron. He spoke of the alliance which 
should be effected between the Church and all soldiers. 

Adjutant General Cole, of Connecticut, in orders dated May 
5, says: ‘‘The recurrence of Memorial Day, May 30, 
strengthens and intensifies our admiration and reverence of 
the brave defenders, living and dead, who fought-for the 
preservation of the Union. Although the war drums of 1861- 
65 have ceased to beat and the battle flags are furled, Memorial 
Day, with its attendant ceremonies, conducted by the surviv- 
ing heroes, recalls the storm of battle, the smoke of cannon, 
the rifles gleaming down the ranks of blue and gray, with all 
the horrors of war, supplemented by a peace which recog- 
nizes no North, no South, no East, no West, but one united 
country, standing as a bulwark against foreign invasion, 
treason and anarchy. As a mark of respect, it is therefore 


ordered that the National Flag be displayed May 30, 1908, 
at the state arsenal, state armories and Soldiers’ Home at 
Noroton, at half-staff from sunrise until midday;-at noon the 
flag will be hoisted to the top of the staff and remain there 
until sunset.’’ 

First Lieut. Robert P. Orr, of Co. D, 18th N.Y., has been 
unanimously elected captain of Company M. Due chiefly to 
dissension among former offiters Company M has not enjoyed 
great prosperity, but it is the belief that with Captain Orr 
in charge it will soon be converted into one of the best com- 
panies of the regiment. Ex-Capt. George W. Johnston, who 
was elected captain of Company ©, several weeks ago, and was 
later turned down by the examining board, owing to physical 
disability, is to make another effort to be examined.

2D N.Y.—COL. JAMES W. LESTER. 


Colonel Lester, 2d Regt., N.G.N.Y., whose headquarters are 
at Troy, in publishing a report of the ordnance officer of the 
regiment, says: 


“*The records for armory work of 1905, 1906 and 1907 
have been left far in the distance, and this season’s work on 
the armory ranges has reached higher percentages in qualifi- 
cations, first strings and attendance than any year in the his- 
tory of the regiment, placing the work of the regiment first 
of any of the military organizations of the state. The record 
discloses an almost unanimous effort on the part of the officers 
and men in every company to excel in rifle practice, thus per- 
fecting themselves as reliable soldiers. Last year, out of a 
shooting strength of 907 all but twenty-three qualified on the 
armory ranges; this year out of a strength of 924, all but 
seven have qualified, nine companies having qualified 100 per 
cent. 

‘‘The many matches and competitions were well supported 
and won with better scores and percentages. The regimental 
team put up a splendid match and won tke indoor brigade 
trophy for the second time by a score of several points higher 
than the 1907 record, the members doing excellent individual 
and team work. 

‘‘The commanding officer is confident that the training of 
the past season on the armory ranges will bring up the figure 
of merit of the regiment at general practice this year, especial- 
ly as first string qualifications, along which line the companies 
have made the best progress, count one-half in computing the 
standing.’’ 

Colonel Lester also announces that Col. E. E. Hardin, 26th 
Inf., U.S.A., who commanded the 2d Regiment during the 
Spanish-American War, has presented to the regiment for com- 
petition in rifle practice, a trophy which will hereafter be 
known as the ‘‘Hardin Trophy,’’ and which will be competed 
for annually by three teams, one from each of the three bat- 
‘talions of the regiment. Each team is to be composed of four 
enlisted men, one from each of the four companies of the 
battalion. The distances are 200, 600 yards slow fire, and 
200 yards rapid fire, time limit twenty seconds for each five 
shots, ten shots for record. A medal will be presented to 
each member of a winning team which shall become his 
property.

2. Members’ Match.—Open to all members of the Indiana 
State Rifle Association and affiliated organizations who have 
never won this match. Any military rifle; ammunition, any; 
200, 300 and 500 yards, two sighting shots and five shots for 
record at each range. Prize: Cup, presented by the National 
kifle Association. 

3. National Marksman’s Reserve Match.—Open to any citi- 
zen of the United States between the ages of eighteen and 
forty-five. Conditions, distances and number of shots same as 
No. 2. Prizes: Each competitor making a total of fifty or more 
out of the possible seventy-five will receive the bronze button 
of the National Marksmans Reserve and have his name enrolled 
in the War Department at Washington as a national marksman. 

4. Experts’ Match, Special Course ‘‘C.’’ Open to every- 
body. Any military rifle; any ammunition; ten record shots, 
without sighters, at each of the 200 and 300 yard ranges. 
Those who have a total of seventy or better will then fire at 
500 yards, two sighters and ten record shots; all having an

FLORIDA. 
Adjutant General Foster, of Florida, in referring to the 
joint coast defense exercises of 1897, in which troops from his 
state took part, says in part: 


‘‘Reports upon these exercises indicate that they were of 
considerable benefit to the state troops. The coming into 
close contact and association with trained men of the Regular 
establishment and remaining for ten days under the supervision 
of capable Army officers gave opportunity for learning many 
lessons which a purely state encampment would not haye 
afforded. The state officers testify to the consideration which 
was shown them, and to the painstaking efforts of the Army 
officers to instruct and assist them in every way. They also 
express appreciation of many personal courtesies which un- 
doubtedly did much to increase the good feeling of the officers 
of the state service toward those of the Regular establishment. 

‘*In the militia the majority of the men are young. They 
enter the Service in time of peace, it is feared, with no very 
serious urpose in view, and if they do not find it attractive 
they will not stick. This should serve to explain any chafing 
at the bits which may have occurred among those who found 
themselves within a few miles of a large city and unable to 
taste its delights, because of restrictions to which they were 
not habitually aceustomed. It is perfectly plain, however, 
that a majority of both officers and enlisted men fully realized 
the importance of the work in which they were engaged and 
applied themselves zealously to it.’’ 

The present organization consists of one brigade, composed 
of two regiments of Infantry—the 1st Infantry, consisting of 
a band and nine companies, with headquarters at Jacksonville, 
and the 2d Infantry, consisting of a band and twelve com- 
panies, with headquarters at Orlando. The total strength of 
the force is 1,387 officers and men. 

‘*Under the present law of the state the organization of 
four companies of Coast Artillery is authorized, and it is 
hoped,’’ says General Foster, ‘‘that companies may soon be 
formed within or near the three U.S. Coast Artillery Districts 
in this state.’’ 

‘*The Florida state troops,’’ says the General jin his in- 
teresting annual report for 1907, ‘‘are more. efficient at this 
time, it is believed, than they have been before. Gradually, 
but with assured progress, the troops are approaching the 
higher standard which has been established for them under 
the national and state militia laws which have been enacted. 
during the past few years.’’

Saturday, May 9, was a day of athletic and other contests. 
The rifle team of the Naval Academy was given the closest 
kind of a rub Saturday afternoon by a team of officers of the 
National Guard of the District of Columbia, and only suc- 
ceeded in winning by the narrow margin of 2392 points to 
2339.

The ‘‘buoy’’ race for the Thompson trophy has been con- 
cluded at the Naval Academy. The race is a fine test of sea: 
manship in the handling of small boats, and the winner is 
presented with a pair of binoculars, given by Col. Robert 
M. Thompson, of New York. In the race on Saturday, Mid- 
shipman Howard H. J. Benson, son of Commandant W. S. 
Benson, picked up the largest number of the buoys, but as 
there is a claim of foul against him, the decision has not been 
made. Midshipman Henry G. Cooper, jr., was second. Both 
are members of the second class. The contest had been going 
on for several days, and crews from the different classes en- 
deavored to pick up the floating buoys from different kinds of 
small craft. The crew composed of second classmen was the 
winner of this contest, and the members of the winning crew 
were allowed to pick crews of their own and sail for the indi- 
vidual championship and the possession of the trophy, on 
Saturday. Midshipman Benson’s winning of the individual 
trophy is conditioned upon the decision as to the alleged foul. 

The Navy first crew won from the Columbia ’Varsity here 
Saturday afternoon in a spirited and exciting contest. Evenly 
matched in skill and stamina and little difference in weight. 
the crews alternated in the lead down the whole course and 
the winners forged a few feet ahead just at the last, after 
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what appeared to be the final spurt of the visitors. The of- 
ficial time was given as 10 minutes 23 1-5 seconds, and that 
of Columbia only a fifth of a second slower. The race was a 
four-cornered one, the second crews of the two institutions 
starting at the same time, but it soon developed into two 
races, the crews finding a real contest only with the eights of 
their own athletic standard. The second Navy crew came in 
about six lengths behind the Columbia ‘Varsity, the time being 
10 minutes 45 1-5 seconds. The Columbia seconds were a 
trifle over a length to the rear, the time being 10 minutes 49 
1-5 seconds. 

Georgetown played in its old time form Saturday afternoon 
and won from the midshipmen three runs to one. The visitors 
did by far the greater part of the hitting, getting seven clean 
ones, while Devine, of Georgetown, held the midshipmen to one 
hit—a triple by Gillam in the last inning, the only extra 
inning of the game. The Navy scored its only run in the 
fourth inning on the only errors made by the visitors. They 
scored but one hit, Gillam’s triple in the ninth, which he tried 
to stretch into a homer, but was thrown out at the plate by 
Schlafly. Devine pitched a great game for Georgetown and 
came within an ace of getting a no-hit game to his credit.

MARE ISLAND. 


Mare Island, Cal., May 7, 1908. 
There is just one thought in the minds of all Californians 
to-day, just one theme on every tongue, and that is the glori- 
ous arrival of the fleet. For the Atlantic Fleet has come into 


its own, and no matter on what broad seas she may sail in the 
future, no matter how cordial the welcome that she may re- 
ceive in the ports at which she may call, there will be none to 
surpass that which San Francisco and her neighboring cities 
extended to the great armada as it swept through the Golden 
Gate at 12:23 p.m. on that memorable 6th of May. 

Last night, while the officers of the fleet and the cream of 
San Francisco society danced the hours away at the Fairmont 
in the opening ball and reception given in honor of the visitors, 
Rear Admiral Evans rested with his family.

PROHIBITION OF THE WEARING OF UNIFORM. 


The author of the following interesting letter is Mr. 
Francis Bannerman, the military goods dealer of No. 501 
Broadway, New York: 


New York, May 6, 1908. 
Honorable Senator Dick, U.S. Senate, Washington, D.C. 
_ L have received copy of the bill introduced by you, 8. 
6005, prohibiting the wearing of the U.S. uniform by un- 
authorized persons. 

The right of citizens to wear the uniform that now 
forms part of some branch of the U.S. Service uniform is 
older than the Declaration of Independence. Eywvery 
seaman, yachtsman, bandman, cadet, member of Boys’ 
Brigade, Knights of Pythias, Knights Templar, Forest- 
ers, Woodmen, Jr. O.U.A.M., German, Polish, Hibernian, 
and the hundred other kindred societies and organizations 
would be affected by the passage of this bill, which pro- 
hibits the right to wear any uniform or any part that is 
similar to that of the present Service, or “that which 
may be promulgated.” Upward of two million people 
will be affected by the passage of such a law. In the 
state of Ohio alone there must be upward of ten thou- 
sand people depending upon the work of making military 
society uniforms. 

There is now such a large variety of designs and colors 
in the uniforms of the different branches of the Service, 
gray, olive-drab, khaki, dark, blue, sky blue, red, white, 
with constant changes being made, that it may be carried 
to such an extent that the common people may have te 
go naked, as Army uniform regulations include dress, full 
dress, service dress, mess dress, evening dress, white col- 
lar, cuffs and gloves, cravats, suspenders, leggings, boots, 
shoes, chapeaus, hats, caps, shakos, with ornaments of 
stars, eagle bars, lyres; uniforms for officers, chaplains, 
surgeons, nurses, soldiers, teamsters, scouts, such a large 
variety that the Honorable Senator will have to obtain 
a permit to appear in evening dress, when the present 
hill becomes a law. 

The present Army service uniform patterns are the 
work of an imported British tailor, copying after the 
uniform of the British service. 

Pass the bill and parents will no longer have the right 
to dress their children in miniature soldier or sailor suits. 
Young ladies will no longer have the right to wear the 
Navy blouse as a shirt waist at the seashore. The New 
York police will have to obtain a permit to wear the 
bell top cap now in use, and which is similar to the kind 
worn by them upward of thirty years ago. The Salva- 
tion Army will have to give up or get a permit to wear 
the cap they adopted long before the U.S. Army took a 
fancy to it. The Germay societies of the Fatherland 
will have to lay aside their cap, or become criminals un- 
der the law. Merchant sailors and yachtsmen have worn 
pn ae blue since before the founding of the U.S. Re- 
public. 

Dealers carried in stock khaki uniforms long before the 
Spanish War, when the U.S. Army first adopted it, ~— 
ing after the British East India service, from whom the 
name khaki originated, i.e., dust color. A few years ago, 
the U.S. Quartermaster sold to one dealer 173,000 new 
white uniforms, which, while obsolete in the Army, form 
part of the uniform similar to those now worn by an- 
other branch of the Service. Will the U.S. government 
receive back and pay for these uniforms, if the law is 
passed prohibiting their sale? It was only by reason of 
the good price received at the auction sales by U.S. 
Q.M. General Humphrey for 200,000 pairs of new 
Army, late regulation, shoes that enabled him to quickly 
adopt the present regulation, better Army service shoe. 

Will not the bill in its present reading prohibit the sale 
of canteens, knapsacks, haversacks, belt buckles and other 
Army goods, which hear the U.S. marks, and which have 
recently been sold in the hundred thousand lots by the U. 
S. Ordnance Department? One dealer alone advertises 
over 150,000 slings, belts, knapsacks, haversacks, mess 
kits, canteens, etc., which bear the government mark or 
distinctive insignia. What will this dealer do with these 
goods, if the bill becomes a law? Will the U.S. govern- 
ment take them back and refund the money paid? Deal- 
ers must now have large quantities of goods that will be 
the regulation in some branch of the Service, that it will 
be prohibitory for them to sell. 

The ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL recently quoted that 
the Treasurer of the United States received upward of 
$2,000,000 in one year, as the proceeds from sales of con- 
demned government stores. Pass the law and these goods 
will have to be destroyed, and the Treasury will be minus 
this large sum. 

Very many churches throughout the land have formed 
their youth into Boys’ Brigades with military drill, wear- 
ing a uniform, which, if prohibited by the law, would 
disband these companies, as the boys would have no de- 
sire for drill and discipline if deprived of the uniform. 

It should be the desire of the U.S. government to fos- 
ter the military spirit in the youth of to-day, who, in the 
absence of a large regular Army, will be the nation’s 
safeguard in future times of danger. Many of the mili- 
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tia regiments now have cadet corps attached to their com- 
panies. 

There are about six thousand musician bands in the 
United States, comprising upward of one hundred thou- 
sand members, which this bill would compel to cast aside 
some part of their uniform. Railway conductors and 
other corporation employees wear the bell top cap. In- 
deed, some have worn it since long before the U.S. Army 
adopted it, after the Allied Armies’ relief of Pekin iu 
1900, when U.S. Army officers came in contact with the 
armies of other nations and took a fancy to and adopted 
some part of the foreign uniforms. 

So many and such rapid changes were made a few 
years ago in the Service uniform that the writer heard 
of an Army officer willing to wager a bet that a certain 
officer, with the rank of colonel, could not tell accurately 
what were the requirements in the Army service regula- 
tion uniform. 

What a field would be opened up by the passage of this 
bill to some over-zealous, ambitious officer to harass and 
prosecute citizens! Only a few months ago a militia 
lieutenant in one of the Southern states had a poor work- 
man arrested, convicted, and imprisoned for wearing the 
khaki clothes which were obtained from U.S. Quarter- 
master’s auction sale, where 150,000 khaki uniforms had 
been sold to dealers. This lieutenant’s action was praised 
by many military men, who perhaps did not know, or 
even stop to think of the outrage committed under pro- 
cess of law. 

Manufacturers of and dealers in uniforms now have 
large stocks on hand, which would come under the law. 
Vrovision should be made for their protection. 

I am in sympathy with the object desired in the bill, 
and in proof of this statement would say that it was at 
my suggestion that Adjutant General Henry, of New 
York state, at recent auction sale accepted bids for con- 
demned uniforms, receiving a guarantee from the dealer 
that the coats skould not be resold without first removing 
the state insignia from the collar, and that the state letters 
on the belt buckles should be displaced or removed before 
sale. There is a law now on the statute book and under 
this law persons have recently been convicted, whereby 
those living in the vicinity of Army posts may be pun- 
ished who encourage and purchase for use, from enlisted 
men, part. of the Service uniform. 

The number of persons designed to be protected by the 
bill is so smal] compared to the large number of citizens 
and other interests, whose rights will be adversely affect- 
ed, that no hasty action should be taken on this bill. I 
would suggest that the bill be modified to protect the 
olive-drab Service regulation uniform, with the bronze 
coat of arms buttons, and the distinctive band of the dif- 
ferent branches of the Service worn on the bell top cap. 

The Regulars and the militia are now uniformed in the 
olive-drab. Make it a law that no private organization, 
no exception, can wear the olive-drab uniform or the dis- 
tinetive cap band while it is Army regulation. Only a 
limited number of persons will be affected by this change, 
and they can easily be protected by the government pur- 
chasing their small stock of olive-drab rejected uniforms 
for the use of military prisoners, and in the future con- 
tracts the Quartermaster General be authorized to con- 
tract with the uniform manufacturers, the same as is now 
being done with the Army contractors for blankets, viz., 
to purchase the seconds or rejected garments at a price 
to be agreed upon in the contract. 

Let no olive-drab unserviceable uniforms be sold by the 
government until they have been dyed another color, and 
the regulation bronze buttons removed. 

Regarding the protection for the naval uniform, pass a 
law that the U.S. Navy service designating mark be 
shown by the hat band, worn around the sailor’s hat, 
with the name of the ship embroidered in gilt letters, as 
is now worn. 

Allow the merehant service and the yachtsmen to wear 
the old standard sailor uniform of blue, with the name 
of their vessel or club on the breast of the shirt, prohibit- 
ing the wearing of the name of vessel on the hat band by 
nny one outside of the U.S. Naval Service. 

This would go a long way to accomplish the end de- 
<ired and could be made a law, without giving offense and 
causing great loss to many people involved with the pas- 
sage of the bill as it now reads. 

The same objections as above apply to the bill intro- 
duced in the House by Mr. Foss, of Illinois, No. 19545, 


which is even more radical, and in Section 2, whil< com- 
mendable in its object, places a premium on unworthiness 
in the Service, in that the worthy enlisted man, when his 
time comes for leaving the Service with a good discharge, 
will be allowed. to wear the Service uniform, for which 
he has paid, only for a period of four months, while the 
unworthy enlisted man (usually a prisoner), will receive 
payment for his Service uniform, and be furnished with 
a suit of civilian clothes at discharge. 

So many interests, outside of the U.S. government ser- 
vice, are involved in these bills, that it is only proper and 
right that they should be informed, and given an oppor- 
tunity to present their side of the case before action is 
taken. You will, therefore, pardon me, if I send copy 
of this letter to some friends, who are interested.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The Novoe Vremya states that the Russian navy lost 
in the war with Japan a total of fifty-six vessels, with a 
gross displacement of 249,000 tons, to which must be 
added auxiliary vessels, with a displacement of 21,000 
tons. The addition of ships ready and building up to 
Jan. 1 represents 145,000 tons, and the number of ves- 
sels 159. Of these 109 are torpedo craft, displacing 35,- 
650 tons, sixty-nine of them destroyers and sea-going tor- 
pedoboats, ten of them small boats, and thirty submarine 
boats. In addition are gunboats, mining vessels, and 
auxiliary vessels, to the number of thirty-six. The pres- 
ent strength of the Russian navy gives a total displace- 
ment for battleships of 161,000 tons; for cruisers, 126,000 
tons; for torpedo craft, 54,000 tons; and for special, 
old and auxiliary ships, 253,000 tons. For the manning 
of the ships 57,000 men will be required, but the present 
strength is 47,000. 

Ever since the French battleship Jena blew up, ac- 
cording to a statement in the London Engineer, an active 
discussion has been carried on concerning the efficiency 
of the shells employed in the French navy, and the be- 
havior of the shells during the naval maneuvers last year, 
when a large proportion burst so close to the muzzle of 
the guns as to constitute a serious peril. The official ex- 
planation of this was that some old shells had been dis- 
tributed among the vessels for firing practice, and public 
uneasiness as to the value of the ammunition on the 
French battleships was only allayed when the bom- 
bardment of Casablanca and the subsequent operations on 
the coast of Morocco proved the effectiveness of shell 
fire. There has since been an inquiry into the value 
of the thick shells as compared with the thinner shells 
employed in the British and other navies. The French 
have argued that a thick shell was necessary to pierce 
armor and explode behind, but while going through the 
armor it does not always burst, and as experience in 
foreign navies has shown that thin shells not only pene- 
trate the armor, but invariably burst inside the ship, the 
French naval authorities are anxious to obtain some 
demonstration as to the relative value of the two types 
of shells. This information they hope to obtain by the 
use of the Jena as a target for gunnery. Another point 
to be considered is the effect of shell fire beneath the 
armored belt, and the main object of experimenting with 
the Jena is to ascertain whether, and under what con- 
ditions, shells can be made effective under the water- 
line. 

According to a German authority, the average period 
for the construction of a battleship by England is 42.4 
months (this was before the Dreadnought era), Germany 
42.5, United States 60, and France 66.1. Germany thus 
runs England very close indeed, and although England 
has put up a record with her Dreadnought, so also may 
Germany with hers, for her building yards are equipped 
with modern plant, and there is no lack of skilled work- 
men. In regard to armored cruisers, Germany, in the 
old times, was ahead of England, for while the latter 
took 44.9 months, Germany only took 39.1, France took 
69.4, and the United States 62.9 months. Here, again, 
England has put up new records in the construction of 
her later cruisers of the Invincible type, and brought the 
time down to 30 months: but Germany is replying to this 
challenge with very rapid construction in the case of 
her large armored cruisers F and E, which have not yet 
been more fully named. 

It is reported from Paris that all French submarine 
boats are soon to be equipped with detachable telephone 
buovs. With this device aboard, should an accident 
he met with and the boat sink to the bottom, the buoy 
ean Le sent to the surface and thus attract attentiow. 
Communication can then be established and means taken 
tu accomplish rescue. 

During the latter part of April the construction of the 
Amur railway in Siberia, which, as stated by the as- 
sistant to the Russian War Minister, although involving 
large expenditure, will greatly promote Russian civiliza- 
tion and military power, was consented to by the Duma. 
This railway is to connect the town of Stretensk on the 
Schilka to Chabarowsk on the Amur, and its cost with- 
out station buildings and rolling stock is put down at 
215 million roubles. The project also includes the pro- 
vision of a shipbuilding yard. It was stated that no 
foreigner should be employed and no foreign material 
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would be used in building the line. The Minister advo- 
cated the employment of soldiers and Siberian convicts. 

Preparations have now been entered upon for the 
construction of the first twelve-inch naval gun that has 
ever been made in Scotland. The twelve-inch wire-wound 
gun fires a projectile weighing 850 pounds. The value 
of such a weapon is set down at about £22,500. 

The Act of Jan. 7, 1908, for reorganization of the 
Spanish fleet, provides for the construction of four bat- 
tleships, three torpedo destroyers, twenty-four torpedo- 
boats, and four gunboats, together with a dry-dock at 
Ferrol, the whole to cost about £7,200,000. 


Move than usual interest attaches to the Bisley meet- 
ing of the National Rifle Association in July, as it will 
have some distinctive features. The association has un- 
dertaken the management of the shooting competitions to 
be fired at Bisley in connection with the Olympic Games 
on July 9, 10 and 11, immediately preceding the Bisley 
Week. A new class of targets has been sanctioned, being 
circles instead of parallelograms, so that wild “outers” 
will not count. Second-class targets, for 500 and 600 
yards, are six feet in diameter; third-class targets, for 
200 yards, four feet: and there is a new four-foot target 
with a nine-inch bull’s-eye, an “inner” of eighteen inches. 
and a “magpie” of twenty-seven inches, the “outers” 
being upon the rest of the target. This is introduced 
for the 300-yard range, which is to take the place of 
the 200 yards in the Kolapore and the United Services 
match. A very important regulation made to meet the 
wishes of the Army Council is that no competitor can 
take a prize in the “Volunteer Aggregate” unless he 
has scored fifty or more in the “Martins,” which last is 
a rapid-firing aggregate, having 141 prizes of its own, 
besides a cup. It was impossible for the association to 
bring the Grand Aggregate itself under actual service 
conditions, but the new rule in regard to a qualification 
in the “Martins” is wisely adopted. One distinctive fea- 
iure of the meeting will be the “Barlow” match, prizes 
for which amount to £250. ‘This match will comprise 
snap shooting at 200 yards, rapid firing at 500 yards, at- 
tack and observation of fire, and visuals and ranges 
practice, service targets being employed. 

Discussion still continues in France with reference 
to the cuirassiers and the proposal to turn them into 
dragoons, or hand over their horses to the artillery. It 
was decided that they should be maintained and should 
have a new and lighter kind of cuirass, capable of resist- 
ing the arme blanche and not intended to be bullet-proof. 
This question is not new, and models in aluminum, thin 
steel, and chain mail have been proposed. Probably in 
the end the existing cuirass will be made somewhat 
thinner and lighter. Meanwhile a foreigner has presented 
to the Minister of War a bullet-proof invention which 
has been under trial. It is not of metal, except that it 
has a thin plate to insure its rigidity. The material is 
of a reddish gray, but no one has seen any more than 
the corner of the plate, because it has always been kept 
wrapped up in serge. It has resisted perfectly, says 
France Militaire, bullets which are in service both in 
France and abroad. Its behavior in heat, rain, and the 
circumstances of campaigning life has yet to be tested. 
It is said to be rather heavy. 

President Diaz announced to his cabinet at a meeting 
on May 9 that the Krupp concern, the German gun- 
makers, will establish a large gun factory in Mexico 
City. The location of the factory will be chosen in a 
few months. The Mexican Government recently com- 
pleted the erection of a cartridge factory. 

A new edition of the field service manual (Felddienst- 
ordnung) has been issued fo the German army. It in- 
cludes several important changes, although in general 
it is upon the lines of its predecessor. Sections and 
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details are introduced relating to technical progress in 
wireless telegraphy, the use of telephones, signaling, bal- 
looning, and other matters, and the lessons of the fight- 
ing in Manchuria are clearly evident in the instructions. 
The regulations in regard to maneuvers, which have 
hitherto formed the second part of the manual, are re- 
moved from the new edition to form a separate manual, 
the Manéver-Ordnung, the contents of which differ little 
from the matter which has been taken from the older 
manual. An addition has been made to the Felddienst- 
erdnung, making about thirty pages, and giving a sum- 
mary of necessary and useful information relating to 
the constitution of the forces and their effectives, with 
graphic representation of a column on the march, the 
passage of a river, bivouacs, field works, tools, methods of 
supplying ammunition and provisions, the working of the 
medical service, the postal service, the hours of sunrise 
and sunset at all seasons, measures of length of various 
countries, the Morse code, and other like matters. A 
further step has been taken toward expelling words of 
foreign origin. Bagage, munition, and some other words 
still find favor, but avantgarde becomes Vorhut, and 
arriéregarde appears as Nachhut. 

The old soldier was in a talkative mood, says the 
United Service Gazette. “Did I ever see Wellington? 
Why, of course, I did. I was lying on the ground when 
I ’eard the sound of ’osses ’oofs, and soon a voice called 
out, ‘Is that you, Saunders?’ I knowed the voice in a 
hinstant—it was the Dook of Wellington. ‘Yes, sir,’ sez 
I, most respectful. ‘Come ’ere,’ sez the Dook. I riz 
reluctant from the ground, for I was tired out. He sez 
to me when I came near him, ‘Saunders; I want you to 
go back ’ome.’ ‘Why? sez I. ‘Because you’re killin’ too 
iwany people,’ sez the Dook. And ’ome I went.” 

The Army and Navy Gazette (London) is disposed (o 
look upon the bright side of the question of British 
naval disasters, and produces figures to prove its reason 
for doing so. Where the Morning Post claims that from 
January, 1903, to the present time, ninety-one lives were 
lost in nine disasters, in which five of the ships sank, 
and uses these figures to support its argument against 
night practice without lights, the Gazette, by elimination, 
arrives at the conclusion that, as a result of such prac- 
tice, in the period menticned, four small vessels have been 
lost, with fifty-three Jives, and continues: ‘““Whether these 
results are compared with the loss of life and cost of 
public property destroyed in carrying out spar and sail 
drill and in maneuvering ships at sea under canvas in a 


similar period, or generally with similar mishaps that 
took place in sailing ship times, there can be no ques- 
tion that the risks have diminished enormously. rom 
January, 1805, to the middle of 1810, 106 vessels of vari- 
ous classes were lost hy the faults and accidents of navi- 
gation, and apart from those that came to grief owing 
to the action of the enemy. These vessels carried 13,269 
officers and men, and of that number 4,449 lost their 
lives—that is to say, something over thirty per cent. of 
the ships’ companies. It is clear that the risk to life and 
property, whether incurred in night exercises or in the 
other duties of the Fleet, has considerably diminished.” 

A leading editoria! in the Army and Navy Gazette 
(Eng.) on “Soldiers and Frontier Policy,” and dealing 
with the Mohmands of Northwest India, has equal appli- 
eation in our relation to the fanatical tribes of eur in- 
sular possessions. Says the Gazette: “Though warned 
against such a policy by soldiers of experience, credulous 
diplomatists, ready to grasp at any straw that may carry 
them out of present difficulties, have sought every means 
of appeasing the tribesmen by adopting an attitude which 
bears only one interpretation to the native mind. They 
have been ready to make friendly compacts with races 
which can he held in check only by the presence and the 
action of adequate military forces. The state of affairs 
that has resulted from this fatuous policy is deplorable 
in the extreme. In frontier matters it is unfortunately 
true that those who have to.direct operations, and who 
are held responsible for failure, are not allowed a free 
hand in the business. They are forbidden to employ the 
one means which the hillmen can respect—the exercise 
of adequate force to inflict the decisive punishment that 
fits the crime. Efficient garrisons in the frontier valleys 
would be a guarantee of peace, but they are being with- 
drawn because our enemies do not like them. ‘The civil 
government pay the piper. and they call the tune, but 
it is one to which the soldier often finds himself unable 
to march, because the enemy marks the time.’ ”’ 

The Brazilian battleships building at Elswick and 
Rarrow will carry six barbettes, with two twelve-inch 
guns in each, mounted the same as in the American and 
German vessels of the Dreadnought type—that is to say, 
two forward and two aft on the center line, one higher 
than the other in each case, and one on each side. 

Lord Esher, in the National Review, has an article on 
the British navy, under the head of “To-day and To- 


morrow,” in which he contends that the primary duty of _ 


the Admiralty is to ‘ensure for the British navy suprem- 
acy at sea not only to-day, and not only to-morrow, but 
on the day after to-morrow. Naval supremacy cannot 
be extemporized. It must be forecast and carefully pre- 
pared.” Ten years ago, he points out, the flag of Eng- 
land flew supreme over the oceans and seas of the world. 
To-day she has been forced to'abandon her supremacy 
in the Pacific, and although she may flatter herself that 
this abandonment is due to the Japanese alliance on 
the one hand and to blood relation with the United States 
on the other, it is due in point of fact to the rise of 
German sea power. Lord Esher is opposed to “paper 
programs,” and says that a proper following of the two- 
power standard would be “for every ship which our 
great rival builds, to build two of equal strength.” 


The question of Army pay is not an exclusively Ameri- 
can problem. The British army is at present laboring 
under the disadvantage of a serious shortage of officers— 
8,000 of them—in spite of the fact that Sandhurst has 
just turned out a record number of cadets. This record, 
though, says the United Service Gazette, is accounted for 
by cadets being rushed through an abbreviated course, 
a two-term course being, in their case, substituted for 
the usual three-term course. It is only in quite recent 
years that any difficulty has been experienced in officer- 
ing the Army, the supply in the past far exceeding the 
demand, and it was this very abundance that prevented 
any increase being made in the totally inadequate pay 
of the regimental officer, it being naturally held that 
where there was no lack of candidates for commissions 
in the Army, there existed no necessity to attract cadets 
by means of enhanced remuneration. To-day there is a 
very different story to tell, for the shortage is growing 
apace. The demands made upon the officer’s intellectual- 
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ity are much more severe than they were a decade or 
two ago, for he has not only to qualify in drill, musketry, 
signaling, etc., but he is also expected to be a tactician, 
a strategist, a business man, a financier, a competent 
judge of bread and meat, of sanitation, and various 
other things, any one of which would, in civil life, be con- 
sidered sufficient in itself to absorb a man’s whole time 
and energy, and bring him in a handsome income—while 
the poor subaltern, who has to make himself master of 
all these things, has to be content with a beggarly wage 
of 5s. 3d. a day—a sum which a trade union artisan 
would turn his nose up at. 

It is claimed that by burning liquid fuel in torpedoes 
of the latest type in a chamber through which the air 
passes on its way from the reservoir to the torpedo en- 
gine there is a gain of power of fully 100 per cent. x 
additional parts occupy only about three inches of © 
length of the torpedo, and weigh only about twelve 
pounds. The advantage gained by the introduction 
of heat is shown in the following comparison of results 
obtained with the latest Whitehead torpedo, when it is 
run without and with the heater: At 4,000 yards range 
the speed, using cold air, is from eighteen to twenty 
knots, and using hot air is twenty-eight knots. At 2,000 
yards the application of hot air raises thé speed ftom 
28 1-4 knots to 38 knots, and at 1,000 yards range the 
speed is increased from 35 knots with cold:air: to 48 
‘knots with the heater in use. ae t 

Two seamen of the German battleship EHlsas wert 
killed and six others were wounded at Kiel, April 29, as 
the result’ of the explosion of a mine. A launch had 
heen out from the battleship to experiment in the blow- 
ing up of obstructions in the water. In course of the 
maneuvers one of the mines on board exploded prema- 
turely, with the above result. 

A bill introduced in the’ Philippine Assembly would 
give women 23 and over the right to vote in the Philip- 
pines, but not to hold office. The measure provides 
that a woman to vote must be twenty-three years old 
and that a married woman must have the consent .of 
her husband in writing before she will be allowed fo 
cast a ballot. A woman who is under the care of her 
parents must have the parents’ consent, also in writing. 
There are no restrictiofis as to the class of elections at 
which women may vote.
